On May 28, 2018, at approximately 0003 hours, Sergeant Steve SHEBLOSKI #5317 informed Homicide 
Team I that an officer involved shooting had just occurred. According to Sgt. SHEBLOSKI, there were 
multiple law enforcement and civilian witnesses at the scene and Team V needed assistance. I was 
directed to respond to the scene, located at 2300 Tocayo Avenue, to assist Homicide Team V with witness 
statements. I arrived on scene at approximately 0100 hours. 

At 0122 hours, A/Sergeant T. BRYAN gave the briefing of the incident. During the briefing we learned at 
approximately 2252 hours United States Border Patrol Agents were flagged down regarding a male armed 
with a knife in the intersection of Hollister and Tocayo Avenue. San Diego Police Communications 
received a call from a passing motorist at 2252 hours, regarding a man in the street armed with a knife and 
immediately dispatched patrol officers to the scene. San Diego Police Officers arrived on scene and found 
numerous Border Patrol Agents had Raul RIVERA at gunpoint in the intersection of Tocayo Avenue and 
Hollister Street. RIVERA refused the verbal commands to drop the knife and was threatening officers and 
agents with the knife. San Diego Police Officers deployed bean bag shotgun impact projectiles and Taser 
deployments at RIVERA in an attempt to subdue and apprehend him. The use of non-lethal force options 
were not successful and had no apparent affect. RIVERA continued to act in a threatening manner and 
charged towards Officer M. MARTINEZ while armed with a knife. RIVERA was shot by Officers M. 
MARTINEZ, W. CARTER TORRES, and S. RODRIGUEZ. RIVERA was hit by the gunfire and dropped 
the ground. Officers began examining RIVERA to render first aid. SDFD Medics #30 arrived on scene 
and RIVERA was ultimately pronounced deceased at 2322 hours. 
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During the briefing I learned there were at least 12 Border Patrol Agents present and none of them 
claimed to have fired their service weapon during this incident. I was also told these Agents were no 
longer at the scene and had returned to their station located at 1802 Saturn Boulevard. The briefing ended 
at 0149 hours. 

At 0200 hours, I cleared the scene along with the rest of Homicide Team 1 and responded to 1802 Saturn 
Boulevard to conduct interviews with the Border Patrol Agents. I arrived at the Border Patrol Station at 
approximately 0205 hours. 

Each Agent we spoke to had a representative present during their interview with us, with the exclusion of 
Supervising Agent PINO, Agent’s LUNA, PAIR, PORTER and ROLLINS who did not have a 
representative. The representative present during these interviews was Agent Christopher ROLLINS.

Each interview was audio recorded for accuracy. On May 28, 2018 at 0410 hours, Detective ZALDIVAR 
and I interviewed Agent Jacob FELIX. Also present during this interview was Agent ROLLINS 
(representative). 
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STATEMENT OF BORDER PATROL AGENT JACOB FELIX: 


I was driving southbound Hollister. When I got to the light I noticed another Border Patrol unit 
was there with its lights on, 1 was driving a marked van. I was wearing my full duty uniform. It 
was a prisoner transport van. The unit was parked in the intersection facing north with its 
overheads (tights) on. I pulled over to see what was going on. I saw Agent O’Neill standing 
outside of his vehicle on the driver side. There was another individual standing on the passenger 
side. It looked like he was pacing back and forth. When that individual started walking south 
around the back end of the unit I pulled next to O’Neill’s passenger side. Once I placed the van in 
park I noticed the guy had a knife in his right hand. I saw a blade sticking out (from his hand). I 
got on the radio right away and asked f or more units due to an armed individual. I got out of my 
vehicle. I had my gun drawn. I carry the 

The guy kept doing a feint lunge. I kept telling him to put the knife down and relax. He looked at 
me and said, “No, I am not putting it down”. I must have told him 5-6 times to drop the knife, but 
nothing. It appeared he gripped the knife tighter and he was getting more frustrated. He wasn’t 
complying. After a couple minutes of trying to get him to put down the knife I noticed Agent 
Paniagua arrived. He had his gun out. We were trying to get this guy to comply. 

We were trying to keep an eye on him because he kept circling around. I remember 1 went to the 
front passenger side of O’Neill’s vehicle. He was in the front. He had his gun drawn on this guy. 
The guy kept getting closer and I told O’Neill to get back. The guy got pretty close (less than 10 
feet). He kept lunging at O’Neill. I remember he told O’Neill, “Just shoot me! Shoot me! Do it!” I 
remember O’Neill saying something like, “No, I don’t want to. Just put the knife down.” I 
remember we gave him several more commands to put the knife down. I remember turning to look 
behind me and PD was there. I remember asking for a taser. I heard someone from PD say they 
had less lethal here, I tried to get back around to the rear of O’Neill’s vehicle. I heard two loud 
pops. I saw an officer with a shotgun, He fired off two projectiles. I did not see the individual get 
hit with the two projectiles. That is when the subject stalled running west on Tocayo. Agents and 
PD began chasing him. At one point he stopped and turned around. 

He started walking eastbound with the knife still in his hand. I heard the shot gun go off again. I 
remember it hit him and he said something like, “That’s all you got?” Those “pops” sounded 
similar to the first two “pops” I heard. I heard one shot and then I heard “watch your crossfire”. At 
that point I knew PD had it so I started to back away. 

I was walking behind my van when I heard the gunshots go off. I kneeled behind my van to take 
cover. I heard approximately 10 shots. I saw the guy on the ground. I heard PD telling him to drop 
the knife. An Officer came from the southeast and grabbed his arm. I got on the air and asked for 
EMS for a subject down. 

I was the second one on scene. O’Neill was already there. I saw Paniagua arriving right after me. I 
remember seeing two Tasers get deployed and they were not effective. They made contact and the 
subject grabbed the chords and pulled them out. The Tasers were deployed after the first two bean 
bag were deployed and before the gunfire. All the less lethal were deployed by SDPD as far as I 
know. I did not fire any shots. 
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The subject with the knife looked bald, but maybe a short buzz cut. His skin was little darker than 
me. He was stocky and bigger than me. He had a light colored shirt. Fie was about 5’6”-5’7’\ I 
kept my distance. He was stocky. 

I was about two car lengths away in front of O’Neill’s ride when the shots were fired. My van was 
north of where the shooting occurred.

WITNESS STATEMENT: 

On May 27 th 2018, at 2339 hours, Acting Detective Sergeant Christopher Leahy #5869 informed me there 
was an officer involved shooting case we were being assigned to investigate. He directed me to respond 
to 2300 Tocayo Avenue, and join other homicide investigators to assist with the investigation. 

I arrived on scene on May 28 th at 0035 hours, and parked my unmarked police vehicle on the north curb 
line of 2300 Tocayo Avenue. I exited my vehicle and met with other members of the San Diego Police 
Department’s Homicide Team 5. At 0122 hours, I attended a briefing conducted by Southern Patrol 
Acting Sergeant T. Bryan #5301. At 0149 hours, the briefing concluded. 

After the briefing, A/Sgt. Leahy directed me to interview two of the civilian witnesses, 
and 
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I first spoke with^^^B who was standing on the south sidewalk of 2300 Tocayo Avenue. I introduced 
myself to and escorted him to my unmar ked polic e vehicle, then with his permission, drove him 

closer to the scene to interview him. I spoke with inside of my vehicle. I was seated in the driver’s 

seat and sat in the front passenger seat. The interview was digitally recorded. I later downloaded 

the interview onto a CD and impounded it as the original. I also made a working copy of the interview 
and put it onto a CD. I later turned the CD over to Detective Kate Allison #5806. 

Below is a synopsis portion of my interview with For complete details of the interview, refer to 

the audio CD disk. 


The interview began at 0201 hours. 

Statement of (Witness): 

essentially told me the following statement in response to the questions asked of him. 

We were coming off the freeway, 905 at Tocayo Avenue, returning home from fishing. We were driving 
back from Coronado. I was with my buddy, We were driving westbound on Tocayo 

Avenue. 


We were in the driving lane closest to the center divider, because I live just beyond the traffic light. We 
noticed all the police car lights as we approached the intersection. We stopped behind about 3 to 4 squad 
cars. Our truck is still parked there now. We noticed additional police cars driving to the scene from 
behind us. We remained inside our truck. 


We heard police officers yelling from the area near where Border Patrol van is in parked within the scene. 
I couldn’t really see anything because there was a bunch of squad cars obstructing our view. 

Initially I saw them on the northeast comer of Hollister Street and Tocayo Avenue. It was in the 
crosswalk, if you were walking westbound across the intersection, on the north side of the intersection. I 
peeked through the cracks and saw the officers surround the gentleman. The police were shouting and 
yelling commands at the man. I saw the man placed his arms up and his fists were clenched. The man was 
ready to rumble. He was being aggressive. He wasn’t going out without a fight. He was “gorilla chest” 
and ready to go (fight). He was looking at all of the officers, looking for the weak link, is how it appeared 
to me. The officers were yelling at Rivera and he turned and started running away from them westbound, 
out of my view, behind where the Border Patrol van is parked. 

I then heard 4 to 5 shotgun rounds fired. 1 assumed it was a bean bag shotgun being fired. 1 could hear the 
officers giving orders. The man then turned and came to the front of the Border Patrol van. He was now 
in the center of the intersection. The Officers surrounded him once again. Rivera had his fists clenched in 
again, ready to charge them again. I looked at my buddy to see what he was going to do. We were about 
to drive our truck in reverse, but there was another car stopped behind us at the time. We placed our truck 
into park and continued to watch. The next thing you know, all the gunshots rang out. I didn’t see what 
happened just before that actual shots were fired. We then remained in the truck waiting to be interviewed 
by police. 
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From where we were, I couldn’t see anything in Rivera’s hands. I just saw both his hands were in a fist 
and he was ready to brawl. 

I would describe the man as standing about six feet tall and weighing approximately two-hundred and 
thirty pounds. The man was light skinned, could be Hispanic or possibly a white male, and he was 
wearing a gray shirt, with blue jean shorts or jean pants. I think he had a little goatee and clean cut on top, 
short hair. He looked to be in his early to thirties.

to assist Homicide Team 5 with an officer involved shooting incident. I responded to the scene and met 
with the following personnel: Sergeant S. Shebloski #5317, A/Sgt C. Leahy #5869, Detectives J. Beard 
#4807, D. Burrow #5268, K. Allison #5806, T. Barr #5533, M. Weaver #6153 and A. Taylor #6399. 


A/Sergeant T. Bryan #5301 conducted the briefing. During the briefing we learned at approximately 2252 
hours United States Border Patrol Agents were flagged down regarding a male aimed with a knife in the 
intersection of Hollister Street and Tocayo Avenue. San Diego Police Communications received a call 
from a passing motorist at 2252 hours, regarding a man in the street armed with a knife and immediately 
dispatched patrol officers to the scene. 

San Diego Police Officers arrived on scene and found numerous Border Patrol Agents had Raul RIVERA 
at gunpoint in the intersection of Tocayo Avenue and Hollister Street. RIVERA refused the verbal 
commands to drop the knife and was threatening officers and agents with the knife. San Diego Police 
Officers deployed bean bag shotgun impact projectiles and Taser deployments at RIVERA in an attempt 
to subdue and apprehend him. The use of non-lethal force options were not successful and had no 
apparent affect.

The patrol briefing 
concluded at approximately 0149 hours. At the conclusion of the briefing Homicide Team 1 detectives 
were assigned to interview Border Patrol Agents who witnessed the incident. I left the scene at 0200 
hours. 


Detectives Barr. Weaver and Taylor and I went to 1802 Saturn Blvd to interview the agents. I arrived at 
the border patrol station at 0205 hours. Upon our arrival we met with Supervisor Border Patrol Agent 
Pino and Border Patrol Agent Rollins, Agent Rollins sat in on each of the interviews I conducted. 
Detective Barr and I interviewed nine agents separately in the conference room. The interviews were 
recorded for clarity and a copy can be reviewed for complete details. 

This is an “in essence” report and is not meant to be a word for word account of my conversation with 
Agent Hernandez. The following, paraphrased, is essentially Hernandez’s statement and his answers to 
our questions. Agent Hernandez was in full Border Patrol uniform and driving a marked Border Patrol 
vehicle during the incident. 


Interview of Agent Julian Hernandez - Witness : 

I heard on the radio, an agent requesting additional units to Hollister and Tocayo for a subject 
with a knife. I responded from the station. When I got there I saw the subject with the knife. I 
exited my vehicle and went to Agent O’Neil’s side. He was in front of the subject. I told the 
subject to drop the knife. He didn’t comply. He said, “No, shoot me!'’ I told him two to three 
times to drop the knife and he said no. 

The subject would take a step then a step back. I heard someone say bean bag. They shot the 
subject with bean bags. I don't know how many times. I didn 't notice any effect it had on the 
subject. They just startled the subject a little bit. The subject ran west bound from the 
intersection. I followed the subject. The subject then ran back east bound towards the 
intersection. San Diego Police officers were around the subject so I backed away. I backed up 
and moments later I heard the shots. I didn 7 see the shooting. I was looking down and as I 
started to look up I heard the shots. I turned around and looked and saw he was shot. I was 
facing south bound. I was near the Ford piclaip truck. The shooting occurred in the middle of the 
intersection. 


After the subject went down, officers continued to give him verbal commands to drop the Imife. 
Officers eventually approached the subject and handcuffed him. I don 7 Imow if he was still 
holding the knife then. The knife was 3”-4”. I was the knife in his right hand. I was in a Jeep 
Rubicon. I was in full uniform. Ipointe d my firearm at the subject but never fired, nor used any 
other force. I have 

I saw the prongs from the Taser on the ground, I heard the taser deployed but I didn 7 see it. I 
heard the noise it makes. The prongs were west of the intersection and to the north. I don 7 know 
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if the tciser made contact with the subject, I saw one officer with the bean bag shotgun but I don't 
know how many deployed, 

I was maybe 20* north of the officers when they shot. Yes I heard constant commands to drop the 
Imife, I was coming back east bound , looking down and I saw officers around the subject so I 
back away, 

When I arrived I parked my vehicle north of the intersection . My vehicle was outside the 
perimeter, I was alone , The subject was 5 } 7** — 5 ’9 ” heavy set , wearing a gray Army shirt ;

STATEMENT OF BORDER PATROL SUPERVISING AGENT LESLIE PINO: 


When I arrived on scene, I observed several Border Patrol vehicles in the middle of the 
intersection. I parked right behind the SDPD vehicle, which was in the left lane. I was coming 
westbound on Tocayo. I was in an unmarked This is my POV. When I 
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arrived I grabbed my body armor and put it on. I saw the SDPD officers taking shotguns out of 
their truck. I heard “bean bag.” I did hear and see them discharging. Someone had yelled “less 
lethal.” I could tell they were bean bag rounds because the guy did not go down and they didn’t 
seem to affect him. I know they went empty. I remember one of the officers was asking for more 
rounds. 

I assume he got hit because I didn’t see the impact, but there was no visible effect on him. I saw 
the subject with the knife in his right hand. I can’t describe the knife, but I know it was a knife. He 
was darting about the whole intersection, mostly on the north side. I saw him take quite a few 
steps towards the officers and agents at different times with the knife. There was a lot of yelling. I 
don’t know what he was yelling. I heard people yelling at him to put the knife down. There was a 
lot of commotion going on. I remember being concerned about the crossfire because as he moved 
about the intersection he moved between groups of officers. 

I know he got hit with at least two Tasers. They had no effect on him. After he ripped the prongs 
out, he ran westbound on Tocayo. He got about 75-100 yards. Different officers and agents 
pursued him on foot. He came back eastbound. The whole time he was being aggressive towards 
officers and agents, walking towards them and then changing direction. He got back to the middle 
of the intersection. I was east of him. There was about 5-6 SDPD Officers in the middle of the 
intersection facing south. He was still coming eastbound at which point I thought he was coming 
at me. At that point I un-holstered my weapon. He changed direction and went towards the line of 
5-6 officers. At that point there were shots fired. I thought it was 12-15 gunshots. SDPD fired 
these gunshots. I was about 10 feet from the officers. 

I carry the standard issue I did not fire my weapon. I did not deploy a Taser. 

After the shots were fired, he (the subject) fell onto his back. He never let go of the knife. Officers 
were yelling at him to drop the knife. He had the knife in his right hand. It sounded like he was 
trying to breathe. It was probably his last breath he finally relaxed his arm down to the ground. At 
that point, SDPD moved in and removed the knife from his hand. They rolled him over at one 
point. I remember going around the perimeter to check to see who had fired a weapon or deployed 
anything and if they were ok. One of the rounds went through Agent Shook’s vehicle. It was on 
the eastern side of Hollister as you approach Tocayo. 

SDPD Officers were yelling about civilian traffic northbound on Hollister and they were yelling 
for someone to stop the cars. Paniagua ran to his truck and moved it to the south side of the 
intersection to block the traffic. This happened just before the shooting. 

The subject I thought was a white male. I think he had short hair or bald. I can’t remember. I don’t 
remember what he was saying. I did not hear another language. He appeared to understand the 
verbal commands the officers were giving. 

The interview ended at 0350 hours.

WITNESS STATEMENT: 


On May 28, 2018, at approximately 0003 hours, Sergeant S. Shebloski #5317 informed Homicide Unit 
Team 1 that an officer involved shooting just occurred. We were directed to respond to the scene of the 
shooting, 2300 Tocayo Avenue. I arrived on scene at approximately 0107 hours. At 0122 hours, 
A/Sergeant T. BRYAN gave a briefing on the incident. During the briefing we learned at approximately 
2252 hours United States Border Patrol agents were flagged down regarding a male armed with a knife in 
the street of 2300 Tocayo Avenue, acting in a threatening manner. San Diego Police Communications 
also received a call from a passing motorist at 2252 hours, regarding a man in the street armed with a 
knife and immediately sent patrol officers to the scene. San Diego Police officers arrived on scene and 
found numerous uniformed Border Patrol Agents had Raul RIVERA at gunpoint in the intersection of 
Tocayo Avenue and Hollister Street. RIVERA refused the verbal commands to drop his knife, and was 
threatening officers with the knife. San Diego Police officers deployed bean bag shotgun impact 
projectiles and taser deployments at RIVERA in an attempt to subdue and apprehend him. The use of 
less-lethal force options were not successful and had no apparent affect. RIVERA continued to act in a 
threatening manner and charged towards Officer M. MARTINEZ while armed with a knife. RIVERA 
was shot by Officers M. MARTINEZ, W. CARTER TORRES, and S. RODRIGUEZ. RIVERA was hit 
by gunfire and dropped to the ground. Officers began examining RIVERA to render first aid. SDFD 
Medics arrived on scene and RIVERA was ultimately pronounced deceased at 2322 hours. After the 
briefing, I was directed to conduct witness interviews. 
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On May 28, 2018 at 0200 hours, Homicide Team 1 drove to the Imperial Beach Border Patrol Station to 
conduct interviews of agents who witnessed the shooting. Detective Michael Weaver and I met with 
Agent Brandon PORTER at the station. On May 28 th , 2018, at 0254 hours, Detective Weaver and I spoke 
with Agent Brandon PORTER and conducted an interview. The interview was audio-recorded. The 
following is an in essences summary of his statement. For complete details of the interview, refer to the 
audio recording. 

Statement of Agent Brandon PORTER - USBP: 

I work for the United States Border Patrol. I have been employed by Border Patrol for 
approximately 11 years. My current assignment is an ATV rider and my normal working hours are 
from 2200 hours to 0600 hours. The attire I have on now was the same at the time of the incident. 

It was noted PORTER was wearing an olive-drab colored coverall uniform, with a nylon web belt, 
load bearing harness, Border Patrol patches affixed to both shoulders, and a cloth badge affixed 
to the left chest area of the uniform. Both patches on PORTER’S shoulders were unobstructed and 
in plain view on his uniform. PORTER’S breast badge was slightly obstructed by the load bearing 
harness he was wearing. PORTER’S duty belt contained a IHHHiiHHIiHHHIHH 


I was made aware via my service radio of an incident regarding a male with a knife at the 
intersection of Hollister Street and Tocayo Avenue. I now know, it was Agent ONEILL who was 
asking for additional agents for back up. I was about a quarter mile away from the beach and 150 
yards north of the boarder. I was not riding my ATY tonight, I was driving a Jeep Wrangler. The 
Jeep is not at the scene at this time. I parked my vehicle behind some of the other vehicles that 
were on scene. Upon approach, from about a block and half away, I could see the silhouette of an 
individual running across Hollister Street. The subject was going east bound, then west bound 
where my vision was blocked by a few vehicles. I could not see much because of the lights 
blinding me. 

When I arrived on scene, approximately 10 San Diego Police officers were already on scene. 
There were approximately 10 Border Patrol agents on scene as well. I could see Border Patrol 
agents on the northwest corner of Tocayo Avenue and Hollister Street. There were San Diego 
Police officers in a semi-circle around the subject. Then there were a few more San Diego Police 
officers and Border Patrol agents in the background. I did see the subject had a knife in his hand, 
down by his side I believe. When I first arrived on scene, I had my window down, and I heard 
officers shouting commands to, “Put down the knife.” I was south of the intersection on Hollister 
Street. I heard the command at least two times. I did not hear the subject say anything. I exited my 
vehicle and saw another agent pull up. I looked in his direction (away from the incident) and that 
is when I heard the shots being fired. 

I did not hear any sounds of non-lethal force used. I stayed away from the individual. The subject 
was on the ground and I heard a San Diego Police officer give commands to drop the knife so they 
could give medical aid. There was a knife still in the subject’s hand. I believe his right hand was 
up by his head. San Diego Police officers approached the subject, rolled him over, and it looked 
like they were going to put him in handcuffs. I looked away at that point so I don’t know if 
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handcuffs were put on him. The officers’ rolled the subject back over onto his back and cut his 
shirt off. 

At this point I figured the scene was under control. I walked over to where another agent was 
standing on the northwest corner of Tocayo Avenue and Hollister Street. 

The interview was completed at approximately 0310 hours. Detective Weaver and I provided PORTER 
with our business cards. Detective Weaver took a photo of PORTER at the conclusion of the interview to 
document he was wearing a law enforcement uniform at the time of the shooting. The following is the 
photo:

WITNESS STATEMENT: 


On May 28, 2018, at approximately 0003 hours, I received a text message from Homicide Sgt. Shebloski 
#5317 directing me and the remaining members of Homicide Team 1 to respond to 2300 Tocayo Avenue 
to assist Homicide Team 5 with an officer involved shooting incident. I responded to the scene and met 
with the following personnel: Sergeant S. Shebloski #5317, A/Sgt C. Leahy #5869, Detectives J. Beard 
#4807, D. Burrow #5268, K. Allison #5806, T. Barr #5533, M. Weaver #6153 and A. Taylor #6399. 

A/Sergeant T. Bryan #5301conducted the briefing. During the briefing we learned at approximately 2252 
hours United States Border Patrol Agents were flagged down regarding a male armed with a knife in the 
intersection of Hollister Street and Tocayo Avenue. San Diego Police Communications received a call 
from a passing motorist at 2252 hours, regarding a man in the street armed with a knife and immediately 
dispatched patrol officers to the scene. 

San Diego Police Officers arrived on scene and found numerous Border Patrol Agents had Raul RIVERA 
at gunpoint in the intersection of Tocayo Avenue and Hollister Street. RIVERA refused the verbal 
commands to drop the knife and was threatening officers and agents with the knife. San Diego Police 
Officers deployed bean bag shotgun impact projectiles and Taser deployments at RIVERA in an attempt 
to subdue and apprehend him. The use of non-lethal force options were not successful and had no 
apparent affect. 

RIVERA continued to act in a threatening manner and charged towards Officer M. MARTINEZ while 
aimed with a knife. RIVERA was shot by Officers M. MARTINEZ, W. CARTER TORRES, and S. 
RODRIGUEZ. RIVERA was hit by the gunfire and dropped the ground. Officers began examining 
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RIVERA to render first aid. SDFD Medics #30 arrived on scene and RIVERA was ultimately pronounced 
deceased at 2322 hours. 

During the briefing we learned there were at least 12 Border Patrol Agents present and none of them 
claimed to have fired their service weapon during this incident. I was also told these Agents were no 
longer at the scene and had returned to their station located at 1802 Saturn Boulevard. The patrol briefing 
concluded at approximately 0149 hours. At the conclusion of the briefing Homicide Team 1 detectives 
were assigned to interview Border Patrol Agents who witnessed the incident. I left the scene at 0200 
hours. 

Detectives Barr, Weaver, Taylor and I went to 1802 Saturn Blvd to interview the agents. I arrived at the 
border patrol station at 0205 hours. Upon our arrival we met with Supervisor Border Patrol Agent Pino 
and Border Patrol Agent Rollins. Agent Rollins sat in on each of the interviews I conducted. Detective 
Barr and I interviewed nine agents separately in the conference room. The interviews were recorded for 
clarity and a copy can be reviewed for complete details. 

This is an “in essence” report and is not meant to be a word for word account of my conversation with 
Agent Shook. The following, paraphrased, is essentially Shook’s statement and his answers to our 
questions. Agent Shook was in full Border Patrol uniform and driving a marked Border Patrol vehicle 
during the incident. 

Interview of Agent Leo Shook - Witness : 

I heard the call on the radio, an agent requesting backup for an individual who had a Imife. I 
responded from a location called Smugglers Canyon. Smugglers Canyon is south of the location. 
I responded and saw other units there. I think San Diego PD was already on scene. I parked my 
vehicle on the south east corner of the intersection. It’s a marked Tahoe. I saw the individual 
with the knife running to the west. I exited my vehicle and followed everyone to the west. At that 
time I noticed PD was also following and they were deploying less lethal. It was bean bags and 
Taser’s. I saw them. I also heard them say, “Less lethal” and “bean bags”. Everyone stood 
back so they coidd deploy the less lethal. I think I saw a Taser deployed first. That had no effect 
on the subject. One of the officers said he has a bean bag and he deployed several rounds, 
followed by another officer who deployed several rounds (bean bags). Again these didn’t have 
any effect on the subject. The subject with the Icnife kept running around. 

Everyone was following him, trying to contain him. That’s when the subject went back to the east 
to the intersection and was still running around in circles. The subject was still waving the knife 
around. Officers repeatedly asked him to drop the Imife. He responded, “No!” He also said 
something like, “Is that all you got!” I also heard him say, “Kill me, kill me, shoot me!" The 
subject then ran around in the intersection. Another agent and I were on the western side of the 
intersection and he kind of lunged towards us but stopped and went back. He then went towards 
the officers and that’s when they gave him orders to stop and he didn’t and he was shot. 

I heard numerous officers tell him numerous times to drop the Imife. I saw the bean bags impact 
l the subject. He lowered his shoulder and ran through them. They had no effect on him. He also 
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ripped the taser prongs off him. I had my h and on my weapon but I never removed it from my 
holster. I was in full uniform. I had my issued^^^^^Q. 

I noticed he had a weapon, a knife in his hand and he was acting erratic. He was not following 
the commands of the officers. The knife was in his right hand. I saw the Agents moving around. I 
didn’t see him initially because he was behind the transport van. I saw him when he ran west 
across the intersection. That’s when I saw the knife. It looked like a utility knife. I only saw the 
blade. It was a 4 ”-5 ” blade. The blade was silver. The subject was male, mid to late 40’s, gray 
Army t-shirt, blue jeans, black hat, hair was peppered, maybe, clean shaven, 5” 10” - 5'll ”, 180- 
190 pounds. He verbally responded to the officer in English when they told him to drop the knife. 
He responded, "No! Is that all you got. Kill me! Shoot me!” 

My vehicle was struck by a round on the driver side of the windshield. I was in the south west 
corner of the intersection when the subject came back east. The officers were to my north east, 
about 10-15 yards away from. The subject was about 5-10 yards from me when he was shot. The 
officers were facing south. I saw the subject get shot. He buckled over, still clinching the knife, 
stumbled a little bit and then fell backwards. The subject never let go of the knife. I didn’t see 
anybody that appeared to be with him. 

After he was shot he fell to the ground. He was saying something, mumbling. He still had the 
Imife in his hands. Officer repeatedly told him to drop the lmife. He did not comply. He still had 
the lmife clinched in his hand until an officer came and kicked it away from his hand. They then 
went hands on with him. I never went hands on.

INTERVIEW OF OFFICER CARTER-TORRES: 


On May 27, 2018, at approximately 2300 hours, I was informed an officer involved shooting just 
occurred. I directed other members of Homicide Team V to respond to the scene of the shooting, located 
at 2300 Tocayo Avenue. 

I arrived on scene at approximately 0020 hours. At 0122 hours, A/Sergeant T. BRYAN gave a briefing 
on the incident. 2252 hours, United States Border Patrol agents were flagged down regarding a male 
armed with a knife who was standing in the middle of the street at 2300 Tocayo Avenue. The armed male 
with the knife was reportedly acting in a threatening manner. Almost simultaneously San Diego Police 
Communications received a call from a passing motorist at 2252 hours regarding a man in the street 
armed with a knife and San Diego Police Officers were dispatched to the scene. 

San Diego Police Officers arrived on scene and found numerous uniformed Border Patrol Agents had 
Raul RIVERA at gunpoint in the intersection of Tocayo Avenue and Hollister Street. RIVERA refused 
verbal commands to drop his knife and was threatening officers with the weapon. San Diego Police 
officers deployed bean bag impact projectiles and multiple Taser deployments were directed at RIVERA 
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in an attempt to subdue and apprehend him. The use of less-lethal force options were not successful and 
had no apparent affect. 

RIVERA continued to act in a threatening manner and charged towards Officer Michael MARTINEZ 
while armed with the knife. RIVERA was shot by Officers Michael MARTINEZ, William CARTER 
TORRES, and Samuel RODRIGUEZ. RIVERA was struck by gunfire and dropped to the ground. 
Officers began assessing RIVERA’s injuries and rendering first aid. S.D.F.D. Medics arrived on scene 
and RIVERA was ultimately pronounced deceased at 2322 hours. 

The briefing concluded at 0149 hours and the scene was turned over to Homicide Team V. Detective 
Kate ALLISION, Crime Scene Specialist Alyssa CARBONE and Criminalist Adam DUTRA began to 
identify evidence and process the scene. 

At approximately 0545 hours, the shooting officers returned to the scene for the purpose of providing a 
recorded safety/walk-through statement. Present with the officers at this time was their PEER Support 
members and Police Officer Association Attorney Nory PASCUA. The safety/walk-through statements 
were conducted one at a time. 

Beginning at 0554 hours, Officer William CARTER-TORRES provided us with a voluntary safety/walk¬ 
through statement. Officer CARTER-TORRES stated he fired his Glock 17 handgun approximently eight 
times in a southerly direction while standing in the middle of the intersection at Hollister Street and 
Tocayo Avenue. Officer CARTER-TORRES believed he fired his weapon from a bladed position. 

Ofifcer CARTER-TORRES could not recall if he remained in a stationary position or moved during the 
shooting. Officer CARTER-TORRES said the subject he fired upon was running diagonally in a 
northwesterly direction towards Officer MARTINEZ when the shooting occurred. 

Officer CARTER-TORRES agreed to provide a voluntary statement. Prior to providing the statement, 
A/Lieutenant SHEBLOSICI and I reviewed Body Worn Camera footage of the shooting event. Officer 
CARTER-TORRES also reviewed the footage. 

At approximately 0752 hours A/Lieutenant SHEBLOSICI and I sat with Officer CARTER-TORRES and 
his attorney, Nory PASCUA, in the conference room of the Homicide Office. We conducted a recorded 
interview and I have documented the statement below. The statement is in a word for word, question and 
answer format. The statement was typed by word processor, Rebecca AGUILAR, and I have reviewed 
the statement for accuracy. Any minor deviations from the audio recording are inadvertent and do not 
take away from the meaning or context of the statement.

CL: Ye ah. 

WCT: It’sHiH 

SS: That’s impressive. 

CL: Um hmm. 

WCT: It’s the military, I have to memorize it. 

CL: Is it a Department or personal? 

WCT: Department. 

CL: Do you have a secondary weapon? 

WCT: Not on me, no. 

CL: And do you carry your firearm with a round in the chamber?

CL: Did you deploy any less lethal force option such as like OPNs, batons, OC spray, Taser 

or bean bag? 

WCT: Yes. Taser. 


CL: How many deployments of the Taser? 

WCT: One. 
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CL: All right. So if you could, how did you become involved in this particular incident this 

evening? 

WCT: Okay. So we’re on the 805 south coming back from Central Jail. We were heading 
towards our 10-17. 

CL: Um hmm. 

WCT: 30 th Street. On the way there we heard the “hot” call come out that Border Patrol had 
someone at gunpoint. The suspect with the knife. So my FTO, he was driving while I was 
typing the report. He put us on Code 3 and said, ‘We’re heading that way.” 

CL: And who was your FTO? 

WCT: It was not my FTO, but today he was stepping in for him. 

CL: And what was his name? 

WCT: Sam RODRIGUEZ. 

CL: Officer Samuel RODRIGUEZ? 

WCT: Yes. 

CL: Okay. And he was driving? 

WCT: He was driving. So we arrived on scene. I read the call on the way there. A guy with a 
knife. That’s basically all it said. I assumed that at gunpoint they had meant like a guy, 
like on his knees, hands up. That’s what I thought. Under control. And then when I got 
out of the vehicles, I turned on my body cam and I started hearing the bean bags going 
off and I hear yelling. So I’m like, okay this is not under control. So I started running 
over. Me being a trainee it is a rule I have to stay close to my FTO. 

CL: Umm hmm. 

WCT: So I remember Officer RODRIGUEZ has a leg injury so he can’t run. So I decided to go 
back to him. So then we approached the scene again together and as we approach, I see 
the suspect running towards us. Behind the suspect I see other officers, which is a 
backdrop. So lethal wasn’t an option. So I take out my taser. I figure everyone is lethal 
already so I’ll try less lethal. Officer Samuel and I, or RODRIGUEZ, sorry, we tased 
approximately at the same time. 

CL: When you say “we tased”, you deployed your taser? 

WCT: I deployed my taser almost at the same time with Officer RODRIGUEZ. It didn’t stop the 
guy. He just cut the wire to his arms and just kept, kept moving. 

CL: And then you indicated with your right hand. You did a chopping motion. 

WCT: He, he severed the wires to the tires so it would stop shocking him. 

CL: With...but now you just did it with two hands. Did he do that with one hand or both 

hands? 

WCT: I believe two hands. 
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CL: Okay. And you were kind of indicating about shoulder level with your both of your hands 

in a... 

WCT: Somewhere in the abdomen area. 

CL: Yeah. And then... 

WCT: That’s where the prongs had hit. 

CL: Okay. And he chopped the prongs away? 

WCT: Yes. He did have a knife in his hands. He was kind of waving it around at, at the sort of 
chest level. Just kind of moving in round directions. I reloaded my taser and my FTO 
asked me like, “Did you, do you have another cartdige?” And I told him, “Yes I do.” And 
he said, “Well it didn’t work.” So that’s when I thinking, olcay maybe I should switch to 
less lethal. But we still had a crossfire situation with the other officers. So I kept the taser 
on. 

CL: When you said you should, you thought about switching to lethal? 

WCT: Yes. The Taser and bean bags weren’t working. I mean this entire time he was being bean 
bagged. And he wasn’t stopping. And he was a big strong guy, so... 

CL: Did it appear to have any effect on him? 

WCT: None at all. He didn’t care. 

CL: Okay. 

WCT: And I started worrying. After we both tased him and I saw that it didn’t work, I was like 
oh this guy is dangerous. So he starts moving southeast in the intersection. That’s when I 
switched to lethal. And then he starts approaching the officer next to me which is Officer 
MARTINEZ. And he sprints at him with a knife. And he was pretty close. Closer to ten 
feet. I remember thinking at the Academy they said all it takes is 22 feet for someone to 
try use a knife and stab you. And I thought that’s closer than 22 feet. He’s gonna stab 
him. I’m gonna... 

CL: And you estimate it was about approximately ten feet then? 

WCT: Less than ten feet. 

CL: Less than ten feet. 

WCT: Yes. 


CL: Okay. 

WCT: And so I opened fire.

CL: Let’s back up for just a minute and just kind of break things down a little bit more. So 

you said you guys were southbound 805? 

WCT: Yes. 
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CL: Do you remember generally where when you first heard the call broadcasted? 

WCT: It must have been pretty close because we exited the freeway pretty, pretty quick. I mean 
two exits before... 

CL: Two exits north of the exit? 

WCT: That would have been Tocayo. 


CL: Okay. And as the call was being broadcasted, what were you hearing? What was being 

described in the call? 

WCT: The only thing I remember was Border Patrol has one at gunpoint that has a knife.

get there? Or were you guys getting there in an urgent fashion?

And as you exit the freeway and start making your approach, what was your 
approach to the call? 

We approached from the east of the scene. We went west Hollister. 


CL: Now Hollister runs north and south. 

WCT: Oh I’m sorry. 


CL: No. It’s all right. 

WCT: It was Tocayo. 


CL: Okay. 

WCT: Tocayo. 

CL: So you’re traveling westbound Tocayo? 

WCT: Yes. 


CL: As you approach the scene? 

WCT: Yes. 


CL: Where did your FTO park the car? Or how did you guys stop your car and then deploy? 

WCT: Like a hundred yards east of the intersection. 

CL: Okay. 

WCT: He put it diagonally to block traffic with the lights on. 
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CL: Okay. 

WCT: And then we both got out. 

CL: And then when you got out of the car, what did you see, hear? Can you describe the scene 

to us? 

WCT: At first I didn’t hear anything so I start just jogging up. And then I started hearing bean 
bags going off and yelling. And that’s when I thought this call’s not under control. This 
guy must be fighting or something. 

CL: And how did you know that the sounds you were hearing were bean bags being 

deployed? 

WCT: I’m pretty fresh out of the Academy so and we use them. So I can recognize it. I’m also 
in the military so I fire a lot of weapons. So I can, I can tell when it’s a weapon and when 
it’s a bean bag. The bean bag is a lot softer of a sound. 

CL: So you were able to differentiate the bean bag sound from any other type of... 

WCT: Yes. 

CL: Munition that was being fired. Did you hear anybody yelling “bean bag” or...? 

WCT: Yes. 

CL: Anything like that? 

WCT: Yes. 

CL: Okay. And as you exit the passenger side of the car, you’re hearing bean bags being 

deployed. You said you heard some yelling. What was the yelling that you were hearing? 

WCT: “Put the knife down.” 

CL: Did you hear the subject that the officers were telling to put the knife down, did you hear 

that person say anything? 

WCT: No. I just heard yelling. I’m not sure if it was him or someone else, but... 

CL: Okay. But you heard somebody say, “Put the knife down”? 

WCT: Yes. And then someone’s sort of like grunting, like, “urghhh’ 

CL: Okay. 

WCT: Incoherent. 

CL: And then as you’re making your way to the scene, describe to us what’s going on? What 

you’re seeing? What you’re hearing? What your observations are? 

WCT: Well like I said, I run up. I realize I’m a trainee. I need to be with my FTO. So I go back 
to my FTO. 

CL: Cause you recognized your FTO had a, a ankle injury? 

WCT: Leg injury. He can’t run. 
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CL: Okay. 

WCT: I started running and I realized that I shouldn’t be doing that. 

CL: Okay. 

WCT: I can’t, I can’t leave him behind. 

CL: Yeah. 

WCT: So I’m back to him. We both walked up and that’s when I see maybe ten officers. Maybe 
more on the west, north side of the suspect trying to sort of corral him. 

CL: Um hmm. 

WCT: And immediately he starts approaching me and Officer RODRIGUEZ so I draw my 
Taser. Same thing. There were officers directly behind the suspect so I figured lethal was 
not an option. 

CL: At what point did you.. .you said you saw a knife in the subject’s hand. At what point did 

you recognize that, that he was armed with this knife? 

WCT: Immediatey. I saw it immediately. It was obvious. 

CL: Okay. And you said that the subject kind of focused on you and your partner? Did he 

make eye contact with you guys? 

WCT: I did not see his face. I was focused on the knife. 

CL: Okay. Can you describe that knife to us? 

WCT: It seemed not real long, maybe about this long (indicating). About four or five inches 
maybe. 

CL: Okay. 

WCT: A slightly curved I’d say blade. 

CL: Did it look like it was a folding knife or a steak knife? 

WCT: I couldn’t say. I don’t know knives. 

CL: Yeah. 

WCT: I know it was a knife. 

CL: Okay. And do you know what color it was? 

WCT: The blade was silver. 

CL: Okay. Could you tell if it was serrated? 

WCT: It was not serrated. 

CL: And do you know which hand he was holding it in? 

WCT: It was in his right hand. 
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CL: Okay. And then if you could, just tell us what happens when you said that it seemed like 

he focused some of his attention on you guys? What led you to believe that? Did he say 
something to you? 

WCT: No. It seemed like he was trying to get away from the big group of officers behind him. 
And so me and Officer RODRIGUEZ we were the weak point in the corral. So he’s like, 
I’m assuming he thought, “I can escape this way”, but we were in his way. 

CL: And how close did he advance towards you? 

WCT: Maybe fifteen feet, maybe. 

CL: Okay. And then what happened? 

WCT: I drew my Taser and I tasered him. 

CL: Okay. So you deployed your Taser. And I think earlier you said simultaneously... 

WCT: At that same... 

CL: Officer RODRIGUEZ had deployed his Taser? 

WCT: Yes. 

CL: Where was Officer RODRIGUEZ in relationship to you? Was he on your right? Or your 

left? In the front or behind?’ 

WCT: He was on my right. 

CL: Okay. So Officer RODRIGUEZ was to your right. Was there anybody else around you? 

If you remember? 

WCT: I mean, other than, yeah, the officers directly behind the suspect in front of me. 

CL: Yeah. 

WCT: And to my right. We had a sort of crescent shape to his, northwest of him. 

CL: Um hmm. 

WCT: And then as we tased him, officers moved behind me to my left and we started kind of 
extending around him a little bit to box him in. 

CL: So you were trying to form a containment? 

WCT: Yes. Trying to... 

CL: And incapiciate him with the Tasers and the bean bag?

WCT: The Tasers didn’t work. He just, he severed the wires by swinging, he swang, swung his 
arms down.

WCT: And he severed the wires so the tasers stopped working.

WCT: Yes. After that I started to reload my taser. This whole time he’s being bean bagged. 

CL: Okay. 

WCT: Just sort of intermittently. Wasn’t working. 

CL: Was, was the subject moving around? Or was he stationary? 

WCT: He was moving a lot! All over the intersection back and forth. 

CL: Was he just walking, running? Could you describe it? 

WCT: Uh running. I would say running. 

CL: Okay. And then tell us what happened? 

WCT: Uh there’s a sort of pause where he kind of slowed down and on the southwest comer of 
the intersection, sort of. 

CL: Um hmm. 

WCT: He kind of slowed down. He was being given commands by all of the other officers, you 
know, ‘Stop!” “Drop the knife!” He’s not listening and he runs to the southeast comer of 
the intersection. And that’s when I decide you know what? The Taser didn’t work. 
There’s no more backdrop with the other officers back there, so I’m gonna switch to 
lethal. So I switched to lethal. I told my FTO who was now on my left, Officer 
RODRIGUEZ, “Hey, I’ve got lethal now”, just so he’s aware. Right as I say that, the 
suspect starts approaching Officer MARTINEZ, who is to my right. And he runs at him 
with a knife like ready to stab him. And he was well within ten feet. So I thought he was 
gonna stab him (Officer MARTINEZ) so I opened fire. 

CL: What did you think would happen if you didn’t open fire? 

WCT: I think he would have definitely stabbed him. 

CL: Officer MARTINEZ? 

WCT: Yeah. He was a big strong guy. He was running pretty fast. 

CL: Now when you saw the subject advance on Officer MARTINEZ, you kind of made a 

motion with your right hand. Can you describe to us what the subject was doing? What 
noises he was making? What words he was saying? How he had his arm positioned? How 
his body was positioned? 

WCT: Yes. So the suspect had his knife down here, kind of sort of cocked back, on his right 
side. 

CL: Okay. You’re indicating on your right side, about hip level to where you’re gun is? 

WCT: Yes. Hip level. 

CL: Okay. 

WCT: Holding the knife, with the blade forward. 
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CL: With the blade forward. 

WCT: The blade is like pushing forward into someone. And he was running. 

CL: Was the blade pointed kind of upwards? 

WCT: Yeah. Like diagonal upwards. 

CL: Okay. 

WCT: Um he was running at Officer MARTINEZ. He also his his sort of back, trying to shield 
him like getting shot from Officer MARTINEZ. 

CL: Okay. Now you’re indicating on the left side of your body um that his, well this is what 

you did. You pointed your left shoulder downwards. Was he like charging at the officer. 
That’s kind of how it looked? 

WCT: It looked like charging, ready to stab him. 

CL: Okay. That’s kind of how it looked to the way you were describing it. 

WCT: Yes, from what I remember. 

CL: Okay. And then what happened? 

WCT: I opened fire and a lot of other officers opened fire. 

CL: Okay. And how many rounds do you think you fired? 

WCT: After reviewing my body worn camera and looking at my magazine, it was thirteen 
rounds. 

CL: Okay. Is that what you remembered generally or? 

WCT: I thought it was eight at first. 

CL: What happened then? 

WCT: The subject fell. We all stopped shooting. I just kept a bead on him in case he started to 
get back up. The suspect would not let go of the knife. We kept telling him. 

CL: You said he did not let go of the knife? 

WCT: No. He would not. And I was watching his ann. And I could see he was still tense, like 
force. Uh and he was trying to move his other arm up, trying to get up it seemed. So I just 
stayed watching him until we got a team together to go kick the knife away and go hands 
on. 

CL: To get an arrest team together? 

WCT: Yes. 

CL: Okay. And then what happened? Did you guys assemble that team? 

WCT: Yes. I kept the bead on him. Somebody to my right said something. I don’t remember 
what it was. But I just kept watching him until another officer kicked the knife away and 
then...

TORRES, and Samuel RODRIGUEZ. RIVERA was struck by gunfire and dropped to the ground. 
Officers began assessing RIVERA’s injuries and rendering first aid. S.D.F.D. Medics arrived on scene 
and RIVERA was ultimately pronounced deceased at 2322 hours. 

Homicide Team V was assigned to investigate the officer involved shooting event and responded to the 
scene. 

Present from the Homicide Unit were Captain Mike HASTINGS #5170, Lieutenant Anthony DUPREE 
#5048, Acting Lieutenant Steve SHEBLOWSKI #5317, Homicide Team V Acting Sergeant Chris 
LEAHY #5869, along with Detectives Dan BUROW #5268, Jana BEARD #4807, Kate ALLISION 
#5806, and Andrew TAFOYA #6101 (relief). Homicide Team I Detectives Tracy BARR #5533, Mike 
WEAVER #6153, Andrea TAYLOR #6399, Jesse ZALDIVAR #5516, also responded to assist with the 
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investigation. Present from the San Diego Police Department’s Crime Lab were Crime Scene Specialist 
Alyssa CARBONE #8733 and Criminalist Adam DUTRA #8236. 

Detective Kate ALLISION was assigned as the scene investigator. Crime Scene Specialist Alyssa 
CARBONE and Criminalist Adam DUTRA were assigned to assist her. They began to identify evidence 
and process the scene. 

Detective ALLISION identified and collected fifty-five (55) items of potential evidence. Those items 
included twenty-eight (28) 9mm cartridge casings, nine (9) bean bag cartridge casings, and four (4) Taser 
cartridges. A knife was also recovered. The knife RIVERA challenged officers with was a pocket 
folding knife, blade locked open. (See below) 



At approximately 0545 hours, the shooting officers returned to the scene for the purpose of providing a 
recorded safety/walk-through statement. Present with the officers at this time was their PEER Support 
members and Police Officer Association Attorney Nory PASCUA. The safety/walk-through statements 
were conducted one at a time. 

Later that morning all three officers individually provided voluntary statements to investigators at 
S.D.P.D. Headquarters. 

During the interviews, the officers cumulatively described RIVERA’s behavior as defiant and threatening. 
The less lethal force options officers deployed on RIVERA were ineffective. Prior to discharging their 
firearms, each shooting officer had attempted to subdue RIVERA with their Taser. The officers 
witnessed additional officers deploying bean bag rounds directed at RIVERA during this violent 
encounter. 
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The officers told investigators they fired their handguns at RIVERA because less lethal force options had 
been used and were not effective. RIVERA, who was still armed with the knife, was described by the 
officers as having lowered his shoulder as he charged directly at Officer MARTINEZ, which prompted 
the use of deadly force. Each shooting officer believed they fired their gun in a southerly, to 
southwesterly direction while in a standing position. The officers were consciences of their field of fire 
and had taken steps to ensure civilian traffic was diverted away from the intersection as this event was 
unfolding. 

After being struck by gunfire the officers said RIVERA fell to the ground and onto his back. The officers 
described RIVERA as tightly maintaining his grip of the knife as he lay on his back. The officers 
assembled a contact team and Officer MARTINEZ began giving commands to RIVERA instructing him 
to release his grip of the knife. Officer MARTINEZ told RIVERA once he released the weapon from his 
hand, medical personnel would be able to treat his injuries. Eventually RIVERA released his grip of the 
knife and two sets of handcuff were used by Officers Max VERDUZCO and Joel MENDOZA to secure 
RIVERA. 

The officers assessed RIVERA’s injuries and medics were cleared into the scene to begin treating 
RIVERA. It was determined RIVERA had succumbed to his injuries and he was pronounced deceased by 
Scripps Mercy Hospital Dr. SIMMONS. RIVERA’s body remained at the scene. 

The Border Patrol Agents who witnessed the shooting and moments leading up to the event were no 
longer at the crime scene. They instead returned to their substation and were waiting to be interviewed by 
homicide investigators. Homicide Team I Detectives were directed to respond to the Border Patrol 
substation located at 1802 Saturn Boulevard to conduct interviews of those agents. 

Homicide Team V Detectives BUROW, BEARD and (relief) TAFOYA remained at the scene and 
interviewed various civilian. Those witnesses included two women, mother and daughter both named 
mimm. Witnesses told investigators they were driving through the intersection when they 
observed Border Patrol Agents contacting RIVERA. The women stated they heard agents giving verbal 
commands to RIVERA directing him to, “Stop, drop the knife!” The women heard RIVERA responding 
to those commands defiantly by saying, “No!” The women said they heard agents giving RIVERA 
commands to stop and drop the knife approximately five times. They further described seeing RIVERA 
running around the intersection as additional officers, including S.D.P.D., began arriving to the scene. 
They were unable to see the actual shooting because their view was obstructed, but heard the gunshots 
fired. 

BIIHHHHKHl ar| d told detectives they were returning home from fishing in 

Coronado when they approached the intersection and observed several police vehicles with their overhead 
lights on. They observed officers surround RIVERA in the intersection. At the time they were uncertain 
of what was occurring but they heard officers giving RIVERA commands. They described RIVERA’s 
behavior and demeanor as aggressive. They said it appeared RIVERA was prepared to fight officers. 

said RIVERA was “Gorilla chested” and had his fists raised up and was prepared to fight 
officers. They observed RIVERA running away from officers out of their view at one point. They heard 
bean bag rounds fired at RIVERA and then RIVERA prepared again to fight with officers. Later they 
heard gunshots fired. They did not see RIVERA holding a weapon in his hand. 
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detectives he lives a short distance from the intersection at 
While^^^^^^Hwas inside his home and heard several sirens and a police helicopter orbiting 
overhead ^^^^^^Hstepped outside of his home and entered his backyard to investigate the 
commotion, ^^^^^^^^(said he saw and heard bean bag rounds being fired and Taser deployments 
directed at RIVERA. 

I^^B^HB said he heard police officers telling RIVERA, “Get down on the ground, get down on the 
ground.” Moments later he heard approximately twenty gunshots fired. 

BBBBHBI recorded a portion of the confrontation on his cellular phone. shared the 

recording with Detectives BUROW and BEARD. 

On May 29, 2018, Detective BUROW met with who was the initial person who called 

9-1-1 to report RIVERA armed with a knife and confronting motorists at the intersection. 

Bjj^BHtoldDetective BUROWshewas driving to her mother’s house with herhusbandJH 
HH, her Aunt and their two small children. She said ^^^^^^^|was 

driving and she was seated in the front passenger seat. 


The first time they drove through the intersection they observed RIVERA approach their vehicle as they 
were stopped at the traffic light. RIVERA approached the driver side. She described RIVERA as acting 
aggressive with his fists clenched. 

fBHH said RIVERA began looking into the interior of their vehicle as if he was scanning to see who 
was ins ide. said RIVERA was armed with what she believed at the time was a screwdriver, 

im said RIVERA was holding the screwdriver in is hand. 

m was concerned for the safety and welfare o f her two smal l children inside of the car. told 

Detective BUROW she encouraged her husband to drive through the red light to avoid 

thepending confrontation. said they eventually drove through the intersection and dropped 

HB|. and their children off at her mother’s home. 

A short time later and ^^^^^^^Hlefr her mother’s home which required them to drive a 

second time through the same intersectiom^^^^B said as they were driving towards th e interse ction for 
the second time, she observed RIVERA chasing after vehicles within the intersection. initially 

did not want to call the police, but eventually did. 

While on the phone with S.D.P.D. dispatchers, they saw a Border Patrol vehicle driving 

through the area. said they saw a Border Patrol Agent driving through the intersection and 

RIVERA began chasing after the Agent’s vehicle with a knife in his hand. said she was able to 

see the weapon in his hand was a knife. She described the knife as similar to a “Rambo” type knife with 
rigid teeth. The first Border Patrol vehicle that drove by did not stop. 

They saw another Border Patrol Agent driving through the intersection and got the 

attention of the agent, alerting him to RIVERA, who was acting in a threatening maimer and armed with a 
weapon.

and get onto the ground several times. She heard responding to the officers commands by 

defiantly saying, “No,” She observed RIVERA running back and forth, and at one of the officers when 
they shot him. said her view of the actual shooting was obstructed by police vehicles parked 

around the intersection.

behavior made he and feel uncomfortable. 
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HI said his brother was staring blankly into space. ^H said RIVERA had a crazy facial expression, 
like he wasn’t present in the moment or reality. 

an d ■ told A/Sgt. LEAHY they did not feel comfortable in the home with RIVERA 
manipulating the knife while he was acting paranoid. Both men told RIVERA multiple times to put the 
knife away but RIVERA refused to listen to them and responded only by mumbling unintelligible things 
in response to their requests. At times, RIVERA would walk around the inside of the trailer holding the 
knife with the blade open. 


HI told A/Sgt. LEAHY he aske d his brother to put the knife away before he hurts himself, cuts himself, 
or hurts so mebod y else. Instead, ^H said his brother only responded by saying, he h ad to go followed by 
mumbling. ^H who was preparing to leave the home to work the graveyard shift at 
encouraged RIVERA to go to the emer gency room and tell the doctors he was suffering from a mental 
break or having a bad reaction to drugs. ^H said RIVERA refused to listen to his advice. 


HI sai d his brother did not customarily carry knives and this was the first time he had seen this knife 
before. ^H sa hl R IVER A had no history of mental illness, so he suspected his brother was under the 
influence of drags. ^H said his brother left the trailer at around 2200 hours leaving his cellular phones 
behind. 


HI said RIVERA had been acting paranoid recently an d wh en he would hear sirens in the distance, 
RIVERA would tell ^H the police were looking for him. ^H sa 'd this type of behavior was odd to him 
because the sirens could have been from an ambulance or firetrack, but RIVERA was convinced the 
sirens were always the police searching for him. 


|H allowed A/Sgt. LEAHY to collect RIVERA’s belongings from the home. A/Sgt. LEAHY collected 
two cellular phones believed to belong to RIVER A, alo ng with two empty cannabis containers and two 
garbage bags of clothing. A/Sgt. LEAHY providcd^^l with his contact information and thanked him for 
his time 


During the course of the investigation it was determined RIVERA was the subject of a ‘Check the 
Welfare/Jumper’ radio call (Event #18050041672) on Saturday evening, the same night RIVERA didn’t 
return home to his brother’s place where he was staying. 

A citizen called police to report a man (RIVERA) potentially preparing to jump off of a freeway overpass. 

Officers were dispatched and contacted RIVERA. The officers determined RIVERA was the subject of 
the radio call. Body worn camera footage from the encounter was reviewed and the interaction between 
officers and RIVERA appeared casual. It was determined at the time that RIVERA was not suicidal and 
did not meet the 5150 WI criteria. RIVERA was escorted off the overpass and released from the scene. 

On May 29, 2018, Detective BEARD witnessed the autopsy of RIVERA. Deputy Medical Examiner 
Fellow Doctor SNYDER conducted the autopsy. Deputy Medical Examiner Doctor STABLEY was the 
supervising/witnesses pathologist. 
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A Taser probe and barb were found attached to RIVERA’s right hand. Detective BEARD reported 
approximately seven (7) injuries to RIVERA’s body where contusions and/or abrasions were noted. 
Detective BEARD said the injuries appeared consistent with bean bag rounds impacting the body. 

RIVERA had approximately eighteen (18) penetrating and perforating gunshot injuries throughout his 
body. Detective BEARD reported recovering eight (8) projectiles from within RIVERA’s body. 

Detective BEARD said Doctor SNYDER determined the cause of RIVERA’S death was gunshot wounds 
of the body and the manner of death was ruled a homicide. 

On May 31, 2018, Team V presented this investigation to Special Operations Division within the District 
Attorney’s Office. Also present for the presentation were representatives from the F.B.I. and United 
States Attorney’s Office.

WITNESS STATEMENT: 


On May 27, 2018, at approximately 2330 hours, A/Sergeant LEAHY informed Homicide Unit Team V 
that an officer involved shooting just occurred. We were directed to respond to the scene of the shooting, 
2300 Tocayo Avenue. 

I arrived on scene at approximately 0030 hours. At 0122 hours, A/Sergeant T. BRYAN gave a briefing 
on the incident. During the briefing we learned at approximately 2252 hours, United States Border Patrol 
agents were flagged down regarding a male armed with a knife who was standing in the street (2300 
Tocayo Avenue) acting in a threatening manner. San Diego Police Communications also received a call 
from a passing motorist at 2252 hours, regarding a man in the street armed with a knife patrol officers 
were dispatched to the scene. 

San Diego Police officers arrived on scene and found numerous uniformed Border Patrol Agents had Raul 
RIVERA at gunpoint in the intersection of Tocayo Avenue and Hollister Street. RIVERA refused verbal 
commands to drop his knife and was threatening officers with the weapon. San Diego Police officers 
deployed bean bag shotgun impact projectiles and Taser deployments at RIVERA in an attempt to subdue 
and apprehend him. The use of non-lethal force options were not successful and had no apparent affect. 
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RIVERA continued to act in a threatening manner and charged towards Officer M. MARTINEZ while 
armed with a knife. RIVERA was shot by Officers M. MARTINEZ, W. CARTER TORRES, and S. 
RODRIGUEZ. RIVERA was struck by gunfire and dropped to the ground. Officers began assessing 
RIVERA’s injuries and rendering first aid. S.D.F.D. Medics arrived on scene and RIVERA was 
ultimately pronounced deceased at 2322 hours. After the briefing, I was directed to conduct witness 
interviews. 

On May 28, 2018 at approximately 0327 hours, I met with and spoke with Officer CASTELLANOS who 
was identified as an officer who deployed bean bag rounds during the incident. Officer CASTELLANOS 
essentially told me the following: 

I work second watch and my call sign tonight was 723Y. I have worked for the police 
department for almost 3 years, in August it will be three years. 

I was at a 10-17 getting a report signed. The 10-17 was at 1300 30 th , it’s a building and 
we meet in the back lot. I am not sure of the time but I got dispatch to a 415 (disturbance) 
weapon call. The call was a gentleman armed with a knife at Tocayo and Hollister. I 
don’t know how far I was, but would estimnate maybe 3 to 4 miles away. 

I acknowledged the call on my MPS by hitting the button. The call was a male with a 
knife and then the call was updated that Border Patrol was 97 (on scene) with the male. 

Shortly after that update is when I arrived on the scene. 

I arrived and saw multiple Border Patrol agents who had firearms pointed at the 
gentleman. I arrived on Tocayo from the east to the west. 

I drew the basic outline of the intersection and Officer CASTELLANOS placed where he was in 
relationship to the others on scene by drawing an “car” and placing an “X” in the center of it (near the 
northeast comer of the intersection. Officer CASTELLANOS drew several Border Patrol cars by drawing 
a car and placing “BP” in the center of it. 

I think there was a PD unit already there when I arrived. There were at least four Borer Patrol guys with 
guns on the guy. The male was in the intersection (marked on the diagram with a circle and an “S”). I got 
out of my car and I heard shouting by Border patrol, but I cannot recall what was said. I remember A/Sgt. 
ADAMS was on the air saying Border Patrol was giving commands to the male. 

(At any point did you see the male with a weapon?) Yes. It was a knife in his right hand. It was pointy, 
about a 6 inch blade, it was shiny chrome or silver. He was, I don’t know how to explain (demonstrated 
his arms at about hip level flinching forward) like enticing. 

(Antagonizing?) Correct, antagonizing. He was facing the Border Patrol agents (Officer CASTELLANOS 
again flinched forward with his hands at hip level as he responded.) He would advance every gesture, he 
would move several feet forward. 
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(What were the Border Patrol agents doing when he was moving?) They were retreating. They were 
taking steps back and giving commands. 

(So what did you do?) I got out of my car and I saw/heard A/Sgt. Adams giving updates. I look and I see 
the guy making the motions. I go back to my car and get my bean bag shotgun and load it up. I put four in 
it. 



iHB^HHHHBBBHf^BBB B IB I walked up to where the male was standing, 
threatening and posturing with Border Patrol. I got pretty close. There was a small electrical box and I got 
behind it. The suspect started moving slightly forward and BP was moving slightly back. I was behind the 
box. 


Border Patrol was on the curb of the sidewalk. They were to my right. I had to tell one of them to get out 
of my line of sight. 

(Did they acknowledge that you were there?) I believe so because he moved to my right. 

(Were you giving commands at this point?) No, I am downrange. I saw him still moving. 

(How far was the suspect from the Border Patrol agents?) I would estimate 15 to 18 feet. I was maybe 
four feet behind them. 


(Then what happens?) Border Patrol is still giving commands. I gave the command, “deploying beanbag”. 
It’s an audible warning that I am going to deploy a beanbag round as opposed to gunfire. Right when I 
was saying it, I heard a bang and it was a separate bean bag deployment and then I deployed. I racked 
another round and the suspect took off westbound (on Tocayo). 

(Do you know if your bean bag hit him?) I think somewhere in the leg. He got hit first with a separate 
bean bag. The suspect goes westbound, I followed him. 

(Did he cross the entire intersection at that point?) Correct (suspect path designated on diagram with a 
dotted line). Another PD officer followed, I think Officer MARTINEZ. He was right in front of me. He 
was giving verbal commands. The suspect kept moving. I gave another command that I was deploying the 
bean bag and I fired two more times. I was just south of him so I was shooting like north to northeast. I 
deployed twice and both hit him in the upper body/torso. 

(Did the bean bag appear to have an impact?) He just did a quick grimace but that was it. He turned 
toward me a little bit and that is when I hit him the second time. I hit him in the right bicept area. 
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(What were the Border Patrol agents doing at this point?) I remember seeing one following, but the 
suspect kept moving. He was roaming and that is when I deployed the two bean bags. There was a Border 
Patrol car in the middle of the intersection. The suspect gets right in the middle of the intersection and I 
deployed one more bean bag, towards the south. I realized my bean bag shotgun was empty. Officers 
continued to engage the suspect. 

My bean bag gun was empty and I made the decision to get rid of it as a force option. I put the gun in a 
Border Patrol car. I came to about here (placing an ‘X”near the BP car in the intersection). I was asking 
for lethal to come to my side because I was going to try another less lethal option with my Taser. While 
asking for that, the other PD units were here (to the right of the “X”). The suspect never stood still. It was 
never stagnant, it was always fluid. I got my Taser out and pointed it at him. At that time he started 
advancing northbound towards the officers. That is when I heard the gunfire. 
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I heard about 8 to ten shots. I hear officers yelling “Drop the knife, drop the knife.” Throughout the whole 
process I heard that. Officers fired on him. I took out my service weapon and pointed it at him. I 
maintained a lethal option as the suspect continued to hold onto the knife. 

(Did something change from the time you were going to your Taser to the time that you heard gunfire? 
Was there a change in his behavior?) Yes, he advanced northbound. The whole time he was kind of going 
away from people, then he was all over the place and then he moved forward. 

I would say he maintained a highly agitated demeanor, but when we applied less lethal he moved. The 
officer were shooting probably like southwest. As the gunfire happened, he got hit and fell back. The 
knife was still in his right hand. 

Several officers became a contact team and I maintained lethal option on him. Officers slowly 
approached, turned him over and handcuffed him. I holstered my gun and assisted by placing the suspect 
on his side, in a recovery position. Medics arrived shortly thereafter. 

(When you arrived, who was in charge, Border Patrol or PD?) BP was first on scene and started 
addressing the suspect, but I would say when PD got on scene with less lethal and started using that force 
option we took over. 

(Do you recall what the suspect was wearing?) Dark cargo shorts and like a dark t-shirt. 

(Did he ever say anything to you?) He said stuff but I don’t remember what. 

(Do you know if it was in Spanish or English?) English. 

I completed the interview after approximately 30 minutes. The interview was digitally recorded in its 
entirety, refer to recording for complete details.

On May 27, 2018, at approximately 2330 hours, A/Sergeant LEAHY informed Homicide Unit Team V 
that an officer involved shooting just occurred. We were directed to respond to the scene of the shooting, 
2300 Tocayo Avenue. At 0122 hours, A/Sergeant T. BRYAN gave a briefing on the incident. During the 
briefing we learned at approximately 2252 hours United States Border Patrol agents were flagged down 
regarding a male armed with a knife in the street 2300 Tocayo Avenue acting in a threatening manner. 
San Diego Police Communications also received a call from a passing motorist at 2252 hours, regarding a 
man in the street armed with a knife and immediately sent patrol officers to the scene. San Diego Police 
officers arrived on scene and found numerous uniformed Border Patrol Agents had Raul RIVERA at 
gunpoint in the intersection of Tocayo Avenue and Hollister Street. RIVERA refused the verbal 
commands to drop his knife and was threatening officers with the knife. San Diego Police officers 
deployed bean bag shotgun impact projectiles and taser deployments at RIVERA in an attempt to subdue 
and apprehend him. The use of non-lethal force options were not successful and had no apparent affect. 
RIVERA continued to act in a threatening manner and charged towards Officer M. MARTINEZ while 
armed with a knife. RIVERA was shot by Officers M. MARTINEZ, W. CARTER TORRES, and S. 
RODRIGUEZ. RIVERA was hit by gunfire and dropped to the ground. Officers began examining 
RIVERA to render first aid. SDFD Medics arrived on scene and RIVERA was ultimately pronounced 
deceased at 2322 hours.

During the 
briefing we learned at approximately 2252 hours United States Border Patrol agents were flagged down 
regarding a male armed with a knife in the street 2300 Tocayo Avenue acting in a threatening manner.

On August 22, 2018, I received an email from RCFL (Regional Computer Forensics Laboratory) in which 
they stated the Cellebrite 4PC was now able to unlock the Coolpad cell phone allowing for the extraction 
of information from the cell phone. 

On August 23, 2018, Honorable Judge BLOOM issued a search warrant (#58086) for the forensic 
examination of RIVERA’S cell phone, the Coolpad grey and black cell phone. I took the cell phone to 
RCFL and used Cellebrite 4PC to attempt to unlock the cell phone. I was unable to do so because the cell 
phone was not just locked by the user but placed in secure boot mode by the user. I was unable to extract 
any information from the cell phone.

CRIME SCENE INVESTIGATION: 


Call Out: 


On May 27, 2018 at approximately 2330 hours, I received a group text message from Acting Sergeant 
Chris LEAHY #5869. Acting Sergeant LEAHY directed me to respond to the area of 2300 Tocayo 
( Avenue to assist in an officer involved shooting investigation. 

I arrived at the scene at 0055 hours on May 28, 2018. I noted the sky was overcast and the temperature 
was approximately 62 degrees. 

The scene was located in the street at the intersection of 2300 Tocayo Avenue and 1800 Hollister Street. 
Access to the intersection for both vehicular and pedestrian traffic was blocked off with marked patrol 
vehicles, uniformed officers and crime scene tape in all four directions. Additional patrol officers and 
crime scene tape were protecting the scene perimeter. 

The intersection of 2300 Tocayo Avenue and 1800 Hollister Street is located in a residential area. There 
are residential structures on all four sides of the intersection. The intersection is within the City of San 
Diego in the community referred to as “Nestor”. The location of the scene is in beat 722. 

Homicide Personnel at Scene: 

Present from the Homicide Unit were Captain Mike HASTINGS #5170, Lieutenant Anthony DUPREE 
#5048, Acting Lieutenant Steve SHEBLOWSKI #5317, Homicide Team V Acting Sergeant Chris 
LEAHY #5869, along with Detectives Dan BUROW #5268, Jana BEARD #4807, Andrew TAFOYA 
#6101 (relief) and myself. Homicide Team I Detectives Tracy BARR #5533, Mike WEAVER #6153, 
Andrea TAYLOR #6399, Jesse ZALDIVAR #5516, also responded to assist with the investigation. 
Present from the San Diego Police Department's Crime Lab were Crime Scene Specialist Alyssa 
I CARBONE #8733 and Criminalist Adam DUTRA #8236. 
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Others present for the briefing included the following: Chief David NISLEIT #4303, Assistant Chief 
Todd JARVIS #3663, Assistant Chief Terrance CHARLOT #5325, Captain Tom UNDERWOOD #5001, 
Lieutenant Andra BROWN #3950, Lieutenant Evan ZEIGLER #4450, Detective Sergeant John HUYS 
#5097, Detective Sergeant Cesar JIMENEZ #6593, Acting Sergeant Terrance BRYAN #5301, District 
Attorney Investigator Bob LOBATO. 

Briefing: 

Prior to the briefing, at approximately 0112 hours, Crime Scene Specialist CARBONE, began taking 
overall photographs of the scene. Crime Scene Specialist CARBONE stopped taking photographs when 
the briefing began. 

At approximately 0122 hours on May 28, 2018 hours, Patrol Acting Sergeant Terrance BRYAN #5301 
briefed us on the incident. The briefing took place while standing in the closed off lanes of 2300 Tocayo 
Avenue. The briefing was audio recorded and I have documented a synopsis below. For the exact word 
for word account, refer to the recording of the briefing. 

Acting Sergeant BRYAN essentially told us the following: 

I am acting Sergeant Terrance BRYAN, ID #5301. My unit designator for this evening is 714S2. At 2252 
hours, San Diego Police Communications received a call from who was driving by the 

location. Her telephone number is . The call was entered into communications at 

approximately 2252 hours. The call was dispatched at approximately 2253 hours. The San Diego Police 
Event number is 18050043895. 

The original call came in as a 415 weapon call, man with a knife, on beat 722. The location was the 
intersection of Hollister Street and Tocayo Avenue. Weather conditions at the time of the incident were 
overcast and dark with street lighting. The approximately temperature at the time of the incident was 62 
degrees. 

The first officer to arrive on scene was Acting Sergeant Kristin ADAMS, ID #5384, arriving at 2256 
hours. Within a minute or so numerous other officers arrived including Sam RODRIGUEZ, ID #6941, M. 
MARTINEZ, ID #7591, W. CARTER, ID #7709, Officer J. MENDOZA, ID #5555, Officer D. 
CASTELLANOS, ID #7329, and Officer M. VERDUZCO, ID #7409. There were also numerous Border 
Patrol agents present. I have the list of Border Patrol agents that were present. I will read it off. 

Border Patrol Agent LUNA, Border Patrol Agent PAIR, and Border Patrol Agent PORTER. They were 
present but heard the incident only. The following Border Patrol agents were present and witnessed the 
actual shooting: Border Patrol Agent PANIAGUA, Border Patrol Agent FELIX, Border Patrol Agent 
GARCIA, Border Patrol Agent ONEIL, Border Patrol Agent HERNANDEZ, Border Patrol Agent 
SHOOK, Border Patrol Agent MARTINEZ, Border Patrol Agent PALAFOX and Border Patrol Agent 
PINO. 

A brief description of the incident: When Acting Sergeant Adams arrived on scene the subject was in the 
intersection of Tocayo Avenue and Hollister Street. He was brandishing a firearm. (Acting Sergeant 
BRYAN later clarified he meant brandishing a Imife and mistakenly said firearm.) 
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Acting Sergeant ADAMS broadcast over the radio at 2259 hours, that the subject was a gunpoint. At 
2301 hours, a radio broadcast went out that the bean bag had been deployed. At 2302 hours, radio 
broadcast of shots fired. 

The suspect was identified by his California ID card as Raul Luis RIVERA. The address on his ID card 
which we were unable to confirm if this is his correct address, is 

His date of birth is 05-16-76. He is further described as a Hispanic male, 5’10” tall, 215 
lbs. 


Paramedic Unit 30 and Engine Company 30 arrived at the scene. EMT Christopher CALDWELL, 
ID#CC4425 and EMT Robert SOLE, ID #RS5763 operated the paramedic unit. They performed CPR and 
other life saving measures. At 2322 hours, the suspect was pronounced dead by Doctor SIMMONS from 
Scripps Mercy Hospital. 

The suspect is currently located in the middle of the intersection of Tocayo Avenue and Hollister Street. 
He is lying on his back with his head positioned towards the southwest and his feet towards the northeast. 
The knife is located approximately 20 ’00” south of the suspect and an electron flare has been placed over 
the top of it so it can protect it. 

I have a partial list of witnesses. I am missing one, waiting for that information now. There were at least 
three vehicles that were in the roadway heading westbound on Tocayo Avenue that were occupied and 
witnessed the incident.

We did do a safety check south of the intersection. At least one Border Patrol vehicle was struck by at 
least one round. That vehicle is still at the scene. No officers were injured during the incident. No 
civilians, other than the suspect were injured. 


The initial reports did not say the suspect was threatening anybody but he was in the intersection waving 
the Jmife at passing cars. Border Patrol was here and attempted to contact the male before Acting 
Sergeant ADAMS arrived. Border Patrol did not fire any weapons or use any less lethal options. 


Officers MENDOZA and CASTELLANOS each fired five rounds from their bean bag shotguns for a total 
of ten rounds. Officers RODRIGUEZ, MARTINEZ and CARTER all fired their handguns. I am not sure 
how many rounds. MARTINEZ also, prior to firing his handgun had attempted to use his Taser on the 
suspect and a witness officer, Officer MUNIZ, also used a Taser. All of the officers involved both witness 
and shooting officers, are back at Southern Division. All of the Border Patrol officers are at the Imperial 
Beach Border Patrol Station, located at 1802 Saturn Boulevard. They will be available for statements 
there. 


There is a family that lives on the corner. I don’t Imow the exact address that appeared to be related to 
the suspect. Initially, shortly after the incident, they had came out of the house and were yelling and 
screaming at officers. They have since gone back into their house. It is not confirmed if the decedent is 
associated to that house. 


Border Patrol Agents are all just witness officers. According to the Border Patrol Supervisor, Agent 
PINO, none of his officers fired their weapons or used any less lethal options. 

The briefing concluded at approximately 0149 hours. Acting Sergeant LEAHY then assigned 
the scene to me for investigation. 

Scene Viewing : 

Criminalist DUTRA, Crime Scene Specialist CARBONE and I then conducted a brief walk through of the 
scene to acclimate ourselves to the area. Crime Scene Specialist CARBONE then continued with her 
photography of the scene. I began to process the scene for evidence. 
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The scene was located in the intersection of 2300 Tocayo Avenue and 1800 Hollister Street. All four 
directions of the intersection are controlled by stop lights. Hollister Street is a two way street running 
north and south with a double yellow line in the center median approaching the intersection. At both the 
north and south end of the intersection there is a left hand turn lane and a second lane for vehicles to 
continue straight. 

Tocayo Avenue is a two way street running both east and west with a double yellow line in the center 
median approaching the intersection. On the west side of the intersection there is a white dashed line 
dividing the west bound lane into two lanes. There is also a white dashed line separating the east bound 
traffic into two lanes and a left hand turn lane for traffic to go from east bound to north bound. On the 
east side of the intersection there is a white dashed line in the west bound traffic lane creating a right hand 
turn pocket, one lane for west bound traffic and one left hand turn lane. For east bound traffic there is one 
lane and a bike lane. 

The lighting in the area consisted of street lighting and traffic signals which provided a low level of 
illumination in the intersection. 



During the course of the investigation, as evidence was located, each item was assigned a placard number. 
Overall photographs were taken in an effort to show the relationship of each item of evidence to other 
items of evidence. Prior to the evidence being collected, when appropriate, close-up photographs were 
taken with the numbered placards in place. 
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I located fifty-five items of potential evidence from the scene. The following is a description of each item 
and the approximate location it was found:

Both Crime Scene Specialist CARBONE and Medical Examiner Investigator LEE took photographs of 
RIVERA’S body. 

The body removal team (Michael LOONEY and unnamed partner) arrived at our location at 
approximately 0450 hours. LOONEY and his partner placed paper bags on RIVERA’S head, hands and 
feet. Then they placed RIVERA’S body into a body bag and LOONEY sealed it with tag #2258442 at 
approximately 0510 hours. LOONEY and his partner then transported RIVERA’S body to the medical 
examiner’s office. 

At approximately 0545 hours, Officers RODRIGUEZ, CARTER TORRES and MARTINEZ returned to 
the scene for a walk-throughs with Acting Sergeant LEAHY. The walk-throughs were digitally recorded 
by Acting Sergeant LEAHY. (Refer to recording and her reports for complete details.) A separate walk 
through was conducted for each officer. 

During the officer walk through, each officer provided a general area of where he believed he was 
positioned when he fired at the suspect. Crime Scene Specialist CARBONE marked this area with 
miniature orange cones labeled with the numbers 1 (Officer RODRIGUEZ), 2 (Officer CARTER 
TORRES) and 3 (Officer MARTINEZ). Crime Scene Specialist CARBONE photographed the location 
of each of the orange cones. 

At approximately 0910 hours, we cleared the scene.

MORGUE SCENE: 


On May 27, 2018, at about 2252 hours, Raul RIVERA was shot and killed by police after he assaulted 
them with a knife in the intersection of Hollister and Tocayo Avenue. 

On May 29, 2018, beginning at approximately 0930 hours, I was a witness to the autopsy of RIVERA at 
the San Diego County Medical Examiner’s office. Deputy Medical Examiner Fellow Doctor SNYDER 
conducted the autopsy. Deputy Medical Examiner Doctor STABLEY was the supervising/witnessing 
pathologist. Forensic Assistant Shannon NELSON assisted Doctor SNYDER. Crime Scene Specialist, 
Allysa CARBONE ID, #8733, photographed the proceedings and collected evidence. Crime Scene 
Specialist Kyle ZAVINSICY #8733 was also present and viewed the proceedings. 

The decedent was first observed contained in a white zippered body bag on an examining bay table. The 
bag was sealed with a red tamper proof seal bearing number 2258442. The case was assigned Medical 
Examiner case number 18-01312. 

CARBONE began taking overall photographs of the body bag in which the decedent was incased. 
Doctor SNYDER then broke the red seal and exposed the decedent. CARBONE then took additional 
photographs of the decedent in his present condition and continued doing so until the conclusion of the 
autopsy. 

The decedent was wrapped in a white hospital sheet. He was wearing blue jeans with a black belt, a gray 
t-shirt, white socks and grey colored converse tennis shoes. The jeans and the grey t-shirt had several 
defects consistent with gunshots. There were two Taser barbs attached to the shirt in the area of the left 
chest and abdomen. The decedent’s clothing and barbs were collected as evidence. 
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There were several items of medical intervention equipment affixed to the decedent; adhesive EKG pads. 
Refer to Doctor SNYDER’s report for a complete inventory. These items were discarded. 

The decedent’s head, hands and feet were covered with paper bags. These items were removed and 
collected by CARBONE. I noted when the paper bags were removed that there was a Taser barb 
attached/imbedded in the web of the decedent’s right hand. 





The decedent wore no jewelry and had the following tattoos; the names and on the 

left chest, a dragon on the left upper arm, a sword handle on the left shoulder with corresponding blade on 
left outer forearm, a sun on the right shoulder, three dots on the right hand, the profile/outline of a face on 
the right rib area, “RIVERA” on upper back, and an unknown design on the left scapula. 

CARBONE conducted fingernail scrapings and collected the matter. CARBONE also collected an oral 
swab (DNA) and a head hair sample. 

NELSON then washed the decedent. After the decedent was washed, CARBONE photographed the 
decedent in his present condition. I then began to closely observe the decedent as Doctor SNYDER 
viewed and examined him for wounds and irregularities. The viewing commenced with the decedent’s 
head and face. 

The decedent appeared to be a Hispanic male consistent with the stated age of 42 years. He was 
approximately 70 inches tall and weighed approximately 217 pounds. He had black and gray hair cut 
short and blue eyes. He was clean shaven.

The following trauma was noted: 

The decedent’s entire body was viewed by Doctor SNYDER and me. I noted abrasions to the decedent’s 
right forearm and shoulder. These abrasions were consistent with the bean bag deployment. I noted 
abrasions and contusions to the decedent’s right upper hip/side and mid upper stomach. These injuries 
were consistent with the bean bag deployment. I noted contusions on the decedent’s left tricep and three 
contusion with abrasions on the decedent’s upper and lower back. These injuries were consistent with the 
bean bag deployment. These injuries totaled seven, however refer to Dr. SNYDER’S report for count 
accuracy and wound description. 

I noted injuries to the decedent’s lower left abdomen and web of his right hand which were consistent to 
Taser deployment, refer to Dr. SNYDER’S report for count accuracy and wound description. 

I noted what appeared to be two penetrating gunshot wounds to the decedent’s left mid back. I noted what 
appeared to be two penetrating gunshot wounds to the decedent’s left lower back. I noted a penetrating 
gunshot wound on the decedent’s right buttock with a corresponding exit gunshot wound to the area of the 
decedent’s right hip. 

I noted a perforating gunshot wound (entrance and exit) to the decedent’s left calf. I noted a penetrating 
gunshot wound to the decedent’s left thigh. 

In total, I counted approximately 9 gunshot wounds to the decedent’s backside, refer to Dr. SNYDER’S 
report for count accuracy and wound description. 

I noted a perforating gunshot wound (entrance and exit) to the decedent’s upper right inner thigh. 

I noted gunshot wounds to the decedent’s left outer shoulder and left upper shoulder. The wound appeared 
to be related, but entrance and exit were not determine in my presence. 

I noted a penetrating gunshot wound to the decedent’s left abdomen and area of the left hip. 

I noted a penetrating gunshot wound to the decedent’s left inner bicep and a gunshot wound to the 
decedent’s left chest by the arm pit and inner right arm near the bicep. 

In total, I counted approximately 9 gunshot wounds to the decedent’s front side, refer to Dr. SNYDER’S 
report for count accuracy and wound description. 

Dr. SNYDER recovered projectiles and fragments from the following areas during the internal 
examination; left upper chest, left mid chest, right arm, right inner arm, spine, left arm, left hamstring, and 
right pelvis 

Doctor SNYDER informed me the cause of RIVERA’S death was gunshot wounds of the body and the 
manner of death was ruled a homicide. 
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I concluded my observation of the autopsy at about 1600 hours. 

This report is based on my observations during RIVERA’S autopsy; refer to Dr. SNYDER’S report for 
complete and accurate details.

Dear Chief Nisleit: 

We have reviewed the reports and other materials compiled by your agency’s Homicide Division 
concerning the circumstances leading to the fatal shooting of Mr. Raul Luis Rivera by Officers 
M. Martinez, S. Rodriguez, and W. Carter-Torres on May 27, 2018. A District Attorney 
Investigator responded to the scene and was briefed by your officers. The completed case 
investigation was presented to the District Attorney’s Office for review on September 25, 2018. 

Summary 

On May 27, 2018, at 10:52 p.m., the San Diego Police Department (SDPD) received a call report 
of a male threatening people with a knife. Almost simultaneously, United States Border Patrol 
(USBP) Agents were flagged down regarding a male armed with a knife. SDPD Officers arrived 
and saw numerous uniformed USBP agents had a male, later identified as Raul Rivera, at 
gunpoint. Rivera threatened officers with the knife and refused commands to drop his knife. 
Officers attempted to stop Rivera via non-lethal Taser and beanbags deployments to no avail. 
Rivera continued to act in a threatening manner and charged towards Officer Martinez. Officers 
Martinez, Carter-Torres, and Rodriguez fired their weapons at Rivera. Rivera fell to the ground 
and ultimately succumbed to his injuries. 

Persons Involved 

Raul Rivera was a 42-year old San Diego resident. Officer M. Martinez had been employed as a 
SDPD Officer for over one year. Officer Carter-Torres was a trainee and had been employed as a 
SDPD Officer for less than one year. Officer S. Rodriguez had been employed as a SDPD 
Officer for over five years. All officers were in full uniform. 

Background 

On the afternoon of May 26, 2018, a citizen telephoned 911 to report a male, later identified as 
Mr. Rivera, standing on the Palm Avenue median, over Interstate 5 in South San Diego. The 
citizen said Rivera appeared to be anxious and was pacing back and forth. The citizen feared 
Rivera was possibly contemplating suicide by jumping off the overpass onto the freeway traffic. 
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Police arrived and spoke to Rivera. Rivera denied having suicidal ideations. Rivera told the 
officer he was homeless. 

Mr. Rivera’s brother, identified in this review as last saw Rivera on May 27, 2018 at 
approximately 6:00 p.m.^H stated Rivera was starting to exhibit signs of paranoia and would 
not respon d when spoken to. Rivera began manipulating a knife, tossing it up and down in the 
air. ^^Hroommate became incr easin gly uncomfortable with Rivera’s behavior and asked ^Bto 
have Rivera leave the residence. ^Hsaid he spoke with his brother, who promptly left the home. 
Rivera left behind two cell phones. ^Hhad no further contact with Rivera. 

Law Enforcement Witnesses 

There were approximately 17 law enforcement witnesses (LEWs) to the officer involved 
shooting of Mr. Rivera. Those witnesses included five SDPD Officers (LEWs 1-5) and 12 USBP 
agents (LEWs 6-17). LEWs 1 through 3 participated in the incident by deploying less lethal 
methods of subduing Rivera. LEWs 4 and 5 pointed their weapons at Rivera, but did not fire. 
LEWs 6 through 17 saw and heard various portions of the event and some pointed their pistols at 
Rivera. None of LEWs discharged their weapons. 

Law Enforcement Witness One (LEWI) 

Law Enforcement Witness One was dispatched to the intersection of Tocayo and Hollister and 
saw at least four USBP agents pointing pistols at Mr. Rivera, who was standing in the 
intersection with a knife in his right hand. USBP agents shouted to Rivera to drop the knife. 

Mr. Rivera was facing the Border Patrol agents and seemed to be “antagoni zin g” the agents by 
jabbing his knife in their direction. Rivera would then advance toward the USBP agents each 
time he jabbed. The USBP agents retreated while giving their commands. 

LEW 1 retrieved his beanbag shotgun and approached Mr. Rivera. Rivera was about fifteen to 
eighteen feet away from the USBP agents threatening and posturing with them. LEWI stood 
behind an electrical box about four feet behind the agents and shouted, “deploying beanbag.” 

Just as LEWI shouted his warning, he heard another beanbag deployment. LEWI then deployed 
his beanbag round, which struck Rivera’s leg. Rivera took off running in a westbound direction 
on Tocayo and LEWI followed ultimately firing more beanbag rounds at Rivera. 

Officer Martinez also gave chase and was in front of LEW 1. Mr. Rivera kept moving around. 
LEW 1 fired the beanbag shotgun two more times. Both rounds struck Rivera in the torso. 

Rivera grimaced and turned toward LEWI. LEWI fired again, striking Rivera on his right bicep. 
LEW 1 deployed one more beanbag at Rivera and realized his shotgun was empty. 

LEW 1 heard about eight to ten gunshots and saw Mr. Rivera fall, but continue to hold onto his 
knife in his right hand. 

Law Enforcement Witness Two (LEW2) 

Law Enforcement Witness Two arrived on scene and saw USBP agents with their guns drawn 
and pointed at Mr. Rivera, who had a knife in his right hand. The agents had Rivera surrounded. 
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Mr. Rivera was in the middle of the street yelling at the USBP agents. Rivera was very agitated 
and yelling something LEW2 could not understand. Someone broadcasted on the police radio 
Rivera wanted somebody to shoot him or something like that. LEW2 estimated Rivera was about 
ten feet from the officers at this time. Rivera would jab and lunge toward the USBP agents and 
SDPD officers that stood around him. Due to Rivera’s threats, LEW2 decided to fire a beanbag 
round at Rivera. LEW2 yelled a warning and then fired three rounds at Rivera. The rounds struck 
Rivera in the chest area. The beanbag impacts stopped Rivera from continuing forward, but he 
turned around and started running westbound on Tocayo Avenue. 

Mr. Rivera never went to the ground and never released the knife despite multiple commands to 
do so. Several officers followed Rivera. Rivera ran in the immediate direction of LEW2. LEW2 
stepped back from Rivera and fired two more beanbag rounds at him, but the beanbags did not 
stop him. Rivera continued running and LEW2 was out of beanbag cartridges. Another officer 
Tasered Rivera. Soon after, LEW2 heard gunshots, but did not see which of the officers fired. 
LEW2 saw Rivera on the ground with the knife still in his hand. 

Law Enforcement Witness Three (LEW3) 

LEW3 was partnered with his training officer, M. Martinez, and responded to a radio call of “a 
guy walking in the street, approaching cars while waving a knife around.” LEW3 arrived on 
scene and saw USBP agents had Mr. Rivera at gunpoint and were yelling at him to drop the 
knife. Rivera refused to comply. LEW3 saw the knife in Rivera’s hand. 

After about 30 seconds, beanbags were deployed. The beanbag rounds appeared to make contact, 
but they had little, to no effect on Mr. Rivera’s compliance. Rivera began running westbound 
maybe 40 to 50 feet and then stopped before returning toward LEW3. Another officer deployed 
his Taser at Rivera, but it may have missed because Rivera continued walking in the middle of 
the intersection. 

Mr. Rivera turned back towards officers and made several thrusting, lunging movements with his 
body, while still holding the knife in his hand. LEW3 deployed his Taser, but it was ineffective. 
Then officers fired their handguns at Rivera. LEW3 knew Officer Martinez fired at Rivera, but 
LEW3 did not know who else fired. Rivera fell to the ground with the knife still in his hand. 

Law Enforcement Witnesses Four through Seventeen (LEW4-17) 

The majority of the law enforcement witnesses were comprised of USBP agents. They initially 
encountered Mr. Rivera and attempted to engage in a dialog to de-escalate Rivera’s altered 
emotional state. The USBP agents saw Rivera was armed with a knife and told Rivera to drop it. 
Rivera replied he would not drop the knife. Many of the law enforcement witnesses said they 
heard Rivera continually order them to shoot him. They described Rivera as jabbing toward 
officers with his knife and attempting “suicide by cop. Rivera was making statements like, 

“Shoot me. Shoot me. Do it.” Law Enforcement Witnesses Four through Seventeen corroborated 
the events as described by the civilian witnesses, as well as by Officers Martinez, Rodriguez, and 
Carter-Torres. 

Civilian Witnesses 

There were nine civilian witnesses interviewed for this incident. The majority of the witnesses 
were motorists viewing the events from their vehicles. Only Civilian Witness One witnessed the 
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actual shooting from the vantage point of his back yard. All other civilian witnesses saw and 
heard the events leading up to the shooting. Most of the witnesses heard the gunshots, but did not 
see the shooting event. Each civilian witness described Mr. Rivera’s wielding the knife and his 
aggressive behavior toward the uniformed law enforcement officers. The civilian witnesses also 
corroborated the events as described by law enforcement. 

Civilian Witness One (CW1) 

Civilian Witness One heard sirens and a helicopter and realized police activity was occurring in 
his neighborhood. CW1 then heard a pop, but not like a gunshot. CW1 went to his back yard and 
saw the intersection of Tocayo and Hollister was full of USBP agents and SDPD Officers. CW1 
saw Mr. Rivera in the intersection and he appeared to be surrounded by officers. Rivera was on 
his feet with his hands out at waist level. CW1 could not see anything in Rivera’s hands. Rivera 
was running around in a circle. CW1 heard officers shouting, “Get down on the ground. Get 
down on the ground.” That is when CW1 heard about twenty gunshots. CW1 saw the officers 
firing their pistols in a southerly direction on Hollister Street. Rivera was in the middle of the 
intersection. CW1 recorded portions of the incident on his cellphone. CW1 provided his 
cellphone to the Homicide detectives for their investigation. The cellphone camera did not 
capture the shooting incident. 

Civilian Witnesses Two and Three (CW2 and CW3) 

Civilian Witnesses Two and Three watched the law enforcement officers’ interactions with Raul 
Rivera from the vantage point of their vehicle. Both witnesses saw Mr. Rivera in the middle of 
the crosswalk of Tocayo and Hollister Street. Rivera had a knife in his right hand and was 
running around the intersection. The witnesses saw two or three USBP agents trying to talk the 
male into dropping his knife. The male was yelling, “No. No.” The USBP agents were backing 
away from the armed male as he advanced toward the agents. CW2 thought the armed male was 
on drugs. 

SDPD officers arrived and tried to convince the man to drop his knife. The officers fired what 
CW3 assumed were BBs. The man did not fall. He just took the impacts and ran to the other side 
of the street, out from the view of CW2 and CW3. The officers followed the male. The witnesses 
view was being blocked by one of the USBP vehicles. The witnesses heard about ten to 15 
rounds being fired. 

Civilian Witnesses Four and Five (CW4 and CW5) 

Civilian Witnesses Four and Five were in their vehicle when they saw Mr. Rivera approach their 
car holding a knife. Rivera appeared to be angry and looked into their vehicle. CW4 and CW5 
were with their two small children and an older family member. CW5 was afraid and asked CW4 
to drive through the red light to get away from Rivera. These witnesses drove to their nearby 
residence and left their children with their older family member. 

CW4 and CW5 returned to the scene and saw Mr. Rivera was still there. CW5 called SDPD to 
report Rivera’s frightening behavior. CW5 described Rivera’s knife as having rigid teeth, like a 
“Rambo knife.” Within a few moments, a USBP agent tried speaking with Rivera but Rivera 
would not drop his knife. Many more officers arrived shortly thereafter. The witnesses described 
Rivera being stunned by the Taser, but did not fall because he removed the barbs. They then 
heard the shooting, but did not see it because their vantage point was blocked by USBP vehicles. 
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Statement of Officer S. Rodriguez 

Officer Rodriguez was partnered with his trainee, W. Carter-Torres. The two officers arrived at 
the radio call location and saw Mr. Rivera running around the intersection with several USBP 
agents and SDPD Officers around him. As Rivera began to run westbound, Rodriguez 
approached and heard several beanbag rounds being fired. 

Mr. Rivera started running in Officer Rodriguez’s direction. Rivera was armed with a knife in his 
right hand and he was holding it very tightly. At that point, Rivera quickly turned his head 
toward Rodriguez. Rodriguez armed himself with his Taser and deployed it. The Taser was 
ineffective. Rivera used his hands to pull away the wires. Officer Carter-Torres deployed his 
Taser almost simultaneously with Rodriguez. Rodriguez expected Rivera to react from the Taser 
deployment, but Rivera did not react. Rivera only made grunting noises. 

Officer Rodriguez heard another beanbag deployment and saw it was ineffective—nothing was 
slowing Mr. Rivera down. Rivera continued holding his knife tightly in his right hand. Rivera 
then walked quickly toward Officer Martinez. Rodriguez believed Rivera was about to stab 
Martinez. Rodriguez fired approximately four rounds at Rivera. Rodriguez believed Martinez’s 
life was in immediate danger. 

Rivera fell to the ground. Rivera continued holding his knife. Officers ordered Rivera to drop his 
knife. Martinez told Rivera to drop the knife so they could provide him with medical care. A 
couple of seconds later, Rivera dropped the knife. 

Statement of Officer W. Carter-Torres 

Police Trainee W. Carter-Torres responded with Officer Rodriguez to a “hot call” that USBP 
agents had someone at gunpoint in the intersection of Hollister and Tocayo. The officers arrived 
and approached the intersection together. Carter-Torres heard beanbag rounds being deployed 
and realized those rounds were not stopping the suspect. 

Officer Carter-Torres saw Mr. Rivera running towards them. Rivera was armed with a knife in 
his right hand. Carter-Torres saw other officers in the back drop chasing after Rivera. Carter- 
Torres realized the risk to the officers in his line of fire and decided to arm himself with his 
Taser. Carter-Torres deployed his Taser almost simultaneously with Officer Rodriguez. The 
Taser barbs struck Rivera in his abdomen. The Taser did not stop Rivera, who appeared big and 
strong. Rivera cut the wires from the Taser and just kept moving. Carter-Torres knew he was still 
in a crossfire situation with other officers and reloaded his Taser. 

Mr. Rivera moved to another position, away from Officer Carter-Torres and the cross-fire 
hindrance was gone. Carter-Torres un-holstered his pistol. Rivera then started approaching 
Officer Martinez, who was standing next to Carter-Torres. Rivera had sprinted toward Martinez 
with his knife. Rivera was within ten feet of Martinez. Carter-Torres thought Martinez was going 
to be stabbed. Carter-Torres fired his pistol. Rivera fell to the ground and was taken into custody 
by other officers. 
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Statement of Officer M. Martinez 

Field Training Officer M. Martinez was partnered with LEW3. Martinez heard a radio call of a 
male suspect swinging a knife towards oncoming vehicles at Tocayo and Hollister. Martinez also 
heard LEWS broadcast USBP agents had the suspect at gunpoint. 

Officer Martinez and LEW3 arrived on scene and saw Mr. Rivera with a knife in his right hand. 
Rivera was holding his knife pretty tight and was advancing on the USBP agents who had him at 
gunpoint. Martinez un-holstered his firearm because he saw Rivera was close enough to the 
agents to stab them. Martinez would have fired at Rivera then, but there were other USBP agents 
in the crossfire. The USBP agents were running back and forth retreating from Rivera each time 
he advanced toward them. Martinez re-holstered his pistol and un-holstered his Taser. Beanbag 
rounds were deployed, but Rivera quickly leaned forward, then turned and ran. 

Officer Martinez chased after Mr. Rivera. Martinez could hear the sound of several other officers 
running behind them, trying to catch up. Martinez yelled for an officer armed with a lethal 
weapon to stand on Martinez’s right side. Martinez felt Rivera was capable of stabbing him, so 
he wanted a lethal option to be nearby. 

Officer Martinez pointed his Taser at Mr. Rivera and ordered Rivera to get on the ground. Rivera 
ignored Martinez. Martinez yelled, “Taser, Taser, Taser.” Martinez then deployed his Taser but 
quickly realized he missed. Rivera made a U-turn and ran back to the area of the intersection. 
Martinez disconnected the Taser cartridge that missed, and tried to reload a new Taser cartridge 
while chasing after Rivera. Martinez was physically unable to conduct the Taser reload, 

Officer Martinez re-holstered his Taser and un-holstered his pistol. Mr. Rivera took a fighting 
stance and advanced toward Martinez. Martinez was in fear for his life and thought he was about 
to be stabbed. Martinez took a couple of steps back and fired his pistol at Rivera. Rivera fell to 
the ground but would not immediately release his knife. Officers told Rivera to release the knife 
but he would not relent. Martinez told Rivera, “dude, drop the knife. We need to get you medical 
attention. Drop the knife.” Rivera eventually started to go limp. Both of his arms went down and 
the officers advanced and took the knife away. 

Investigation 

San Diego Police reports, homicide investigators reports, audio-recorded interviews of witnesses, 
crime scene photographs, personal cellphone videos by a witness, SDPD ABLE helicopter video, 
and body worn camera video of Rivera’s previous initial contact by SDPD, as well as recordings 
of the incident were reviewed for this investigation. All evidence was found to be consistent with 
the officers’ statements and the statements of the civilian witnesses. Based upon the BWC and 
ABLE footage, Rivera held the knife throughout the confrontation with officers and made 
several movements in the direction of law enforcement officers. 

Twenty-eight expended cartridge cases were noted to be near the middle of the intersection of 
Tocayo Avenue and Hollister Street. All cartridges appeared to be from 9mm ammunition. 
Because of their similar location and type, the cartridge cases were not separated into identifiable 
groups or patterns. The Firearms report indicated Officer Rodriguez could have fired four to six 
times. Officer Carter-Torres could have fired 12 to 14 times. Officer Martinez could have fired 
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eight to ten times. Multiple rounds struck Mr. Rivera. It was not determined which of the bullets 
recovered from Rivera at autopsy were fired by which officer. . 

Autopsy 

On March 29, 2018 an autopsy was performed Mr. Rivera. The autopsy revealed 13 penetrating 
gunshot wounds to Rivera’s torso, arms, and legs. The cause of death is listed as multiple 
gunshot wounds. Seven injuries were noted consistent with beanbag deployment. Injuries were 
present on the lower left abdomen and web of right hand, consistent with Taser deployment. A 
toxicology report indicated Rivera’s blood tested positive for amphetamines, methamphetamines 
and cannabinoids. 

Legal Analysis 

This review was conducted pursuant to the joint protocol between this office and all San Diego 
law enforcement agencies calling upon the District Attorney to conduct an independent 
assessment of the circumstances surrounding the use of deadly force. 

Under California law, peace officers may use deadly force to protect themselves from the threat 
of death or great bodily harm and to use reasonable force in making an arrest. California Penal 
Code section 835a allows an officer to use reasonable force to make an arrest and to overcome 
resistance by a person for whom he has reasonable cause to believe has committed a public 
offense. That section states the officer need not retreat or end his effort to make an arrest because 
of that person’s resistance. Penal Code section 196 declares that homicide is justifiable when 
committed by public officers when necessarily committed in overcoming actual resistance in the 
discharge of any legal duty. 

In accordance with Penal Code section 196, peace officers may use deadly force in the course of 
their duties under circumstances not available to members of the general public. We are 
mindful, however, that certain limits on the use of deadly force apply to peace officers. The 
U.S. Ninth Circuit Court of Appeals, in the case of Scott v. Henrich (9th Cir. 1994) 39 F.3d 912, 
delineated those circumstances under which deadly force may be used: 

[Pjolice may use only such force as is objectively reasonable under the circumstances. An 
officer s use of deadly force is reasonable only if ‘the officer has probable cause to believe that 
the suspect poses a significant threat of death or serious physical injury to the officer or others.’ 
All determinations of unreasonable force ‘must embody allowance for the fact that police 
officers are often forced to make split-second judgments — in circumstances that are tense, 
uncertain, and rapidly evolving — about the amount of force that is necessary in a particular 
situation.’” [Citations omitted.] 

Irrespective of any laws applicable to situations where peace officers use deadly force in 
accomplishing their duties, the law of self-defense is available to any person. Homicide is 
justifiable in accordance with Penal Code 197 when resisting any attempt by a person to commit 
great bodily injury on or kill any person. 
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( Conclusion 

In this case, law enforcement officers were confronted by an agitated subject who was armed 
with a knife and was under the influence of narcotics. Mr. Rivera urged officers to shoot him as 
he advanced toward them. The officers’ attempts of verbal de-escalation and use of less lethal 
methods of subduing Rivera were unsuccessful. Rivera charged at Officer Martinez in such a 
threatening manner Martinez believed his life was in danger. Officers Carter-Torres and 
Rodriguez witnessed Rivera threaten Martinez with a knife and also reasonably feared for the 
safety of Martinez. Martinez fired at Rivera in his own defense and Carter-Torres and Rodriguez 
shot Rivera to prevent Rivera from injuring or killing Martinez. Based on these circumstances, 
the officers bear no criminal liability for their actions. A copy of this letter, along with the 
materials submitted for our review, will be retained in our files.

On May 27, 2018, at approximately 2302 hours, I was informed an officer involved shooting that had just 
occurred. I directed other members of Homicide Team V to respond to the scene of the shooting, located 
at 2300 Tocayo Avenue. 

I arrived on scene at approximately 0020 hours. At 0122 hours, A/Sergeant T. BRYAN gave a briefing 
on the incident. At 2252 hours, United States Border Patrol agents were flagged down regarding a male 
anned with a knife who was standing in the middle of the street at 2300 Tocayo Avenue. The armed male 
with the knife was reportedly acting in a threatening manner. Almost simultaneously San Diego Police 
Communications received a call from a passing motorist at 2252 hours regarding a man in the street 
anned with a knife and San Diego Police Officers were dispatched to the scene. 

San Diego Police Officers arrived on scene and found numerous uniformed Border Patrol Agents had 
Raul RIVERA at gunpoint in the intersection of Tocayo Avenue and Hollister Street. RIVERA refused 
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verbal commands to drop his knife and was threatening officers with the weapon. San Diego Police 
officers deployed bean bag impact projectiles and multiple Taser deployments were directed at RIVERA 
in an attempt to subdue and apprehend him. The use of less-lethal force options were not successful and 
had no apparent affect. 

RIVERA continued to act in a threatening manner and charged towards Officer Michael MARTINEZ 
while armed with the knife. RIVERA was shot by Officers Michael MARTINEZ, William CARTER

During our conversation I communicated the circumstances of Raul’s death to She concluded it 

was her opinion Raul was suffering from depression and did not want to go back to prison and that was 
the reason why he would have behaved the way he did before the shooting.

me and he told her he was not present at the scene when the shooting occurred but worked with some of 
the Agents who were involved.

I provided with my contact information and 

explained that it was our preference to personally notify RIVERA’s family as soon as possible. 

At approximately 0800 hours, I received a voicemail message from neighbor, 

who told me he had spoken with^^l and learned police were attempting to locate RIVERA’s brother 
to notify him of Raul RIVERA’s death. told me he had previously driven RIVERA to his 

brother^^Mhome on prior occasions and believed the address where resided was 


At 0945 hours, A/Lieutenant SHEBLOSKI and I drove to the trailer park in an attempt to locate 
^^0. I contacted a male, later identified as as he sat inside of his parked vehicle 

outside of^^^^^| My interaction witb^^J was captured on my digital recorder. I introduced myself 
to and explained the reasons for our presence. was polite and understanding, given the 
circumstances. told the following to me based on questions asked of him. 

My brother has had problems with the law in the past, including battles with drugs and alcohol 
abuse. I know my brother had addictions to marijuana and crystal methamphetamine. 

To my knowledge Raul was sort of homeless since he broke up with his girlfriend recently. He 
was basically living with me the last week and a half sleeping on our couch. I know he was 
working but I don’t really know where exactly he worked at. I know he was recently experiencing 
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difficulty with his employer paying him for the hours he worked. I think he worked under the table 
but I don’t really know what he did for work. I gave him a ride to L Street in Chula Vista the other 
day and dropped him off at work. 

Raul had financial problems, drug and alcohol problems and lady problems. Yes, he had all kinds 
of problems. Raul has had a very difficult life. My father and Raul left New York many years ago 
and his mother sort of abandoned him when he was a small child. 

The last time I saw Raul was last evening. In fact, Raul was acting very strange last night. I work 
graveyards and normally leave the house at around 2200 hours. I remember 

Raul had a knife in his possession last evening and I remember telling him to put the knife away 
before he hurts himself or someone else. 

I told Raul he needed to put the knife away before he hurts himself, cuts himself or hurts somebody 
else. Raul refused to listen to me and kept saying, “I got to go. I got to go.” I turned around and 
the next thing I know he was gone. He left the house on foot last I saw. 

Last evening Raul was sitting on the couch where he has been sleeping and he was incessantly 
playing with this knife. That is when I told him to put that knife away because you are going to 
hurt yourself or somebody else because I don’t want anybody to get hurt, but he wouldn’t listen to 
me. 


It is not common behavior and very weird that he was playing with this knife the way he was. I 
never heard Raul make any statements which caused me to believe he wanted to hurt himself. 

Raul just kept saying, “I got to go. I got to go” and the next thing I know he left the trailer. Raul 
never said where he needed to go. He was just acting very strange. 

I told Raul to go to the emergency room because he was acting strange and I wasn’t sure if he was 
having a mental breakdown or if the drugs and alcohol were impairing his judgement but I told him 
he needed to get help. Raul refused to listen to me. 

I am unaware of Raul suffering from any prior mental health issues or suicide attempts. Never, 
nothing like that. I know he lived with that lady for a long time and she would take 

care of him and sort of kept him on a short leash. I know Raul was doing well for many years but 
apparently he started using drugs again. His girlfriend is an alcoholic. She would consume an 
entire bottle of alcohol every night. They basically put up with each other’s shit. She is a mean 
women to live with. I encouraged Raul to save up his money and get his own place away from her 
but he was content living in that volatile relationship. 

The fact that Raul and his girlfriend broke up a week and a half ago is nothing significant. They 
were hot and cold all the time. They would break up and she would let him back in. Raul would 
act right for a little while and then when he would start acting up again she would kick him out 
again. 
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I tried explaining to Raul that since he was living under her roof, he needed to follow her rules. I 
told Raul that if she tells him to stop the shit he needed to stop the shit. I told him not to make her 
mad but Raul refused to listen. 


Our father died almost five years ago. He died in February almost five years ago. I know Raul 
struggled with trying to build a relationship with his only true sister from his mother’s side of the 
family but she lives in New York and they have not spoken in many years. I am Raul’s half- 
brother. We share the same father and he was not a good dad to any of us. 


I know Raul was trying for a long time to make contact with her but he has been unable to 
establish any contact. Raul was always talking about her and saying how he wanted to move back 
to the east coast and contact her. I believe she resides in now. 


I dropped Raul off at work Saturday morning. Saturday evening Raul never came home until last 
evening (Sunday) at around 1800 hours. I didn’t observe Raul acting odd initially, however as it 
got later into the evening as I was preparing to leave for work, Raul began acting strangely. 


Beginning at around 2100 hours, Raul started acting up. I told Raul he was scaring the hell out of 
the people living here and I encouraged him to seek some help. I told him to go to the emergency 
room and tell them he was having some problems. I told him he needed to do something but first 
of all he needed to put that knife away. Raul would not listen to me. 


I do not recall specifically what Raul was saying last night that caused everyone to become 
uncomfortable because he mumbles a lot. I couldn’t understand what the hell he was saying 
because he was mumbling under his breath. I couldn’t figure out what the hell his problem was, 
plus I was running late for work. 


I was under the impression that Raul had been under the influence of drugs for a while and this was 
simply an adverse reaction to the drugs. It was hard to tell, but I remember he had a strange look 
on his face. My roommates were telling me that Raul was continuously playing with this knife in 
his hands by opening and closing it. It looked like a folding knife but it was a rather large knife, 
not a basic folding knife. It looked like a big knife to me. 


Raul was constantly playing with the knife, continuously opening and closing it. Everyone in the 
trailer was watching him. My roommates were telling me they felt uncomfortable with Raul’s 
behavior. After they expressed their concerns to me I came out and told Raul these are my friends, 
I live here, you are acting strange, go get some help. Raul didn’t want to listen. He just kept 
telling me he needed to go. Raul was not listening to me last night. Normally he listens to me, but 
for some reason he refused to listen. He was acting very odd last evening. Raul was not acting 
like himself. 

I have never seen the knife Raul had in his possession last night before in my life. I have no idea 
where Raul got the knife either. Last night was the first time I had ever seen the knife before. I 
have never seen Raul with a knife in his possession at all. The only reason I can think of for 
carrying a knife is if you want to hurt somebody or you are in fear of somebody, maybe for 
protection. 
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Based on what you are explaining to me, it sounds like the easiest thing for Raul to have done was 
to drop the knife. It would have saved his life. 

Raul made no mention to me about any recent police contacts he had. 

At this point in the interview I asked for permission to search Raul’s belongings which 

may have been left inside of the trailer. consented and escorted me into his home. then directed 
me to the couch located in the living room. Next to the couch were two plastic garbag e bag s containing 
Raul’s clothing. A cell phone was left on the living room table adjacent to the couch. identified this 
cellular phone as Raul’s. ^^Jseemed surprised his brother would have left his cellular phone behind 
when he left the home. 


Next to this phone on the table were two empty gray colored plastic canibis containers. identified 
these items as being associated to the drugs RIVERA was abusing. I collected both empty containers. 


An additional cellular phone was found on a table top to the right-hand side of the couch. and the 
other resident of the home, said the cellular phone did not belong to anyone else 

inside the home and allowed me to collect the cellular phones and Raul RIVERA’s belongings. 


While collecting the belongings from inside the horn 
introduced me to his roommate, ^ 


and I continued talking. 



who was inside the home. During this time, 
told me RIVERA was acting strangely last evening and made him feel uncomfortable, 
told me he remembered RIVERA being seated on the couch last evening playing with the knife 


in his hands. 


Itold me he asked RIVERA several times to put the knife away but he wouldn’t 


respond to him and continued manipulating the knife while seated on the couch, 
was walking around the home with the knife in his hands acting paranoid and mumbling. 



said RIVERA 
told 


me he was present inside the home when confronted his brother and told him to put the knife down 


or get out of the house. 


said RIVERA left the home a while later. 


m said his brother RIVERA often mumbles when he speaks, but last evening he was even more 
difficult to understand because he was mumbling so much. Also, told me his brother was acting very 
paranoid last evening. went on to say that his brother’s behavior was very odd last night because he 
was staring off into nowhere and his facial expression and demeanor were as if he was in a “Daze” and 
RIVERA had a “Crazy” look on his face. 


As I walked out of the home and placed the items I collected into my vehicle, told me his brother had 
been acting paranoid about the police recently. told me each time a siren could be heard off in the 
distance his brother would tell that the police were after him. told me he tr ied e xplaining to his 
brother the sirens in the distance could be coming from a firetruck or an ambulance. said RIVERA 
was convinced the sirens were the police searching for him. told me he ask ed RIVERA if he had 
committed a crime, otherwise, why would the police be searching for you. said his brother has been 
out of prision for several years so this behavior was odd to him.

WITNESS STATEMENT: 


On May 28, 2018, at approximately 0003 hours, Sergeant S. SHEBLOSKI #5317 informed Homicide 
Unit Team 1 that an officer involved shooting just occurred. We were directed to respond to the scene of 
the shooting, 2300 Tocayo Avenue. I arrived on scene at approximately 0045 hours. At 0122 hours, 
A/Sergeant T. BRYAN gave a briefing on the incident. 

During the briefing we learned at approximately 2252 hours United States Border Patrol agents were 
flagged down regarding a male armed with a knife standing in the street 2300 Tocayo Avenue acting in a 
threatening manner. 

San Diego Police Communications also received a call from a passing motorist at 2252 hours, regarding a 
man in the street armed with a knife and immediately sent patrol officers to the scene. 

San Diego Police officers arrived on scene and found numerous uniformed Border Patrol Agents had Raul 
RIVERA at gunpoint in the intersection of Tocayo Avenue and Hollister Street. RIVERA refused the 
verbal commands to drop his knife and was threatening officers. San Diego Police officers deployed less 
lethal force options such as bean bags and the Taser in an attempt to subdue and apprehend him. The use 
of less-lethal force options were not successful and reportedly ineffective. 

RIVERA reportedly continued to act in a threatening manner and charged towards Officer M. 
MARTINEZ while still armed with a knife. RIVERA was shot by Officers M. MARTINEZ, W.

CARTER TORRES, and S. RODRIGUEZ. RIVERA was impacted by gunfire and dropped to the 
ground. Officers assessed RIVERA’s injuries and rendered aid. SDFD Medics arrived on scene and 
RIVERA was ultimately pronounced deceased at 2322 hours. After the briefing, I was directed to conduct 
witness interviews. 

On May 28, 2018 at 0200 hours, Homicide Team 1 left the crime scene and travel to the Imperial Beach 
Border Patrol Station for the purpose of conducting interviews of agents who witnessed RIVERA’s 
behavior and the subsequent shooting. Once at the station, I met with Agent Scott PAIR. On May 28 th , 
2018, at 0342 hours, I spoke with Agent Christopher ROLLINS and conducted an interview. Present for 
the interview was San Diego Police Homicide Detective Andrea Taylor #6399. The interview was audio- 
recorded. The following is a summary of his statement: 

Statement of Agent Christopher ROLLINS- USBP: 

I work for the United States Border Patrol. I have been employed by the Border Patrol for 16 
years. My border patrol academy graduation was September 11 th , 2001. My current assignment 
is the Imperial Beach station. My assignment tonight was the dispatcher for Imperial Beach. 

I noted that ROLLINS was wearing an olive-drab colored uniform. The uniform had United 
States Border Patrol patches affixed to the shoulders. The uniform shirt had a cloth Border 
Patrol badge on the front, and the name “ROLLINS” printed in bright yellow also on the front. 
Both law enforcement symbols were unobstructed and in plain view on his chest. 

I am not normally a dispatcher, it is just one of the duties that we have to do and tonight just 
happened to be the night I was dispatcher for Imperial Beach station. 

I was made aware of the incident tonight by a radio transmission about a man who was 
reportedly armed with a knife at Hollister and Tocayo. That radio transmission was made at 
2253 hours, by Agent Eugene O’Neil, who was assigned Unit 1-216. Agent O’Neil’s 
transmission was made with, “great urgency.” I could tell based on the tone of Agent O’Neil’s 
transmission this was a significant incident and I immediately got on the phone and called 9-1-1 
to ensrue San Diego Police Department was made aware of the incident. I made that incident a 
“restricted channel” on our radio frequency and hit an alert button which sounds out a beep that 
lets other users know the channel is restricted; and only transmissions from this incident are to be 
sent out. 

I spoke to a dispatcher with SDPD who told me they had previously been made aware of the 
incident and informed me that SDPD officers were responding. I heard a transmission by Agent 
Leslie Pino, Unit 1-038, which he broadcasted at 2302 hours. Agent Pino stated in the 
transmission that SDPD officers were on-scene and the suspect was running westbound on 
Tocayo Ave. At 2303 hours Agent O’Neil broadcasted shots had been fired and the subject was 
down. An unknown agent then broadcasted an update indicating that no Border Patrol Agents 
fired their weapons, and the shooting officers were members of the San Diego Police 
Department. At that point I cleared the channel for normal operations. 
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All of our audi o is stored for 30 days. Our front office phone number is and the 

dispatcher is I would go through those numbers to obtain our radio 

transmissions from this incident. 

I completed the interview at approximately 0349 hours, and provided ROLLINS with my business card. 
Because ROLLINS was not physically at the incident I did not document his appearance with a photo.

On 05-27-18, at approximately 2302 hours, while on patrol in full uniform and in a marked patrol vehicle, 
Officer Gonzalez (#7514) and I responded to assist on a disturbing the peace with a weapon call at the 
intersection of Hollister Street and Tocayo Avenue, San Diego, CA 92154. 

Officer Gonzalez and I arrived on scene, and I assisted in setting up a perimeter. I set crime scene tape on 
the north and east sides of the intersection of Hollister Street and Tocayo Avenue. After assisting in setting a 
perimeter, I assisted in conducting a witness check. 

I contacted who was sitting in his vehicle on Tocayo Avenue just 

east of th e intersec tion with Hollister Street. stated he did not witness anything that had occurred. I 

collected contact information. 

I contacted two other males, who were also sitting in a vehicle on Tocayo Avenu^us^ast 

jftheintersection with Hollister Street. The driver, and regist ered ow ner, of the v ehicle was flflHHI 
andthe passenger was^^^^^^^^fl.

wearing a dark hat, gray shirt, and light blue jeans.

scene. I provided my witness information to A/Sergeant Bryan (#5301).

OFFICER’S NARRATIVE: 

On 05/28/2018, at approximately 2250 hours, I responded to a report of a suspect causing a disturbance 
with a knife at the intersection of Hollister Street and Tocayo Avenue. I wore a full police uniform and drove 
a marked police vehicle. 

Once on scene I saw that responding officers where tending to the suspect, who was laying on the ground. 
Shortly after, Engine 30 and Medic 30 arrived and began to provide the suspect medical assistance. The 
suspect, Raul Rivera, was pronounced dead on scene shortly after. 

Afterwards, A/Sergeant Adams #5384 instructed me to contact Border Patrol Agents who were on scene 
and obtain their contact information if they were witnesses to the incident. I obtained the personal 
information of the following Border Patrol agents and wrote them on Field Report Interview sheets which I 
provided to investigate units:

NARRATIVE: 


On 05/27/2018, I was on duty in the city and county of San Diego. I was wearing a full police uniform and 
operating a marked San Diego Police. At approximately 2301 hours, I responded to a dispatch radio call 
that was generated at 2252 hours. The nature of the call was regarding a male subject (later identified as 
Raul Luis RIVERA) walking in the middle of the intersection of Hollister Street and Tocayo Avenue, 
displaying a knife in a disturbing manner. While I was in route, the event escalated into RIVERA exhibiting 
aggressive and non-compliant behavior towards police and United States Border Patrol (USBP) agents. 

I arrived on scene with Officer J. Powers (#5418). We approached from approximately one-half block east 
from the intersection with Hollister Street. I observed several police vehicles running idle with their overhead 
lights still flashing. As I exited my vehicle, I heard incomprehensible yelling (presumed to be officers yelling 
commands), followed by several gunshots. Despite hearing the gunshots, I did not observe the shooting 
event itself. 

After hearing the gunshots, Officer Powers and I immediately erected yellow ‘police caution’ tape to secure 
the half block radius east of Hollister Street on Tocayo Avenue. 

When the event was confirmed as an Officer involved shooting, I was assigned with the task of Scribe 
Duties. I documented the following on the SDPD Homicide Scene Roster/Summary Report (PD-187-HO 
form):

In addition to documenting the above listed, I obtained the information of the responding medics.

I remained on scene, at the command post, until I was properly relieved by Officer P. South (#7039). 

After the completion of my involvement of the investigation, I compiled all the pertinent documents and 
reports from all the officers on scene. I would later transfer the packet containing all the said documents to 
Homicide Unit. 

BACKGROUND INFORMATION: 


On 05/26/2018 at approximatel^4^nTours^esponde^^^ispatch radio call of a concerned 
citizen (reporting party: reporting, she witnessed a 

male on the Palm Avenue bridge / overpass, looking down on the below traffic of Interstate 5. The 
reporting party assumed the male was contemplating suicide by jumping from the bridge, onto the 
freeway. She further elaborated, the male had been pacing the location since 1000 hours. 

The description of the male via the call notes was described as: White male, age 40’s, 5’6”, medium 
build. Wearing a black baseball cap, black jacket, and light jeans. 

I arrived on scene with Officers E. Gonzalez (#7514) and Y. Hallios (#7635). I observed the 
described male, sitting down with his legs crossed on the center median. (I later positively identified 
the male as Raul Luis RIVERA). RIVERA’s clothing was baggy. In my training and experience, 
subjects donning baggy clothing have the ability to conceal potential weapons. I advised RIVERA to 
stand up. He immediately stated, “I didn’t do anything” in a concerned manner. I explained to him, I 
was checking his welfare. RIVERA complied. I conducted a cursory pat down for safety. I felt, what I 
believed in my training and experience was a folding knife in his right pant pocket. I removed the 
object, and confirmed it was a folding knife. I handed the knife to Office Hallios. (The knife remained 
in Officer Hallios’ possession until the conclusion of the contact, and was subsequently returned to 
RIVERA) 

While confirming RIVERA’s record and identity at my police vehicle, Officer Hallios was speaking to 
RIVERA. I overheard RIVERA emphasize to Officer Hallios, he was “going through hard times” due 
to a recent passing of a family member. Additionally, RIVERA indicated he lost his home and is 
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homeless. RIVERA also added, he used to be a construction worker, and recently lost his job due to 
an injury. 

After confirming RIVERA’s information, I inquired if RIVERA was feeling suicidal and/or desires to 
harm others. He elaborated he was “fine”. Additionally during my contact with RIVERA, there was no 
indication or objective symptoms he was under the influence. After concluding my contact with 
RIVERA, I safely guided him back to the sidewalk, and released him without further incident. 

The event with RIVERA was captured on my Body-Worn Camera (Event#: El 8050041672) and 
documented on Field Interview #: 4855392.

On 05/27/18 at approximately 2300 hours, I responded to a person brandishing a weapon at Hollister 
Street/Tocayo Ave, in the City of San Diego, California. 

INVESTIGATION: 


When I arrived on scene, I parked my patrol vehicle in the 1800 block of Hollister Street. Medics and fire 
were already on scene, rending medical aid to the suspect, as he laid in the middle of the intersection of 
Hollister Street and Tocayo Ave. 

I assisted at the scene of the shooting by writing down all the vehicles license plates number parked on 
1800 Hollister Street. I document the following vehicles plates: 



I walked southbound on 1800 Hollister Street. I saw several vehicles parked in the middle of the street on 
2300 Tocayo Ave, just east of Hol lister Street. I w alked eastbound on 2300 Tocayo Ave and contacted 
three people sitting inside vehicle The vehicle was facing westbou nd towards Holli ster 

Streetlcontacted and spoke to threepeopleinthevehicle. I identified the driver BHHIH

A female wa^ittin^r^h^ron^assenaei^^ide seat. I identified her as I

Shortly after the police officers arrived she heard 
gunshots, ^^^^^couldnot tell me the number of gunshot she heard or could give me a more detailed 
description of the male holding the knife.

On May 27, 2018, at approximately 2330 hours, A/Sergeant LEAHY informed Homicide Unit Team V 
that an officer involved shooting just occurred. We were directed to respond to the scene of the shooting, 
2300 Tocayo Avenue. I arrived on scene at approximately 0030 hours. At 0122 hours, A/Sergeant T. 
BRYAN gave a briefing on the incident. During the briefing we learned at approximately 2252 hours 
United States Border Patrol agents were flagged down regarding a male brandishing a knife in a 
threatening manner at 2300 Tocayo Avenue. 

San Diego Police Communications received a 9-1-1 call from a passing motorist at 2252 hours, regarding 
a man in the street armed with a knife. S.D.P.D. officers were immediately dispatched to the scene. 

San Diego Police officers arrived and found numerous uniformed Border Patrol Agents already on-scene. 
Border Patrol Agents had Raul RIVERA at gunpoint in the intersection of Tocayo Avenue and Hollister 
Street. RIVERA refused the verbal commands to drop his knife and was threatening officers with the 
weapon. San Diego Police officers deployed less lethal force options such as the bean bag shotgun and 
Taser deployments. This was done in an attempt to subdue and apprehend RIVERA. The use of less 
lethal force options were unsuccessful in subduing RIVERA. 

RIVERA continued to act in a threatening manner and charged towards Officer M. MARTINEZ while 
armed with a knife. RIVERA was shot by Officers M. MARTINEZ, W. CARTER TORRES, and S. 
RODRIGUEZ. RIVERA was struck by gunfire and dropped to the ground. Officers then assessed 
RIVERA’s injuries and attempted to render first aid.

S.D.F.D. Medics arrived on scene and RIVERA was pronounced deceased at 2322 hours. After the 
briefing, I was directed to conduct witness interviews.

I rolled down my window and yelled, “Motherfucker, I will run your ass over! ” 

That is the end of the story. I just kept going to the freeway. When I came back from Starbucks 

towards the intersection it was already done. They (police) had shot and killed him. 


I saw what the guy was doing before that happened. I did not see the shooting. 

I went to Starbucks at 10:55 pm. I was going south on Hollister Street and making a left 
(eastbound) on Tocayo Avenue. I saw the guy trying to kick a car as it was slowly going through the 
intersection. I thought, "What the fuck. ” I thought maybe he cut him off or something. 

Then when I saw the guy coming at me, I then thought, “This guy is off his rocker. ” The guy was 
coming towards me to kick my car. I had the light and just told the guy, “I would run his ass over. ’’ 
Since I had the light I did not have to stop. I had the green left turn arrow. I yelled out my window 
that, “I would run his ass over. ” 1 saw what he was trying to do to the other car. His was out in the 
middle of the intersection causing problems. 

My window was down and my dog was in the car with me and I looked at the guy and thought this 
guy is not right. I did not need no shit. 

Did you see if he had anything in his hands at that time? 

No he did not. Visibly, I could not see. He had nothing in his hands at that time. I couldn’t see if he 
had anything. 












Investigator’s Report

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I got on the 1-5 freeway and went to Starbucks. I told some Deputy Sheriffs who were getting coffee 
at Starbucks that there was some fool down on Saturn kicking cars. I got my Starbucks and when I 
came back the intersection was already blocked off. I drove home by driving through the Tocayo 
Avenue townhouses because the other streets were blocked off 

I returned back from Starbucks to the intersection where the shooting occurred about fifteen minutes 
later. The guy was already shot and I could not see where he was. 

I was initially driving through the intersection before the Border Patrol and San Diego Police 
arrived. I could not see if the guy actually was successful in lacking the car he was trying to hit. It 
looked like he was trying. When I drove through the intersection he turned and tried to do kick my 
car. My passenger window was rolled up because my dog was in the car. My driver window was 
down. I didn ’t have to stop at the intersection because I had the green light. I just drove over the line 
and avoided him in the street. I knew Starbucks was closing in five minutes (11:00 pm) and I wanted 
my Starbucks. 

Was there an actual Deputy Sheriff in Starbucks that you talked to about what you saw? 

Yes, they go there every night at about 10:55 pm before they close. All the Imperial Beach Sheriffs 
go there for coffee before Starbucks closes. 


I just told him (RIVERA) that “I would run his ass over. ” I was just “saying that as bullshitting, 
you /mow. ” I really don’t want to run someone over. 


At 1325 hours, I concluded the interview wit!

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SUMMARY: 


On May 27, 2018, at 2252 hours, United States Border Patrol Agents were flagged down regarding a male 
aimed with a knife who was standing in the middle of the street at 2300 Tocayo Avenue. The armed male 
with the knife was reportedly acting in a threatening manner. Almost simultaneously, San Diego Police 
Department Communications received a call from a passing motorist, regarding a man in the street anned 
with a knife. San Diego Police Department officers were dispatched to the scene. 

San Diego Police Department officers arrived on scene and found numerous unifonned Border Patrol 
Agents had Raul Rivera at gunpoint in the intersection of Tocayo Avenue and Hollister Street. Rivera 
refused verbal commands to drop his knife and was threatening officers with the weapon. San Diego Police 
Department officers deployed bean bag impact projectiles and multiple Taser deployments were directed at 
Rivera in an attempt to subdue and apprehend him. The use of less-than-lethal force options were not 
successful and had no apparent affect. 

Rivera continued to act in a threatening manner and charged towards Officer Michael Martinez while anned 
with the knife. Rivera was shot by Officer Michael Martinez, Officer William Carter-Torres and Officer 
Samuel Rodriguez. Rivera dropped to the ground after being struck by the gunfire. Officers began 
assessing Rivera’s injuries and rendering first aid. San Diego Fire Department paramedics arrived on scene 
and Rivera was ultimately pronounced deceased at 2322 hours. 

There were no officers or other citizens injured during this incident. All of the officers involved in this 
incident had their respective BWCs on. Homicide Team V responded and handled the investigation.

On May 27, 2018, Internal Affairs Detective Sergeant John Huys (5097) and Internal Affairs Detective 
Sergeant Cesar Jimenez (6593) responded to an Officer Involved Shooting at 2300 Tocayo Avenue in the 
City of San Diego. Lieutenant Sharki assigned me the administrative investigation, IA case #2018-0319, 
on May 30, 2018. 

On May 28, 2018, at about 0122 hours, Acting Sergeant Terrance Bryan (5301) provided a briefing to 
Homicide Team V, Internal Affairs and the San Diego Police Department Command Staff. His briefing is 
paraphrased as follows: 

I am acting Sergeant Terrance BRYAN, ID #5301. My unit designato^o^hi^vening is 714S2. At 
2252 hours, San Diego Police Communication^^ceiveda call from was driving 

by the location. Her telephone number is The call was entered into communications at 

approximately 2252 hours. The call was dispatched at approximately 2253 hours. The San Diego 
Police Event number is 18050043895. 

The original call came in as a 415 weapon call, man with a knife, on beat 722. The location was the 
intersection of Hollister Street and Tocayo Avenue. Weather conditions at the time of the incident were 
overcast and dark with street lighting. The approximately temperature at the time of the incident was 
62 degrees. 

The first officer to arrive on scene was Acting Sergeant Kristen ADAMS, ID #5384, arriving at 2256 
hours. Within a minute or so numerous other officers arrived including Sam RODRIGUEZ, ID #6941, 
M. MARTINEZ, ID #7591, W. CARTER, ID #7709, Officer J. MENDOZA, ID #5555, Officer D. 
CASTELLANOS, ID #7329, and Officer M. VERDUZCO, ID #7409. There were also numerous Border 
Patrol agents present. I have the list of Border Patrol agents that were present. I will read it off. 

Border Patrol Agent LUNA, Border Patrol Agent PAIR, and Border Patrol Agent PORTER. They were 
present but heard the incident only. The following Border Patrol agents were present and witnessed 
the actual shooting: Border Patrol Agent PANIAGUA, Border Patrol Agent FELIX, Border Patrol 
Agent GARCIA, Border Patrol Agent ONEIL, Border Patrol Agent HERNANDEZ, Border Patrol Agent 
SHOOK, Border Patrol Agent MARTINEZ, Border Patrol Agent PALAFOX and Border Patrol Agent 
PINO. 

A brief description of the incident: When Acting Sergeant Adams arrived on scene the subject was in 
the intersection of Tocayo Avenue and Hollister Street. He was brandishing a firearm. (Acting 
Sergeant BRYAN later clarified he meant brandishing a lot ife and mistakenly said firearm.) 
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Acting Sergeant ADAMS broadcast over the radio at 2259 hours, that the subject was at gunpoint. At 
2301 hours, a radio broadcast went out that the bean bag had been deployed. At 2302 hours, radio 
broadcast of shots fired.

Paramedic Unit 30 and Engine Company 30 arrived at the scene. EMT Christopher CALDWELL, 
ID#CC4425 and EMT Robert SOLE, ID #RS5763 operated the paramedic unit. They performed CPR 
and other life saving measures. At 2322 hours, the suspect was pronounced dead by Doctor SIMMONS 
from Scripps Mercy Hospital. 


The suspect is currently located in the middle of the intersection ofTocayo Avenue and Hollister Street. 
He is lying on his back with his head positioned towards the southwest and his feet towards the 
northeast. The knife is located approximately 20 ’00 ” south of the suspect and an electron flare has 
been placed over the top of it so it can protect it.

We did do a safety check south of the intersection. At least one Border Patrol vehicle was struck by at 
least one round. That vehicle is still at the scene. No officers were injured during the incident. No 
civilians, other than the suspect were injured. 


The initial reports did not say the suspect was threatening anybody but he was in the intersection waving 
the knife at passing cars. Border Patrol was here and attempted to contact the male before Acting 
Sergeant ADAMS arrived. Border Patrol did not fire any weapons or use any less lethal options. 

Officers MENDOZA and CASTELLANOS each fired five rounds from their bean bag shotguns for a 
total of ten rounds. Officers RODRIGUEZ, MARTINEZ and CARTER all fired their handguns. Iam 
not sure how many rounds. MARTINEZ also, prior to firing his handgun had attempted to use his Taser 
on the suspect and a witness officer, Officer MUNIZ, also used a Taser. All of the officers involved 
both witness and shooting officers, are back at Southern Division. All of the Border Patrol officers are 
at the Imperial Beach Border Patrol Station, located at 1802 Saturn Boulevard. They will be available 
for statements there. 

There is a family thatI don’t know the exact address that appeared to be related 
to the suspect. Initially, shortly after the incident, they had come out of the house and were yelling and 
screaming at officers. They have since gone back into their house. It is not confirmed if the decedent 
is associated to that house. 

Border Patrol Agents are all just witness officers. According to the Border Patrol Supervisor, Agent 
PINO, none of his officers fired their weapons or used any less lethal options. 
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The briefing concluded at 0149 hours. Homicide Acting Sergeant Christopher Leahy (5869) assigned the 
investigation to Homicide Detective Katherine Allison (5806). 

At approximately 0545 hours, a walk-through of the scene was conducted with Officer Rodriguez, Officer 
Carter-Torres and Officer Martinez. 

On September 25, 2018, at 0630 hours, I received the Special Investigation Case #18-602576 from 
Homicide Team V. The investigation contained the police officer interviews, witness interviews, crime 
reports, crime scene photographs, laboratory-reports, Medical Examiner report, Body Worn Camera (BWC) 
videos, and ABLE (Airborne Law Enforcement) video and communications printouts. 

I reviewed the BWC videos to determine relevant videos for this administrative investigation. In watching 
the footage, I determined Officer Carter-Torres’, Officer Rodriguez’s, Officer Martinez’s, Officer Muniz’s 
and Officer Castellanos’ (7329) videos were the most relevant. 

• Officer Cater Torres - At about the 03:52 mark, shots are fired. 

• Officer Rodriguez - At about the 03:26 mark, shots are fired. 

• Officer Martinez - At about the 03:26 mark, shots are fired. 

• Officer Muniz - At about the 03:52 mark, shots are fired. 

• Officer Castellanos - At about the 02:00 mark, shots are fired. 

On September 27, 2018, I reviewed the Special Investigation Book completed by Homicide Team V. I 
reviewed the reports completed by Homicide detectives and ARJIS-9 reports completed by patrol officers 
at the time of the incident. 

The homicide investigation documented Detective Allision (5806) and San Diego Police Criminalists 
Alyssa Carbone (8733) and Adam Dutra (8236) as the investigators who processed the scene. 

I reviewed the Firearms Unit laboratory report prepared by Criminalist Bill Loznycky (8176). Criminalist 
Loznycky completed the report for Officer Carter-Torres’ firearm. The firearm was listed as: 

Glock, Mode^^^rEN 4, 9mm Luger caliber, semi-automatic, safe-action, centerfire pistol, serial 
number 

The ammunition was listed as: 

One 9mm Luger caliber cartridge (Federal brand and Department Approved) in its chamber, four 
9mm Luger caliber cartridges (Federal brand and Department Approved), in its seater [magazine] 
(in place). 
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Criminalist Loznycky made the following observations regarding Officer Carter-Torres’ firearm: 


The total capacity of this pistol “Hot Loaded” with the two extra magazines #2 and #3 i s fifty-two 
cartridges. Thirty-eight cartridges were received withthepistoh^^^^^^^^^^J minus the 
|cartridges received with the pistol equalsMil mihl null il that 
SDPD Officer Carter-Torres fire his pistol a maximum of fourteen times. Officer Carter-Torres 
could have fired his pistol less than the maximum number of fou rteen times i f his seated magazine 
#1 and extra magazine #2 were not loaded to their full capacity of^^^^^Bcartridges each. 

The Glock pistol was checked for function and safety and the pistol was found to be operable. 

I reviewed the Firearms Unit laboratory report prepared by Criminalist Toniann Rebick (8154). Criminalist 
Rebick completed the report for Officer Martinez’s firearm. The firearm was listed as: 


One Glock, Model 17 Gen 4, semi-automatic pistol chamberecUn 9mm Luger, S/N 
four magazines and a TRL-1 HL Streamlight, S/N: works)

The ammunition was listed as: 


All cartridges are consistent with Department ammunition. 

Criminalist Rebick made the following observations regarding Officer Martinez’s firearm: 

The capacity of each of the four magazines is cartridges. The total capacity of the pistol 

with one round in the chamber and a full magazine is ^^^^B cartridges (“hot loaded”). The 
evidence indicates this if the pistol was “hot loaded,” ten cartridges were fired from the pistol. If 
the firearm was not “hot loaded,” a different number of fired cartridges would be indicated. 

The pistol was test fired and was found to operate normally. 

I reviewed the Firearms Unit laboratory report prepared by Criminalist Lisa Wilson (8512). Criminalist 
Wilson completed the report for Officer Rodriguez’s firearm. The fireann was listed as: 

One Glock semiautomatic pistol. Model 17 Gen 4, serial number chambered in 9mm Luger 

caliber with three magazines and an attached flashlight (Streamhgn^n^-1 HL, 
functions properly) 

The ammunition was listed as: 

All cartridges are consistent with Department issue duty ammunition. 
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Criminalist Wilson made the following observations regarding Officer Rodriguez’s firearm: 

The capacity of each of the three magazines is ^^^^^|cartridges. The total capacity of the pistol 
with one cartridge in the chamber and a full magazine is cartridges (“hot loaded”). This 

evidence indicates that a maximum of six cartridges could have been fired from this pistol. If a 
different number of cartridges had been loaded into the seated magazine, then a different number of 
fired cartridges would be indicated. 

The pistol was test fired and was found to operate normally. 

Officers Martinez, Rodriguez and Carter Torres used Glock 17 firearms during the sin m I in 


On September 27, 2018, at 1330 hours, I sent San Diego Police Department Firearms Range Sergeant 
Christopher Sarot (4689) an email, requesting the qualification information for these officers and their 
Glock firearms. 


On September 27, 2018, at 1349 hours, Sergeant Sarot responded to my email with the following 
information:

Training Shoot: 3/8/2018 & 8/6/2018

Torres didn’t complete the training shoot last shift. If he was in phase training, injured, or out on 
Military Leave he would be generally excused. 


On September 28, 2018, at 1245 hours, I conducted records checks on the firearms discharged during this 
incident. The Glock firearms discharged by Officer Martinez and Officer Carter-Torres were issued by the 
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Sail Diego Police Department. The Glock firearm discharged by Officer Rodriguez is his personally owned 
firearm. 

On September 28, 2018, at 1335 hours, I confirmed Carter-Torres was in phase training (2 nd phase) during 
this incident. 

On September 28, 2018, at 1412 hours, I viewed Officer Martinez’s and Officer Rodriguez’s personnel 
files. I confirmed Officer Martinez was authorized to possess his personally owned Glock 43 firearm as a 
secondary firearm during the incident. I confirmed Officer Rodriguez was authorized to possess his 
personally owned Glock 17 as his duty weapon. 

During this investigation, I confirmed all officers were in compliance with San Diego Police 
Department firearms procedures. 

On December 18, 0530 hours, I received a copy of the District Attorney’s letter dated December 13, 2018. 
It was prepared by District Attorney Summer Stephan. The conclusion to District Attorney Stephan’s letter 
states: 


In this case, law enforcement officers were confronted by an agitated subject who was armed 
with a knife and was under the influence of narcotics. Mr. Rivera urged officers to shoot him 
as he advanced toward them. The officers’ attempts of verbal de-escalation and use of less 
lethal methods of subduing Rivera were unsuccessful. Rivera charged at Officer Martinez in 
such a threatening manner Martinez believed his life was in danger. Officers Carter-Torres 
and Rodriguez witnessed Rivera threaten Martinez with a knife and also reasonably feared for 
the safety of Martinez. Martinez fired at Rivera in his own defense and Carter-Torres and 
Rodriguez shot Rivera to prevent Rivera from injuring or killing Martinez. Based on these 
circumstances, the officers bear no criminal liability for their actions. 

The statements in this investigation were obtained from the Homicide Investigation Case #18-602576. The 

officers and witnesses were not interviewed by Internal Affairs. 
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CONCLUSION: 


On May 27, 2018, at 2252 hours, United States Border Patrol Agents were flagged down regarding a male 
armed with a knife who was standing in the middle of the street at 2300 Tocayo Avenue. The armed male 
with the knife was reportedly acting in a threatening maimer. Almost simultaneously, San Diego Police 
Department Communications received a call from a passing motorist, regarding a man in the street armed 
with a knife. San Diego Police Department officers were dispatched to the scene. 

San Diego Police Department officers arrived on scene and found numerous uniformed Border Patrol 
Agents had Raul Rivera at gunpoint in the intersection of Tocayo Avenue and Hollister Street. Rivera 
refused verbal commands to drop his knife and was threatening officers with the weapon. San Diego Police 
Department officers deployed bean bag impact projectiles and multiple Taser deployments were directed at 
Rivera in an attempt to subdue and apprehend him. The use of less-than-lethal force options were not 
successful and had no apparent affect. 

Rivera continued to act in a threatening manner and charged towards Officer Michael Martinez while armed 
with the knife. Rivera was shot by Officer Michael Martinez, Officer William Carter-Torres and Officer 
Samuel Rodriguez. Rivera dropped to the ground after being struck by the gunfire. Officers began 
assessing Rivera’s injuries and rendering first aid. San Diego Fire Department paramedics arrived on scene 
and Rivera was ultimately pronounced deceased at 2322 hours. 

During his interview with Acting Lieutenant Stephen Shebloski (5317) and Acting Sergeant Christopher 
Leahy (5869) of the Homicide Unit, Officer Martinez gave the paraphrased statement: 

My partner Officer Muniz and I heard this call come out as a 415 knife. I remember hearing 
over the radio there was a male suspect swinging a knife towards oncoming vehicles. 

Sergeant Adams got on the radio and said that Border Patrol had the suspect at gunpoint. 

We approached the scene where the SDPD and Border Patrol vehicles were. We parked a 
little bit south of the rest of the vehicles and when I approached the scene I observed a white 
or Hispanic male. He had a knife in his right hand. He was holding it pretty tight. He was 
advancing on the Border Patrol agents who had him at gunpoint. 

I took my firearm out of the holster. I believed he was close enough that he would easily be 
able to stab any of those two or three Border Patrol agents. The only reason I didn’t fire was 
because there was two other Border Patrol agents in the background. So I holstered my 
firearm. 

I pulled out my Taser since a lot of officers already had their lethal weapons out. One SDPD 
officer had the bean bag pointed at the suspect and that’s the reason why I pulled my Taser 
out. 
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I heard a lot of yelling back and forth. I did point my Taser at the subject and it was around 
the time when the bean bag was deployed. One bean bag struck him either in his stomach 
or center chest. He quickly leaned slightly forward and then he turned and ran. He turned 
his back towards all of us and ran westbound on Tocayo. The bean bag did not appear to 
have any effect on him. 

He continued running westbound on Tocayo. I began running after him. I had my Taser 
out. I pointed it towards him. He turned around towards me. He still had the knife in his 
right hand. I told him to get down. I kept giving him multiple directives to get on the ground. 
He did not comply. 

I yelled for lethal to come on my right side. I felt that he was already so close to those Border 
Patrol agents, I thought he would be willing to try to stab me with that knife so I wanted 
lethal by me. 

I told him to get down on the ground, he said, “no” twice. I yelled out, “Taser! Taser! Taser!” 
and I deployed my Taser. I thought I had a good shot at one point where he kind of stopped 
and stayed still, but it missed. I don’t believe the Taser struck him. 

He was kind of swinging the knife around. He turned around and then ran in the middle of 
the intersection. I was trying to run after him and trying to get my extra Taser cartridge out. 
I just couldn’t do it. I removed my firearm from my holster and I was giving him directives 
to get on the ground. I yelled, “San Diego Police! Get on the ground!” He wasn’t complying 
with my directives or any of the other officers’ directives. 

He had the knife kind of close to him, almost in a fighting stance. He took an aggressive 
stance with me. He began advancing towards me, kind of half-hopping and half-jogging 
towards me. I went back a couple of steps and he continued to advance and I discharged my 
firearm in his direction. I believe I fired approximately five rounds. 

I felt that he was going to stab me or one of the other officers. I thought he might stab me, 
possibly kill me. It looked like the type of weapon that could produce great bodily injury. 

We placed him in handcuffs. Somebody cut his shirt off of him. We put him in the recovery 
position. I searched him for other weapons. I didn’t render any aid to him. One of the other 
officers was getting the quick gauze. Fire was 97 quickly so they took over. 

I estimate he was approximately fifteen away from me when he rushed at me with the knife. 
When he rushed at me I was in fear of my life. I thought he was going to stab me with the 
knife. 
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For further details of Officer Martinez’s statement, see his interview by Homicide Acting Lieutenant 
Shebloski and Homicide Acting Sergeant Leahy. 

During his interview with Acting Lieutenant Stephen Shebloski, Acting Sergeant Christopher Leahy, and 
Lieutenant Anthony Dupree (5048) of the Homicide Unit, Officer Carter Torres gave the paraphrased 
statement: 

I am in Field Training. This is my 2 nd phase. My FTO is Officer Jeffrey Skiba (6807). Tonight I 
was 713U2. I was carrying my department issued Glock 17 and I was not carrying a secondary 
weapon. 

Tonight we heard a “hot” call come out that Border Patrol had someone at gunpoint. The suspect 
with the knife. My FTO, it was Officer Samuel Rodriguez for tonight, was driving and I was typing. 
We responded Code 3.1 read the call on the way there. A guy with a knife. I assumed they had the 
guy under control. 

I got out of my patrol vehicle and I turned on my body camera. I heard the bean bags going off and 
I heard yelling. This included, “Put the knife down!” I started running over there, but Officer 
Rodriguez^^^^^^^^|so I decided to go back to him. We approached the scene again together. 
I saw the suspect running towards us. Behind the suspect I see the other officers, so lethal was not 
an option. I took out my Taser. Officer Rodriguez and I deployed our Tasers at the subject 
approximately at the same time. It didn’t stop the guy. He just cut the wire to his arms and kept 
moving. I reloaded my Taser. I thought about switching to lethal, since the Taser and bean bags 
were not working. They did not have any effect on him at all. 

I started worrying. I believed the subject was dangerous. He started moving in the intersection. He 
then sprinted at Officer Martinez. The subject had the knife. The knife was silver and it was in his 
right hand. He was closer to ten feet away. I remember thinking at the Academy, they said all it 
takes is 22 feet for someone to stab you. I thought, he is closer than 22 feet, and he is going to stab 
me. 


The subject ran at Officer Martinez with the knife. He was well within ten feet. I thought he was 
going to stab Officer Martinez, so I opened fire. If I would not have opened fire, the subject would 
have stabbed Officer Martinez. 1 fired thirteen rounds. The subject fell. We all stopped shooting. 
The suspect would not let go of the knife. We kept telling him. I could see he was still tense. He 
was trying to move his other arm up, trying to get up. We got a team together to kick the knife away 
and go hands on. Another officer kicked the knife away. The subject was still holding it. Other 
officers rolled him into the recovery position and handcuffed him. Another officer started applying 
first aid. I provided light for the other officers. 
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For further details of Officer Carter Torres’ statement, see interview by Homicide Acting Lieutenant 
Stephen Shebloski, Homicide Acting Sergeant Christopher Leahy and Homicide Lieutenant Anthony 
Dupree. 

During his interview with Acting Lieutenant Stephen Shebloski and Acting Sergeant Christopher Leahy of 
the Homicide Unit, Officer Rodriguez gave the paraphrased statement: 

Tonight I was working as 713U2. I was carrying my personal Glock 17. I did not have a secondary 
weapon on me. 

I was driving to the 10-17. I heard the call of “415 weapon” come out. I heard a Border Patrol 
agent had someone at gunpoint. I activated my overhead lights to drive Code 3. I took 
approximately one minute to arrive at the scene. I parked and positioned my vehicle to block off 
two westbound lanes of traffic. 

As I got out of the vehicle and started walking up, I heard gunshots. I then saw they were bean bag 
rounds, because I could see the white casings flying. As I was approaching, I could see a male 
running around and several officers were around him. He began to run westbound. As we got into 
the intersection, I heard several other shots fired. They were bean bag rounds. 

The male started running in my direction. He had a knife in his right hand and he was holding it 
very tightly. The knife was silver metallic. It was possibly four inches long, about an inch and a 
half wide to two inches. I took out my Taser. At that time I thought he was approaching me and 
I felt like my life was in immediate danger. I considered dropping my Taser and taking out my gun 
and shooting him, but I deployed my Taser. It was ineffective. He just threw it off. He used his 
hands to push away the wires. 

My trainee deployed his Taser almost simultaneously with mine. Then the suspect continued 
towards the intersection. He was standing there, facing all the officers. His hands were mid 
abdomen, both hands balled up with the knife. He was holding the knife very tightly and taking an 
aggressive stance towards us. There were people telling him, “Drop the knife! Drop the knife!” 

Another bean bag round was shot and was ineffective. He was not slowing down. He wasn’t 
complying or reacting to anything that we were telling him. Officer Castellanos asked for lethal 
cover, which I volunteered for. 

The subject continued to take large strides towards us. When he did that he made hesitation moves. 
He still had the knife in his right hand. He moved towards us. He had a running pace towards 
Officer Martinez. I thought his life was in immediate danger. That is when I decided to fire my 
weapon. I fired approximately four rounds. I estimate the subject was ten or fifteen feet away. 
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The subject went down and he was on his back. He was still holding on the knife tightly. The other 
officers told him to “Drop the knife! Drop the knife!” Officer Martinez said, “Drop the knife. We 
need to give you medical care.” The subject started moving around and then he dropped the knife. 

I was part of the arrest team. I turned the subject over so he could be handcuffed. I took out my 
knife and I started cutting open his shirt to see if there were any injuries. Blood was just gushing 
out. I told Officer Castellanos that if he stopped breathing, I would do chest compressions. 

For further details of Officer Rodriguez’s statement, see interview by Homicide Acting Lieutenant 
Shebloski and Homicide Acting Sergeant Leahy. 

San Diego Police Department Procedure 1.05, Firearms Procedures, Section III, B, 2, (06/20/17), 

states in part: 

B. No officer shall discharge a firearm in the performance of duty except: 

2. When the officer has a reasonable belief that a subject (or animal) poses an 
imminent threat of death or serious bodily injury to the officer or another 
person. 

Raul Rivera was armed with a deadly weapon (knife) when San Diego Police Department officers and 
Border Patrol agents contacted him. Rivera was told by multiple officers at the scene to surrender and drop 
the knife. Rivera refused to comply. Officers used a variety of less-lethal weapons (bean bag shotgun, 
Taser) in order to gain Rivera’s compliance. These less-lethal weapons were ineffective. Rivera, while 
still in possession of the knife, charged at the officers at the scene. 

Officer Martinez, Officer Carter Torres and Officer Rodriguez all fired their firearms at Rivera. During 
their interview with the Homicide Unit, all three officers stated they believed Rivera was going to stab 
either themselves or another officers. 

San Diego Police Department Procedure 1.04, Use of Force, Section III (03/08/18), states in part: 

The San Diego Police Department recognizes and respects the value of human life, having this 
as its highest priority. It is the policy and practice of the Department to train its personnel in 
the use of the safest, most humane restraint procedures and force options currently known. 

The Department seeks to demonstrate integrity, and make decisions that are fair, respectful, 
lawful, and based on good judgment. 
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In the performance of their duties, officers may encounter situations where the use of force is 
reasonable in order to effect a detention or arrest, to overcome resistance, or to protect 
themselves or others. Force, as authorized by Penal Code section 835a, and as set forth in this 
policy, may be used in those situations. The decision to use deadly force in response to an 
imminent threat of death or serious bodily injury to the officer or another person is one of the 
most critical decisions an officer will ever be called upon to make. 

Only force that is reasonable to overcome resistance may be used to effect a detention or an 
arrest, or take a mentally ill or emotionally disturbed person into protective custody. The U.S. 
Supreme Court in Graham v. Connor, 490 U.S. 386 (1989), acknowledged that the 
“reasonableness” test in analyzing the use of force is “not capable of precise definition or 
mechanical application.” For that reason, in determining whether an officer’s use of force is 
reasonable in a particular case, it is necessary to evaluate the facts and circumstances 
confronting the officer at the time force was used. All of the surrounding circumstances will 
be considered, including whether the subject posed an imminent threat to the safety of the 
officer or others, the severity of the crime at issue, and whether the suspect actively resisted 
arrest or attempted to flee. 

Penal Code section 835a authorizes an officer to use reasonable force to make a lawful arrest, 
prevent an escape, or to overcome resistance. Officers are not required to retreat or desist from 
their efforts by reason of resistance or threatened resistance of the person being arrested. 

The evaluation of an officer’s use of force will be undertaken from the perspective of a 
reasonable officer on the scene, not through the 20/20 vision of hindsight. The central inquiry 
in every use of force case is whether the amount of force used by the officer was objectively 
reasonable in light of the particular circumstances faced by the officer. 

San Diego Police Department Procedure 1.04, Use of Force, Section IV (03/08/18), states in part: 

E. Deadly Force - force that creates a substantial risk of causing death or serious bodily 
injury. 

San Diego Police Department procedure states when an officer has a reasonable belief that a subject poses 
an imminent threat of death or serious bodily injury to the officer or another person, the use of a firearm is 
allowed. 

Based on Officer Martinez, Officer Carter-Torres and Officer Rodriguez’s statements, San Diego Police 
Department procedures, the investigation conducted by Homicide Team V and my administrative 
investigation, Officer Martinez, Officer Carter-Torres and Officer Rodriguez used their firearms to stop an 
imminent threat of great bodily injury or death to themselves and other officers. The decision of Officer 
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Martinez, Officer Carter-Torres and Officer Rodriguez to use deadly force was reasonable, legal and 
WITHIN Department Policy and Procedure.

BACKGROUND: 

On May 27, 2018 at approximately 2338 hours, I was notified that my response was needed at 
the scene of an Officer Involved Shooting (OIS) at the intersection of Tocayo Avenue and 
Hollister Street. I arrived at the scene at approximately 0027 hours on May 28, 2018. 

BRIEFING: 

The following information was obtained during the briefing from Acting Sergeant Bryan: 

* SDPD Communications received a call of a man (Raul Rivera) with a knife in the 
intersection of Tocayo Avenue and Hollister Street. 

* Numerous US Customs and Border Protection Agents and SDPD Officers arrived on scene. 

* Rivera was brandishing a knife. 

® Officers J. Mendoza #5555 and D. Castellanos #7329 deployed beanbag rounds at Rivera. 

» Officers M. Martinez #7591 and M. Muniz #7483 each attempted to deploy Tasers at Rivera. 

* Officers M. Martinez #7591, S. Rodriguez #6941, and W. Carter Torres #7709 fired upon 
Rivera in the intersection. 

* Rivera died at the scene. 

* No US Customs and Border Protection Agents fired upon Rivera nor did they deploy less 
than lethal weapons. 

® No officers or civilians were injured, except for Rivera. 

* One US Customs and Border Protection vehicle was struck by at least one bullet.

SCENE DESCRIPTION: 

The incident occurred on Tocayo Avenue, in and near the intersection with Hollister Street. 

Multiple US Customs and Border Protection vehicles, SDPD vehicles, and other vehicles were 
present in the intersection, on Tocayo Avenue near the intersection, and on Hollister Street near the 
intersection. 

OBSERVATIONS: 

The suspect’s body was on the ground, south of the middle of the intersection of Tocayo Avenue 
and Hollister Street. A knife was south of the suspect’s body. Two bean bags and four shot shells 
were observed northeast of the intersection. Three bean bags and three apparent Taser cartridges 
were present in the intersection. Two bean bags were observed northwest of the intersection. Two 
bean bags, five shot shells, one apparent Taser cartridge, and one apparent Taser dart/electrode were 
located on Tocayo Avenue, west of the intersection with Hollister Street. 

Twenty-eight expended cartridge cases were observed near the middle of the intersection of Tocayo 
Avenue and Hollister Street. All appeared to be from 9mm ammunition. Because of their similar 
location and type, the cartridge cases were not separated into identifiable groups or patterns. 

A US Customs and Border Protection vehicle was parked, facing north, along the curb line of 
Hollister Street, south of the intersection with Tocayo. Two apparent bullet holes were observed: 
one in the windshield and one near the driver’s side head lamp. 

Officer Walk-Through Information 

The following information was obtained from Officer S. Rodriguez during his walk through at the 
scene, as well as Criminalist Lisa Wilson’s Firearms Report dated May 31, 2018: 

• Officer Rodriguez was standing in the northern part of the intersection of Tocayo Avenue and 
Hollister Street when he fired in a southwestern direction. 

• The suspect was moving in a northwestern direction. 

• Officer Rodriguez estimated that he fired 4-5 rounds. 

• The Firearms report indicated that Officer Rodriguez could have fired a maximum of 6 times, if 
the pistol was “hot loaded”. 

The following information was obtained from Officer W. Carter Torres during his walk through at 
the scene, as well as Criminalist Bill Loznycky’s Firearms Report dated May 30, 2018: 

• Officer Carter Torres was standing in the northern part of the intersection of Tocayo Avenue 
and Hollister Street (east of Officer Rodriguez) when he fired in a southern direction. 

• The suspect was running in a northwestern direction. 

• Officer Carter Torres estimated that he fired 8 rounds. 

• The Firearms report indicated that Officer Carter Torres could have fired a maximum of 14 
times, if the pistol was “hot loaded”. 
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The following information was obtained from Officer M. Martinez during his walk through at the 
scene, as well as Criminalist Toniann Rebick’s Fireanns Report dated May 31,2018: 

• Officer Martinez was standing in the northern part of the intersection of Tocayo Avenue and 
Hollister Street (east of Officers Rodriguez and Carter Torres) when he fired in a southern 
direction. 

• The suspect was facing northward. 

• Officer Martinez estimated that he fired 5 rounds. 

• The Fireanns report indicated that Officer Martinez could have fired a maximum of 10 times, 
if the pistol was “hot loaded”. 

Body Worn Camera (BWC) and ABLE Footage 

The BWC footage for the following officers was reviewed: Officer W. Carter Torres, Officer D. 
Castellanos, Officer M. Martinez, Officer J. Mendoza, Officer M. Muniz, Officer J. Powers 
#5418, Officer S. Rodriguez, and Officer M. Verduzco #7409. ABLE footage was also viewed. 
Based upon the BWC and ABLE footage, a screen capture was made of ABLE footage 
immediately before officers fired their pistols, showing the shooting officers and the suspect (see 
Figure 1). The suspect held the knife throughout the confrontation with officers and made 
several movements in the direction of officers.

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Suspect Injuries 

The following information was obtained from Crime Scene Specialist Alyssa Carbone’s autopsy 
photos, evidence impounded, and Detective Jana Beard’s Morgue Scene Report: 

• Seven injuries were noted consistent with bean bag deployment. 

• Injuries were present on the lower left abdomen and web of right hand consistent with Taser 
deployment. 

• Nine gunshot wounds were present on the suspect’s back side. 

• Nine gunshot wounds were present on the suspect’s front side. 

• Eight projectiles and/or fragments were recovered. 

• Several of the gunshot wounds appeared to be correlated to each other (entrances, exits, etc). 
Vehicle Examination 

On June 1, 2018, US Customs and Border Protection vehicle with US Government plate “DHS 
209299” was examined at the Northwestern Substation. 

Apparent bullet holes, bullet impacts, and bullet strike marks were observed on the front of the 
yellow reflector next to the driver’s side headlamps, on the back of the housing for the driver’s 
side headlamp, on the metal support behind the housing for the headlamp, on the exterior surface 
of the internal body panel, on the top surface of the wheel well, and on the interior surface of the 
fender on the driver’s side. All of these observations appear consistent with a single bullet 
passing through the reflector, the back of the housing, and striking multiple areas between the 
internal body panel and the fender. A damaged bullet was recovered from the space between the 
internal body panel and the fender on the driver’s side. 

An apparent bullet hole was present in the driver’s side of the windshield. An apparent bullet 
impact was present on the front of the cage behind the driver’s seat. A possible bullet fragment 
was found on the floor in front of the front passenger seat. 

CONCLUSIONS 

Information obtained from the scene and the vehicle examination, and from viewing the autopsy 
photographs, ABLE video, BWC video, and reports associated with this case leads to the 
following conclusions. 

During the confrontation, multiple officers attempted to subdue the suspect by deploying less 
than lethal weapons numerous times. 

The number of cartridge cases suggests that Officer Rodriguez fired 4-6 rounds, Officer Carter 
Torres fired 12-14 rounds, and Officer Martinez fired 8-10 rounds in the direction of the suspect. 
Multiple rounds struck the suspect. It was not determined which of the bullets recovered from the 
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suspect at autopsy were fired by which officer. Two rounds struck a US Customs and Border 
Protection vehicle downrange from the suspect. 

The officers were generally in the areas and firing in the directions as they described during their 
walk through briefings as the suspect moved toward officer Martinez with a knife in his hand. 

This report contains the conclusions, opinions, and interpretations of the analyst whose signature 
appears below.

On May 28, 2018, at approximately 0003 hours, Sergeant S. Shebloski #5317 informed Homicide Unit 
Team 1 that an officer involved shooting just occurred. We were directed to respond to the scene of the 
shooting, 2300 Tocayo Avenue. I arrived on scene at approximately 0107 hours. At 0122 hours, 
A/Sergeant T. BRYAN gave a briefing on the incident. During the briefing we learned at approximately 
2252 hours United States Border Patrol agents were flagged down regarding a male armed with a knife in 
the street of 2300 Tocayo Avenue, acting in a threatening ma nn er. San Diego Police Communications 
also received a call from a passing motorist at 2252 hours, regarding a man in the street armed with a 
knife and immediately sent patrol officers to the scene, San Diego Police officers arrived on scene and 
found numerous uniformed Border Patrol Agents had Raul RIVERA at gunpoint in the intersection of 
Tocayo Avenue and Hollister Street. RIVERA refused the verbal commands to drop his knife, and was 
threatening officers with the knife. San Diego Police officers deployed bean bag shotgun impact 
projectiles and taser deployments at RIVERA in an attempt to subdue and apprehend him. The use of 
less-lethal force options were not successful and had no apparent affect. RIVERA continued to act in a 
threatening manner and charged towards Officer M. MARTINEZ while armed with a knife. RIVERA 
was shot by Officers M. MARTINEZ, W. CARTER TORRES, and S. RODRIGUEZ. RIVERA was hit 
by gunfire and dropped to the ground. Officers began examining RIVERA to render first aid. SDFD 
Medics arrived on scene and RIVERA was ultimately pronounced deceased at 2322 hours. After the 
briefing, I was directed to conduct witness interviews. 
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handcuffs were put on him. The officers’ rolled the subject back over onto his back and cut his 
shirt off. 

At this point I figured the scene was under control. I walked over to where another agent was 
standing on the northwest comer of Tocayo Avenue and Hollister Street. 

The interview was completed at approximately 0310 hours. Detective Weaver and I provided PORTER 
with our business cards. Detective Weaver took a photo of PORTER at the conclusion of the interview to 
document he was wearing a law enforcement uniform at the time of the shooting. The following is the 
photo:

On May 28, 2018, at approximately 0003 hours, Sergeant Steve SHEBLOSKI #5317 informed Homicide 
Team I that an officer involved shooting had just occurred. According to Sgt. SHEBLOSKI, there were 
multiple law enforcement and civilian witnesses at the scene and Team V needed assistance. I was 
directed to respond to the scene, located at 2300 Tocayo Avenue, to assist Homicide Team V with witness 
statements. I arrived on scene at approximately 0100 hours. 

At 0122 hours, A/Sergeant T. BRYAN gave the briefing of the incident. During the briefing we learned at 
approximately 2252 hours United States Border Patrol Agents were flagged down regarding a male armed 
with a knife in the intersection of Hollister and Tocayo Avenue. San Diego Police Communications 
received a call from a passing motorist at 2252 hours, regarding a man in the street armed with a knife and 
immediately dispatched patrol officers to the scene. San Diego Police Officers arrived on scene and found 
numerous Border Patrol Agents had Raul RIVERA at gunpoint in the intersection of Tocayo Avenue and 
Hollister Street. RIVERA refused the verbal commands to drop the knife and was threatening officers and 
agents with the knife. San Diego Police Officers deployed bean bag shotgun impact projectiles and Taser 
deployments at RIVERA in an attempt to subdue and apprehend him. The use of non-lethal force options 
were not successful and had no apparent affect. RIVERA continued to act in a threatening manner and 
charged towards Officer M. MARTINEZ while armed with a knife. RIVERA was shot by Officers M. 
MARTINEZ, W. CARTER TORRES, and S. RODRIGUEZ. RIVERA was hit by the gunfire and dropped 
the ground. Officers began examining RIVERA to render first aid. SDFD Medics #30 arrived on scene 
and RIVERA was ultimately pronounced deceased at 2322 hours. 
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arrived I grabbed my body armor and put it on. I saw the SDPD officers taking shotguns out of 
their truck. I heard “bean bag.” I did hear and see them discharging. Someone had yelled “less 
lethal.” I could tell they were bean bag rounds because the guy did not go down and they didn’t 
seem to affect him. I know they went empty. I remember one of the officers was asking for more 
rounds. 

I assume he got hit because I didn’t see the impact, but there was no visible effect on him. I saw 
the subject with the knife in his right hand. I can’t describe the knife, but I know it was a knife. He 
was darting about the whole intersection, mostly on the north side. I saw him take quite a few 
steps towards the officers and agents at different times with the knife. There was a lot of yelling. I 
don’t know what he was yelling. I heard people yelling at him to put the knife down. There was a 
lot of commotion going on. I remember being concerned about the crossfire because as he moved 
about the intersection he moved between groups of officers. 

I know he got hit with at least two Tasers. They had no effect on him. After he ripped the prongs 
out, he ran westbound on Tocayo. He got about 75-100 yards. Different officers and agents 
pursued him on foot. He came back eastbound. The whole time he was being aggressive towards 
officers and agents, walking towards them and then changing direction. He got back to the middle 
of the intersection. I was east of him. There was about 5-6 SDPD Officers in the middle of the 
intersection facing south. He was still coming eastbound at which point I thought he was coming 
at me. At that point I un-holstered my weapon. He changed direction and went towards the line of 
5-6 officers. At that point there were shots fired. I thought it was 12-15 gunshots. SDPD fired 
these gunshots. I was about 10 feet from the officers. 

I carry the standard issue I did not fire my weapon. I did not deploy a Taser. 

After the shots were fired, he (the subject) fell onto his back. He never let go of the knife. Officers 
were yelling at him to drop the knife. He had the knife in his right hand. It sounded like he was 
trying to breathe. It was probably his last breath he finally relaxed his arm down to the ground. At 
that point, SDPD moved in and removed the knife from his hand. They rolled him over at one 
point. I remember going around the perimeter to check to see who had fired a weapon or deployed 
anything and if they were ok. One of the rounds went through Agent Shook’s vehicle. It was on 
the eastern side of Hollister as you approach Tocayo. 

SDPD Officers were yelling about civilian traffic northbound on Hollister and they were yelling 
for someone to stop the cars. Paniagua ran to his truck and moved it to the south side of the 
intersection to block the traffic. This happened just before the shooting. 

The subject I thought was a white male. I think he had short hair or bald. I can’t remember. I don’t 
remember what he was saying. I did not hear another language. He appeared to understand the 
verbal commands the officers were giving. 

The interview ended at 0350 hours.

#5317 directing me and the remaining members of Homicide Team 1 to respond to 2300 Tocayo Avenue 
to assist Homicide Team 5 with an officer involved shooting incident. I responded to the scene and met 
with the following personnel: Sergeant S. Shebloski #5317, A/Sgt C. Leahy #5869, Detectives J. Beard 
#4807, D. Burrow #5268, K. Allison #5806, T. Barr #5533, M. Weaver #6153 and A. Taylor #6399. 

A/Sergeant T. Bryan #5301conducted the briefing. During the briefing we learned at approximately 2252 
hours United States Border Patrol Agents were flagged down regarding a male armed with a knife in the 
intersection of Hollister Street and Tocayo Avenue. San Diego Police Communications received a call 
from a passing motorist at 2252 hours, regarding a man in the street armed with a knife and immediately 
dispatched patrol officers to the scene. 

San Diego Police Officers arrived on scene and found numerous Border Patrol Agents had Raul RIVERA 
at gunpoint in the intersection of Tocayo Avenue and Hollister Street. RIVERA refused the verbal 
commands to drop the knife and was threatening officers and agents with the knife. San Diego Police 
Officers deployed bean bag shotgun impact projectiles and Taser deployments at RIVERA in an attempt 
to subdue and apprehend him. The use of non-lethal force options were not successful and had no 
apparent affect. 

RIVERA continued to act in a threatening manner and charged towards Officer M. MARTINEZ while 
aimed with a knife. RIVERA was shot by Officers M. MARTINEZ, W. CARTER TORRES, and S.

SDFD Medics #30 arrived on scene and RIVERA was ultimately pronounced 
deceased at 2322 hours. 

During the briefing we learned there were at least 12 Border Patrol Agents present and none of them 
claimed to have fired their service weapon during this incident. I was also told these Agents were no 
longer at the scene and had returned to their station located at 1802 Saturn Boulevard. The patrol briefing 
concluded at approximately 0149 hours. At the conclusion of the briefing Homicide Team 1 detectives 
were assigned to interview Border Patrol Agents who witnessed the incident. I left the scene at 0200 
hours. 

Detectives Barr, Weaver and Taylor and I went to 1802 Saturn Blvd to interview the agents. I anived at 
the border patrol station at 0205 hours. Upon our arrival we met with Supervisor Border Patrol Agent 
Pino and Border Patrol Agent Rollins. Agent Rollins sat in on each of the interviews I conducted. 
Detective Ban - and I interviewed nine agents separately in the conference room. The interviews were 
recorded for clarity and a copy can be reviewed for complete details. This is an “in essence” report and 
is not meant to be a word for word account of my conversation with Agent Paniagua. The following, 
paraphrased, is essentially Paniagua’s statement and his answers to our questions. Agent Paniagua was 
in full Border Patrol uniform during the incident. 

Interview of A 2 ent David Paniagua - Witness : 

I was driving a 2012 Tahoe, marked with lights and siren. At approximately 2300 hours I heard 
over the radio, an agent call of a subject with a knife at the intersection of Tocayo and Hollister. I 
was already enroute to that area so I responded. I advised I was enroute from 1-5 and Tocayo. I 
exited the freeway and went west bound on Tocayo. As I arrived at the intersection I saw a 
marked unit parked in the middle of the intersection facing north bound on Hollister. It was one 
of our units. There was another vehicle, a van unit facing southbound, just to the left of the first 
vehicle. I came around behind the Tahoe and was on the west of it. I had my lights and siren on. 
I exited my vehicle. I saw the subject between a Ford Ranger pickup which was facing south 
bound on Hollister, and the first marked unit that I saw there. 

As I was moving to my left I saw the subject was wearing a gray t-shirt, it had “Army ” on it. He 
had a knife in his right hand. I saw the first Agent directly in front of the subject. I approached 
on the right of the subject. At that time I didn ’t hear Agent O 'Neil say anything. I yelled at the 
subject, “Drop the knife! ” He looked at me and I tried to make small talk with him. I looked at 
his shirt and asked him if he was in the Army. He replied, “Fuck no! ” I told him I was in the 
Army and he again replied, “Fuck no!" I then gave him constant orders to drop the knife. He 
started going towards his left and advancing towards Agent O ’Neil. We both had our weapons 
drawn and we kept repeatedly yelling, “Drop the knife, drop the knife! ” As the subject moved 
around I stayed to his right so I would not be caught in the crossfire of O ’Neil. As we turned I 
realized there were more agents and possibly police. There were now four or five of us. I could 
hear other agents advising to watch our crossfire. I moved closer to O 'Neil. 

I remember seeing a San Diego Police Department officer running with a red shotgun. Somebody 
earlier had asked for less lethal. The officer with the red shotgun passed us. San Diego PD was 
on my left and said they have less lethal and they fired. I heard two shots, they made contact, the 
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subject flinched and started running west bound on Tocayo. Yes, they were bean bag rounds and 
he yelled, “I have less lethal, less lethal. ” I saw the subject flinch and he took off running west 
bound. We all followed behind him. He stopped 30-50 yards away from the initial contact, west 
bound on Tocayo. A different officer with a red shotgun yelled, “less lethal, less lethal. ” Several 
more shots were fired and the subject started running east bound. It was a different officer and he 
made contact with the subject. The subject flinched a couple times and he ran back to the same 
spot where he started. He flinched. They were good shots on him but he just kept going. 

As the subject was running back someone deployed the Taser. I heard, “Taser, Taser, Taserl” I 
was not sure if it was PD or Border Patrol but after I knew no BP deployed any less lethal. I do 
remember hearing, “Taser, Taser, Taser! ” The subject flinched, stopped, reached for the prongs 
and took them off. We were back on the intersection. There were two vehicles coming north on 
Hollister. One of the PD officers yelled for someone to stop the traffic. I ran to my vehicle and 
moved it 50-75 yards south of the intersection. I blocked north bound traffic on Hollister. I was 
south of the intersection blocking north bound traffic, on Hollister. I saw the vehicles getting 
closer. I exited my vehicle and I was facing the traffic coming north bound. I waved at the cars to 
stop and I recognized the two cars were marked Border Patrol vehicles. 

As soon as I recognized the vehicles I started to turn north and I heard the shots. I heard four to 
six shots. As I recognized they were gun shots I ducked behind the tire area of my vehicle. Shots 
were coming this way and I hid behind the tire area. As soon as the shots stopped, I drew my 
pistol and ran around my vehicle. I saw the subject was down on the ground. 

My vehicle was not hit. Another vehicle was parked to my right on the corner and that vehicle 
was hit. As I was yelling at the two vehicles approaching, I stop and I heard the shots. I was 
south of the incident. I could not hear what was being said to the subject. 

After the shooting I noticed it was a folding knife. Prior to that I could see the blade coming out 
of his right hand. He had it in his right hand and I could the blade sticking out. He never swung 
the knife at me. He was mostly facing Agent O ’Neil. At one point he looked at me. That’s when 
he replied, “Fuck no’’ about the Army. He did yell several times, “Shoot me, shoot me!” We 
yelled at him we didn’t want to shoot him and drop the knife. I was not close enough to him to 
recognize if he was under the influence. When he said, “Shoot me ” I imagined he was trying to 
suicide by cop. I don’t know what his motives were. I never shot or used less lethal. We do not 
have body worn cameras. My duty weapon is After I saw the body on the 

ground I advised dispatch and updated them. I requested EMS. I also advised no Border Patrol 
or PD officers were injured. The subject acknowledged me when I came up. I made verbal 
contact and he replied. I was trying to get his attention but he would ignore. I could only hear the 
uniform people. 

Interview ended at 0259 hours.

On May 28, 2018, at approximately 0003 hours, I received a text message from Homicide Sgt. Shebloski 
#5317 directing me and the remaining members of Homicide Team 1 to respond to 2300 Tocayo Avenue 
to assist Homicide Team 5 with an officer involved shooting incident. I responded to the scene and met 
with the following personnel: Sergeant S. Shebloski #5317, A/Sgt C. Leahy #5869, Detectives J. Beard 
#4807, D. Burrow #5268, K. Allison #5806, T. Barr #5533, M. Weaver #6153 and A. Taylor #6399. 

A/Sergeant T. Bryan #5301conducted the briefing. During the briefing we learned at approximately 2252 
hours United States Border Patrol Agents were flagged down regarding a male armed with a knife in the 
intersection of Hollister Street and Tocayo Avenue. San Diego Police Communications received a call 
from a passing motorist at 2252 hours, regarding a man in the street armed with a knife and immediately 
dispatched patrol officers to the scene. 

San Diego Police Officers arrived on scene and found numerous Border Patrol Agents had Raul RIVERA 
at gunpoint in the intersection of Tocayo Avenue and Hollister Street. RIVERA refused the verbal 
commands to drop the knife and was threatening officers and agents with the knife. San Diego Police 
Officers deployed bean bag shotgun impact projectiles and Taser deployments at RIVERA in an attempt 
to subdue and apprehend him. The use of non-lethal force options were not successful and had no 
apparent affect. 

RIVERA continued to act in a threatening manner and charged towards Officer M. MARTINEZ while 
armed with a knife. RIVERA was shot by Officers M. MARTINEZ, W. CARTER TORRES, and S. 
RODRIGUEZ. RIVERA was hit by the gunfire and dropped the ground. Officers began examining 
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RIVERA to render first aid. SDFD Medics #30 arrived on scene and RIVERA was ultimately pronounced 
deceased at 2322 hours. 

During the briefing we learned there were at least 12 Border Patrol Agents present and none of them 
claimed to have fired their service weapon during this incident. I was also told these Agents were no 
longer at the scene and had returned to their station located at 1802 Saturn Boulevard. The patrol briefing 
concluded at approximately 0149 hours. At the conclusion of the briefing Homicide Team 1 detectives 
were assigned to interview Border Patrol Agents who witnessed the incident. I left the scene at 0200 
hours. 

Detectives Barr, Weaver and Taylor and I went to 1802 Saturn Blvd to interview the agents. I arrived at 
the border patrol station at 0205 hours. Upon our arrival we met with Supervisor Border Patrol Agent 
Pino and Border Patrol Agent Rollins. Agent Rollins sat in on each of the interviews I conducted. 
Detective Barr and I interviewed nine agents separately in the conference room. The interviews were 
recorded for clarity and a copy can be reviewed for complete details. 

This is an “in essence” report and is not meant to be a word for word account of my conversation with 
Agent Palafox. The following, paraphrased, is essentially Palafox’s statement and his answers to our 
questions. Agent Palafox was in civilian clothing (long sleeve black and white shirt, blue jeans) during 
the incident. 

Interview of Agent Alexander Palafox - Witness : 

I pulled up to the intersection of Tocayo and Hollister. I noticed a Border Patrol Agent vehicle 
heading north. I didn’t know who it was until he got out the vehicle. I saw it was Agent O’Neil. I 
was behind Agent Garcia. I couldn ’t see the subject or the knife at that time because I was behind 
the vehicles. Once I got close enough I noticed the male had a knife. We got out of our vehicles. 
The subject made contact with Agent O ’Neil. Agent O ’Neil was telling the subject to get out of the 
road and drop the knife. I think the knife was in his right hand. It was a 3 ”-4 ” blade. It was dark 
but it was obvious it was a knife. At first I didn’t know what the subject was doing then I saw the 
Imife. 

The subject walked around Agent O’Neil’s vehicle and then behind a transport vehicle. The 
transport vehicle had pulled up and was parallel to Agent O ’Neil’s vehicle, east of it. The subject 
went around the whole vehicle and was talking to Agent O 'Neil. We paralleled him and he was 
being told to drop the knife and stop. He was saying, “No, no, no! You ’re going to have to shoot 
me! ” He was not complying. He was not attacking anyone but he was aggressive. Everyone was 
telling him to drop the knife and he kept saying, “No, no, no!" 

More Agents and San Diego PD showed up on the scene. An officer got there with a less lethal 
bean bag shotgun. All I heard was, “Drop the knife, drop the knife ”, the subject said, “No, no, 
no! ” They then started deploying the less lethal bean bag on him. The subject started running 
away from the intersection on Tocayo. We were chasing him but he wasn’t dropping the knife. 
Then he started running back east bound and across the intersection. I think another officer 
showed up with another less lethal shotgun. I think he also deployed the bean bag to get the 
subject to drop the knife but he didn’t drop it. I could see the subject getting impacted with the 
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bean bags. I couldn’t tell how many. I saw the officer who came from the north on Hollister and 
impact him with the bean bags. I saw the second officer to the east deploy bean bags but I don *t 
know if his impacted the subject. They were yelling less lethal. They also tased him twice. It was 
San Diego PD. The bean bags had no effect. He grunted but he was shrugging them off and 
running around. The taser didn ’t affect him either. I don’t know how well the connection was but 
he just ripped the two wires off and kept going. He was running away and waving the knife. 

He was always on his feet running away, then charging at us, then running away. Once he got to 
the middle of the intersection he was tased again but it didn't affect him.. The San Diego PD 
officers were yelling at him , ‘Drop the knife, drop the knife! y> It was at that time he charged at 
them and they shot him. 


I think I heard 10-12 shots, I don't know. It was more than five. Once he lunged at them they 
fired. I coiddn’t say exactly how many shots but it was more than five. I was on the west side of 
the intersection, maybe twenty feet from them. I saw the shooting. I think four to six officers fired 
but I don Y know exactly. I was focusing on the subject. The subject still stood for a few seconds 
then he dropped but he was not letting go of the knife. The officers were trying to get to him to 
help him but he wasn’t complying. Even as he fell to the ground he still had the Imife in his hand 
holding on to it. I was west of the officers. They were shooting south and I was west of them, 
about twenty feet. I was behind Agent Garcia’s vehicle. Once the subject started going aro und I 
moved my vehicle to the corner and I came back to Agent Garcia. IPs on the west corner of 
Tocayo and Hollister. IPs a Chevy Tahoe. It's my personal vehicle. 


When the subject ran west he ran past my vehicle and then when he ran back east he ran on the 
sidewalk past my vehicle and into the intersection. I was dressed like this (casual attire). I had 


my duty weapon, radio and badge. I have the \ 


and a concealed carry holster. 


I saw the subject moving around so I parked my vehicle. I saw cars behind us and when I parked 
they passed us. We were south bound on Hollister when we arrived. I had my firearm out. I 
never fired or used pepper spray.

WITNESS STATEMENT: 


On May 28, 2018, at approximately 0003 hours, Sergeant S. SHEBLOSKI #5317 informed Homicide 
Unit Team 1 that an officer involved shooting just occurred. We were directed to respond to the scene of 
the shooting, 2300 Tocayo Avenue. I arrived on scene at approximately 0045 hours. At 0122 hours, 
A/Sergeant T. BRYAN gave a briefing on the incident. 

During the briefing we learned at approximately 2252 hours United States Border Patrol agents were 
flagged down regarding a male armed with a knife standing in the street 2300 Tocayo Avenue acting in a 
threatening manner. 

San Diego Police Communications also received a call from a passing motorist at 2252 hours, regarding a 
man in the street armed with a knife and immediately sent patrol officers to the scene. 

San Diego Police officers arrived on scene and found numerous uniformed Border Patrol Agents had Raul 
RIVERA at gunpoint in the intersection of Tocayo Avenue and Hollister Street. RIVERA refused the 
verbal commands to drop his knife and was threatening officers. San Diego Police officers deployed less 
lethal force options such as bean bags and the Taser in an attempt to subdue and apprehend him. The use 
of less-lethal force options were not successful and reportedly ineffective. 
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RIVERA reportedly continued to act in a threatening manner and charged towards Officer M. 
MARTINEZ while still armed with a knife. RIVERA was shot by Officers M. MARTINEZ, W. 
CARTER TORRES, and S. RODRIGUEZ. RIVERA was impacted by gunfire and dropped to the 
ground. Officers assessed RIVERA’s injuries and rendered aid. SDFD Medics arrived on scene and 
RIVERA was ultimately pronounced deceased at 2322 hours. After the briefing, I was directed to conduct 
witness interviews. 

On May 28, 2018 at 0200 hours, Homicide Team 1 left the crime scene and travel to the Imperial Beach 
Border Patrol Station for the purpose of conducting interviews of agents who witnessed RIVERA’s 
behavior and the subsequent shooting. Once at the station, I met with Agent Scott PAIR. On May 28 th , 
2018, at 0311 hours, I spoke with Agent Scott PAIR and conducted an interview. Present for the 
interview was San Diego Police Homicide Detective Andrea Taylor #6399. The interview was audio- 
recorded. The following is a summary of his statement: 

Statement of Agent Scott PAIR- USBP: 

I work for the United States Border Patrol. I have been employed by the Border Patrol for 11 
years. My current assignment is a Line Watch agent for the Imperial Beach station. My 
assignment tonight was ‘Goat Canyon’ which is just east of the beach. Tonight my work hours 
are 10pm-8am. My attire now is the same as it was at the time of this incident. 

I noted that PAIR was wearing an olive-drab colored uniform, with a green external ballistic 
vest. The uniform had United States Border Patrol patches affixed to the shoulders. The external 
ballistic vest had a cloth Border Patrol badge on the front, and the words “CBP BORDER 
PATROL FEDERAL AGENT” printed in bright yellow next to the badge. Both law enforcement 
symbols were unobstructed and in plain view on his chest. PAIR was wearing a black law 
enforcement-style duty belt which contained a 


I was driving a Chevrolet Tahoe. That vehicle is not on scene anymore it is here in the station. I 
was made aware of an ongoing incident at the intersection of Hollister Street and Tocayo Ave 
tonight around 1045 pm {May 27 th , 2018}. I heard on the radio bits and pieces about a person 
with a knife at Hollister and Leon Street. Later I heard the address was at Hollister and Tocayo. 
I drove to that location. I parked my law enforcement Tahoe on Hollister approximately 40 yards 
south of Tocayo. As I had been driving towards the scene I could hear multiple officers yelling 
commands to a subject. The drivers-side window of my vehicle was rolled down. I could hear 
the officers telling him (Raul RIVERA) to, “Put the knife down.” I heard that command given 3- 
4 times. I was unable to hear if the subject responded or said anything in response. 

When I got to the location I heard multiple gunshots. I ducked down to avoid the gunshots. I 
think I heard 5-6 gunshots. I did not hear any less-lethal weapons deployed prior to those 
gunshots. I don’t think any USBP agents fired their weapons; it was all SDPD officers doing the 
shooting. I entered the scene to see if I could assist. I could see there was a subject down on the 
ground and he was holding a knife in his hand. The subject on the ground and visibly bleeding. 
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I realized my assistance was not needed. I could hear SDPD Officers telling the man to put the 
knife down and he wasn’t responding to their commands. About a minute later I witnessed one 
of the SDPD officers put a boot on the forearm of the subject on the ground. This was the 
forearm of the that was holding the knife. The officer then wrest the knife from his hand. 

His arm was outstretched on the ground when the officer did that and he was lying motionless on 
the ground. I don’t recall what the officer looked like who did that. It was a male officer. The 
officer walked away with the knife. I don’t know where the knife went. Then more SDPD 
officers turned over the male’s body and an officer used scissors to open his shirt to help him 
medically. 

I completed the interview at approximately 0320 hours, and provided PAIR with my business card. 

I took a photo of PAIR at the conclusion of the interview to document he was wearing a law enforcement 
uniform at the time of the shooting. The following is the photo I took:

Interview of Officer Michael MARTINEZ: 


On May 27, 2018, at approximately 2300 hours, I was informed an officer involved shooting just 
occurred. I directed other members of Homicide Team V to respond to the scene of the shooting, located 
at 2300 Tocayo Avenue. 

I arrived on scene at approximately 0020 hours. At 0122 hours, A/Sergeant T. BRYAN gave a briefing 
on the incident. 2252 hours, United States Border Patrol agents were flagged down regarding a male 
armed with a knife who was standing in the middle of the street at 2300 Tocayo Avenue. The armed male 
with the knife was reportedly acting in a threatening manner. Almost simultaneously San Diego Police 
Communications received a call from a passing motorist at 2252 hours regarding a man in the street 
armed with a knife and San Diego Police Officers were dispatched to the scene. 

San Diego Police Officers arrived on scene and found numerous uniformed Border Patrol Agents had 
Raul RIVERA at gunpoint in the intersection of Tocayo Avenue and Hollister Street. RIVERA refused 
verbal commands to drop his knife and was threatening officers with the weapon. San Diego Police 
officers deployed bean bag impact projectiles and multiple Taser deployments were directed at RIVERA 
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in an attempt to subdue and apprehend him. The use of less-lethal force options were not successful and 
had no apparent affect. 

RIVERA continued to act in a threatening manner and charged towards Officer Michael MARTINEZ 
while armed with the knife. RIVERA was shot by Officers Michael MARTINEZ, William CARTER 
TORRES, and Samuel RODRIGUEZ. RIVERA was struck by gunfire and dropped to the ground. 
Officers began assessing RIVERA’s injuries and rendering first aid. S.D.F.D. Medics arrived on scene 
and RIVERA was ultimately pronounced deceased at 2322 hours. 

The briefing concluded at 0149 hours and the scene was turned over to Homicide Team V. Detective 
Kate ALLISION, Crime Scene Specialist Alyssa CARBONE and Criminalist Adam DUTRA began to 
identify evidence and process the scene. 

At approximately 0545 hours, the shooting officers returned to the scene for the purpose of providing a 
recorded safety/walk-through statement. Present with the officers at this time was their PEER Support 
members and Police Officer Association Attorney Nory PASCUA. The safety/walk-through statements 
were conducted one at a time. 

Beginning at 0600 hours, Officer Michael MARTINEZ provided us with a voluntary safety/walk-through 
statement. Officer MARTINEZ stated he fired his Glock 17 handgun five times in a southerly direction 
while standing in the middle of the intersection at Hollister Street and Tocayo Avenue. Officer 
MARTINEZ believed he was holding his weapon with both hands firing from a stationary standing 
position. Officer MARTINEZ believed the subject was standing up and facing him when the shooting 
occurred. 

Officer MARTINEZ agreed to provide a voluntary statement. Prior to providing the statement, 
A/Lieutenant SHEBLOSKI and I reviewed Body Worn Camera footage of the shooting event. Officer 
MARTINEZ also reviewed the footage. 

At approximately 0847 hours A/Lieutenant SHEBLOSKI and I sat with Officer MARTINEZ and his 
attorney, Nory PASCUA, in the conference room of the Homicide Office. We conducted a recorded 
interview and I have documented the statement below. The statement is in a word for word, question and 
answer format. The statement was typed by word processor, Rebecca AGUILAR, and I have reviewed 
the statement for accuracy. Any minor deviations from the audio recording are inadvertent and do not 
take away from the meaning or context of the statement. 

SS: Stephen SHEBLOSKI, Acting Lieutenant - SDPD Homicide Unit 

CL: Christopher LEAHY, Acting Sergeant - SDPD Homicide Unit 

MM: Michael MARTINEZ, Officer - SDPD Southern Division, 3 rd Watch

CL: All right. Today’s date is May 28 th , 2018. The time is 0847 hours. My name is Detective 

Christopher LEAHY. I’m a detective with the San Diego Police Department’s Homicide 
Unit. Currently we are at San Diego Headquarters located at 1401 Broadway in the 
Homicide Office. Also in the room with me is: 
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SS: Sergeant Steve SHEBLOSKI. 

NP: Nory PASCUA, POA Attorney 

CL: And then Officer? 

MM: Officer Michael MARTINEZ. 

CL: ID number? 

MM: 7591. 

CL: Okay. I’m gonna ask you a couple of questions on this checklist. What’s your middle 

name?

MM: Southern Division. And I’m on 3 rd Watch. 

CL: Southern Patrol 3 rd Watch? 

MM: Yes sir. 
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CL: And who’s your current supervisor? 

MM: Victor RODRIGUEZ. 

CL: And how long have you been at Southern Division? 

MM: Since last August, so... 

CL: August 2017? 

MM: 2017, yes. 

CL: And your Unit number this evening? 

MM: I was 712King. 

CL: And your vehicle number? Equipment number if you remember it? 

MM: I believe my vehicle number was 7221.

addition al bells and whistles on it?

CL: Did you deploy any less lethal force options this evening like pepper spray? Baton, ASP, 

nunchucks, Taser, bean bag? 

MM: Yes. Taser. 

CL: And how many Taser deployments? 

MM: One. 

CL: All right. So before we get started, you’ve obviously consulted with your attorney prior to 

sitting down and agreeing to provide a voluntary statement to us. Is that true and 
accurate? 

MM: Yes. 

CL: Okay. So after speaking with your attorney you’re here to just provide a voluntary 

statement to the Homicide Unit about the events leading up to this evening? 

MM: Correct. 

CL: Okay. So can you tell me how did you become involved in the radio call or the incident 

itself? 

MM: My partner Officer MUNIZ and I were on another call. We were just clearing. We heard 
this call come out as a 4, I think it was a 415 weapon involving a knife. I remember 
hearing over the radio that there was a male suspect swinging a knife towards oncoming 
vehicles on I believe it was Tocayo and Oro Vista or Tocayo and Hollister. 
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CL: Um hmm. 

MM: Me and my partner decided to come to this call, to respond to the call and uh... 

CL: And I’m sorry. Who was your partner again? 

MM: Officer MUNIZ. 

CL: Can you spell that? 

MM: M-U-N-I-Z. 


CL: First name if you know it? 

MM: Michael. 

CL: Okay. And were you driving or was Officer MUNIZ driving? 

MM: Officer MUNIZ. 

CL: Okay. So you were the passenger officer? 

MM: Yes sir. 

CL: And when you heard that call broadcast, you said you guys were just clearing a call. An 

unrelated call. Do you remember where you were when you heard the call broadcast? 
MM: Uh yes. I was at.. .1 think it was 160 Calle Primera I think. It was at the Motel 6. 

CL: And did you guys volunteer to respond to the call or were you dispatched? 

MM: We volunteered but I don’t think that we put, actually put ourselves on it. We just started 
rolling that way. 

CL: Okay. 

MM: In that direction. 

CL: Were you rolling...? 

MM: Uh driving. 

CL: Okay. 

MM: Yeah, we were rolling Code. 

CL: Okay. 

MM: Yeah. 

CL: And so as you guys are leaving the Motel 6 and heading in the direction of this radio call, 

I believe it was at Tocayo and Hollister. Is that correct? 

MM: Yes.

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CL: Can you tell us what you were seeing? What you’re observing? Whether the radio was 

giving updates? 

MM: Yes. Um I believe Sergeant ADAMS got on the radio and said that Border Patrol had the 
suspect at gunpoint. And he later got on the radio and requested a Canine to roll Code 3 
to the location. We were already getting off of the, the 5 on-ramp onto the 905 
westbound, which is just a little, it’s like one exit away from Tocayo Avenue. 

CL: Umm. 

MM: So we ran, we used our vehicle lights and sirens. We continued rolling Code down the 
road. 

CL: Going westbound on Tocayo? 

MM: Going westbound on, on the 905 on-ramp onto Tocayo. Off-ramp onto Tocayo. 

CL: Yeah. 

MM: It’s kind of confusing. 

CL: Um hmm. 

MM: Um, and uh we approached the, the scene where all the vehicle um, SDPD and Border 
Patrol lights were, had their vehicle lights on. 

CL: About how many patrol vehicles, or police vehicles and police officers did you see? If 

you can just kind of describe the scene. What you were, what you were observing? 

MM: Yeah. As we were approaching the intersection of Hollister and Tocayo I remember 
seeing two SDPD vehicles and a cluster of Border Patrol vehicles. Everybody was kind 
of parked off to the northeastern corner of that intersection. We parked a little bit south of 
the rest of the vehicles and when I approached the scene I observed a white or Hispanic 
male. He had a knife in his right hand. He was holding it pretty tight. At least I can, it 
appeared he was holding it, he was holding the knife pretty tight. And he was advancing 
on the Border Patrol agents who had him a gunpoint. And they were on the, they were on 
that north, like that northeast corner on the curb. And he continued walking towards 
them. I unholstered my firearm and I believe he was close enough that he would easily 
been able to stab any of those two or three Border Patrol agents. The only reason I didn’t 
fire was because there was two other Border Patrol agents in the background, kind of 
running back and forth. So I holstered my firearm. I pulled out my Taser since a lot of 
officers already had their lethal weapons out. One San Diego Police Officer had the bean 
bag pointed at the suspect and that’s the reason why I pulled my Taser out. So I 
reholstered my lethal and I pulled my non-lethal out. And the bean bag was deployed. 
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CL: A few moments ago you described the subject advancing towards a group of two to three 

Border Patrol Agents. Were those Border Patrol agents on foot or inside their vehicles? 
How were they integrated into the scene? 

MM: They were standing on the north, on the northeast comer of that intersection on the, on 
the sidewalk. They had their firearms kind of pointed westbound on Tocayo. The subject 
was facing them. He was facing east, kind of eastbound facing them. And he just 
continued to gradually make steps to continue to walk towards them. And they continued 
to back up. I think he made it all the way to the sidewalk where they were at if I 
remember correctly. And the only reason why I didn’t fire my weapon at the suspect then 
was because those Border Patrol agents were in the background. 

CL: And then what led you to conclude that these other officers were Border Patrol Agents? 

Were they in uniform? Were they identifying themselves as officers? 

MM: I’m familiar with, working with Border Patrol so I know their unifonn is forest green. 
Their vehicles were also marked Border Patrol vehicles. They had their lights on. And 
there was quite a bit of them. 

CL: Okay. 

MM On scene. 

CL: Could you hear the subject saying anything to any of the officers whether Border Patrol 

or San Diego PD? Was he saying anything at all? 

MM: At that moment in time, there was a lot of commands being or yelling back and forth and 
I can’t recall exactly who was saying what and what they said. I don’t remember. 

CL: And then when you said you heard commands being said, were they directed at the 

subject? 

MM: I shouldn’t say commands. The Border Patrol Agents were yelling at the suspect. I just 
don’t remember what he, what they were saying. 

CL: Okay. 

MM: Yeah. 

CL: And you recognized that there was a threat with this individual with the knife advancing 

towards the Border Patrol agents, but you described transitioning from your handgun and 
then pulling out your Taser because of a crossfire situation? Is that correct? 

MM: Yes. And I also believe that there was a lot of, a lot of the Border Patrol Agents already 
had their lethal out. One of our guys had our bean bag so I just decided to use the Taser 
because I wasn’t gonna be able to fire my lethal with that backdrop. 

CL: At the time you made you that transition by holstering your firearm and deploying your 

Taser. Not deploying it, but pulling it out, had the subject been impacted by any bean bag 
rounds at that particular moment? 

MM: I don’t believe so. Not yet. 
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CL: Okay. 

MM: Yeah. 

CL: So what happens when you have the Taser on the subject? If you can kind of just walk us 

through? What are you seeing? What are you hearing and what are you observing? 

MM: I still heard a lot of yelling back and forth. I did point my Taser at the subject and it was 
around that time when the bean bag was deployed. One bean bag struck him either in like 
his stomach or like dead center chest. He quickly kind of leaned forward slightly and then 
he, he turned and ran. He turned his back towards all of us and ran westbound on Tocayo, 
crossing the intersection. 

CL: Did the bean bag appear to have any effect on him? 

MM: None at all. 

CL: Okay. And had you observed any Taser deployments at this particular time? 

MM: I don’t recall any other.... 

CL: Okay. 

MM: Taser deployments. 

CL: And then go ahead and continue. What happens? Does he continue...and as he crosses 

westbound past Hollister? 

MM: Yes. He crosses, runs westbound on Hollister. 

CL: On Tocayo. 

MM: I mean...I’m sorry, yeah. On Tocayo. He crosses that intersection. He continues running 
westbound on Tocayo. I began running after him. I had my Taser out. I believe I shut the 
Taser off so the red light wasn’t on. And as I got closer to him, I reactivated it. I pointed 
it towards him. I had my flashlight also. He turned around towards me. He still had the 
knife in his right hand. And I told him to get down. I kept on giving him multiple 
directives to get on the ground. He did not comply. 

CL: How many times do you think you told him to.. .gave him instructions? 

MM: I would say three. 

CL: And you were telling him to get down? 

MM: Get on the ground. Yeah, get on the ground. Get on the ground. As I was running up to 
him I remember seeing shadows and hearing people running behind me. So I yelled for 
lethal to come on my right side. I felt that he was already so close to those Border Patrol 
Agents, I thought that he would be willing or try to stab me with that knife so I wanted 
lethal by me. 
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CL: Umm hmm. 

MM: I just remembered seeing shadows. It was pretty dark so I thought somebody was next to 
me. I’m not sure if they were. When I told him to get down on the ground, he said no 
twice. And I yelled out “Taser! Taser! Taser!” And I deployed my Taser. I saw my red 
dot like it, kind of bouncing around on his chest. His stomach area. He was kind of 
moving around a lot. I thought I had a good shot at one point where he kind of stopped 
and stayed still, but it missed. 

CL: So the Taser was ineffective? 

MM: I don’t believe the Taser struck him. No. 

CL: Okay. And so you deployed your Taser. And then what happened? 

MM: I deployed my Taser and he kind of, he kind of runs. Kind of like he makes like a U-turn 
in the middle of the street and runs back towards the, towards the intersection where he 
had came from. 

CL: So he’s, now he’s going, moving his way back eastbound? 

MM: Eastbound. 

CL: On Tocayo, towards Hollister? 

. MM: Correct. 

CL: Okay. 

MM: And he kind of gets right on the like the north, north part of the intersection right by on 
Hollister and Tocayo. Like the northern part of the intersection. And he was kind of 
swinging his, his, the knife around. He turned around... 

CL: And so, now you were just indicating with your right hand you were swingning your right 

hand as if you were opening a door? 

MM: Right. And he kind of turned around. So he turned his body around and he did it again. 
And then he ran southbound in the middle of the intersection. 

CL: Southbound on Hollister? 

MM: So southbound on Hollister. At some point I don’t remember how I.. ..I was trying to get 
my, my extra cartridge from Taser out and I just couldn’t. I couldn’t take it out of the, 
couldn’t take it out. So after I Tased him and he ran, I disconnected the cartridge and I 
tried replacing it but I couldn’t, I couldn’t get it out. 

CL: You physically were unable to? 

MM: I was physic.. .yeah I just couldn’t. I was trying to run after him and try to do it and I just 
couldn’t do it. When he was back in the intersection going southbound on, on Hollister I 
don’t remember putting my Taser back in the holster but apparently I did. I unholstered 
my handgun and I was giving him directives to get on the ground again. At one point I 
{ yelled San Diego Police. Get on the ground. He wasn’t complying with my directives nor 

any of the other officers’ directives. And uh.... 
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CL: And if I could real quick, when you say he wasn’t complying, was he just ignoring or was 

he responding to you in any way. Or to any officers? Like what was his demeanor like? 

MM: I think he was just ignoring. I don’t think he said anything. I don’t remember him saying 
anything to any of us. He was still kind of running around, almost trying to find an escape 
route. He had the knife kind of close to him, like almost like in a lighting stance. Like 
real tucked towards his chest. And some points where... 

CL: So you’re in, and you’re indicating with your right hand up towards the center portion of 

your torso and was, which direction was the blade? 

MM: I don’t remember. 

CL: But in somewhat....the way you’re demonstrating it, it appears to be an aggressive 

stance? 

MM: Right. He did take an aggressive stance towards me. Once he turned around he almost got 
into like a fighting stance with his, you know, like his left foot in front of, you know, his 
right. He began advancing towards me, kind of hopping, half hopping, half jogging 
towards me. I went back a couple of steps and he continued to advance and I discharged 
my firearm in his direction. 

CL: Okay. And he was, you were facing south at that time? 

MM: Yes. 

CL: And how many rounds do you think you fired? 

MM: I believe, I think I fired approximately five. 

CL: Okay. When you described the subject as kind of starting to charge at you with the knife 

and you were describing and kind of demonstrating a physical stance. Was he, the 
subject, looking at you or was he focused on you if your remember? 

MM: Yeah. He was, he was looking at me but he was also looking around. He kept bringing 
his, the knife out towards him, like in front of his body. 

CL: So you’re extending your right arm from your chest and extending it outwards? 

MM: Yeah. 

CL: Forward in front of you. 

MM: Umm... 

CL: Do you remember the blade of the knife? Which direction it would be facing? Or was 

facing? 

MM: I, I don’t. 

CL: Okay. 

MM: Yeah.

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CL: Could you describe the knife to us? 

MM: He had a good grip on the handle. I just, I remember seeing the knife. In the beginning I 
would say it was about maybe a three inch silver shiny tip and then I also saw it after I 
tried to Tase him and he ran towards the north part of that intersection on Hollister. And 
he was kind of swinging in his right arm around. I saw it again. And then that’s when he 
ran southbound on Hollister and I just kind of saw it quickly when he turned around. I 

obviously knew that it was in his hand because I could see the shine from all the lights. I 

could see it in his hand. He was holding it pretty, pretty tight. But I just can’t, I can’t tell 
you which direction he was pointing the blade at or towards. 

CL: Was he pointing it at officers? Or was he just in general swinging the knife? 

MM: I think he was just in general swinging. I don’t think he was.. .in the beginning with the 

Border Patrol Agents he wasn’t swinging at them either. He was just advancing toward 
them. But he did have it, you know, kind of putting his arms out. Putting his arms out... 

CL: Out to his side? 

MM: out to his side. Um... 

CL: I mean like... 

MM: getting in a fighting stance as if he was going to charge them in the beginning. And that’s 
kind of what he did to me as well when he, when he started advance towards me. He kind 
of got into that fighting stance. And he made these like, it was almost like a jog, a hop 
towards my direction. 

CL: Okay. 

MM: Once I backed up about two steps, he continued to advance towards me. I felt that he was 
gonna, I thought that he was gonna stab me or one of the other officers so I, I discharged 
my firearm. 

CL: And when you discharged your firearm um, well I just want to understand. What were 

you, what did you believe was going to happen? Was, did you believe that this subject 
was advancing on you? Or another officer? Or...? 

MM: I thought he was advancing on me. 

CL: Okay. And what did... 

MM: And that he might stab me, possibly kill me. 

CL: Okay. Did it look like to you, based on your observation of this knife, that it was the type 

of weapon that could produce great bodily injury? 

MM: Yes. 

CL: Okay. After you deployed your handgun and fired your shots, can you tell us what 

happened after? 

MM: After I, after I fired my shots, he went down on his back. He still had the knife in his right 
hand. He was still holding onto it. I was giving him commands to drop the knife. 
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CL: Where were his feet pointing? The subject’s feet when he was down on his back? 

MM Towards, towards me. 

CL: Okay. 

MM: Yeah. His, his feet were facing towards me. 

CL: And you said you could still see the knife in his hand? 

MM: Yes. Cause he uh, he was laying on his back. At one point he had both of his hands kind 
of up like this. (Indicating) 

CL: Braced? So you’re indicating that he’s on his back, but that his hands and you had both of 

your hands in a fist. 

MM: Yeah. 

CL: Were above his head raised? 

MM: Urn. 

CL: With a bent, with bent elbows? 

MM: It was, yeah. It was more like his uh, they were almost like at a 90 degree angle. 

CL: Okay. 

MM: So it was like... 

CL: Elbows? 

MM: his triceps was on the... 

CL: Resting on the ground? 

MM: resting on the ground. And then his arm kind of, his right arm went back. His left arm 
stayed, kind of stayed up. And he was still holding onto it. We were giving him 
commands to drop the knife. Let go of the knife. He didn’t comply. I told him that, I told 
him something like, “Dude, drop the knife. We need to get you medical attention. Drop 
the knife.” And he didn’t. And then at some point he kind of started, his body started to 
kind of go limp. His legs kind of drooped. Both of his arms went down and we advanced 
on him. And officers took the knife away. 

CL: Were you part of that arrest team that advanced on him? 

MM: I guess I was. 

CL: Okay. And then did you place handcuffs on him ? 

MM: I did not. 

CL: Do you know who did? 

MM: I do not. 
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CL: And then once the subject’s placed in handcuffs, can you tell me, well what you observed 

happening? 

MM: We placed him in handcuffs. Somebody cut, cut his shirt off of him. They, they used their 
knife to cut his shirt open. 

CL: Do you know what the purpose of that was? 

MM: I don’t know. 

CL: Okay. 

MM: We put him in the recovery position. I searched the right side of his pockets. His 
waistband. His groin area for any other weapons. I saw that he was bleeding from his 
thigh, his stomach and his like rib. His right rib area. 

CL: And, and you, you motioned to your right thigh, right torso and... 

MM: And like right, like maybe like his right lower, like stomach, like love handle area. 

CL: Okay. Yeah. 

MM: Right there. 

CL: On his right side? 

MM: On his right side. And uh, yeah. 

CL: And did you or anybody render any aid to him? 

MM: I didn’t, I didn’t render any aid to him. I think one of the other officers was getting that, 
the quick... 

CL: Clot. 

MM: gauze. I’m not, I don’t think that they applied the.. .Fire was 97 pretty quick so they took 
over. 

CL: Okay. 

MM: But I, I didn’t. 

CL: How long, if you had to estimate, were you on scene to the point where you fired your 

shots? It’s an estimation. 

MM: Okay. Uh I’d say seven, six minutes. Seven minutes. 

CL: Okay. And kind of how you described to us, it sounds like it’s a rather dynamic scene. 

Like he wasn’t standing in one place. It sounded like you were describing him running 
around and pivoting and, and kind of challenging various groups throughout that larger 
scene. Is that correct? 

MM: Yes. 
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CL: Okay. Sarg? 

SS: So you’re there for six or seven minutes and during the entire time it sounds like either 

you or other officers are giving him verbal commands, correct? 

MM: Yes sir. 

SS: Were any of.. .were those commands effective? 

MM: No they were not. 

SS: And then during this incident you or other officers attempted to use a Taser or bean bag, 

less lethal options to disarm the suspect? 

MM: Correct. 

SS: And were any of those options effective? 

MM: No. 

SS: So when he rushed at you, about how far away was he when he rushed at you with a 

knife? Estimate? 

MM: Urn. 

SS: When he began the... 

MM: When he began I would say probably the length of this room probably. 

SS: Okay. 

MM: Maybe fifteen feet. 

SS: Fifteen feet. Did you feel that you had any other alternative other than to use your 

firearm when he rushed at you. 

MM: No. 

SS: And when he rushed at you, what were you in fear of? 

MM: My life. I thought he was gonna stab me with the knife. 

S S: That ’ s all I have. 

CL: Do you recall at any point did the subject ever say anything? Besides telling you no, did 

he ever say anything? Did you hear him? 

MM: No. 

CL: Okay. That’s it for me. Nory do you have anything? 

NP: No. 

CL: Okay. Thank you. All right. That will conclude the interview at 0917 hours.

ORIGIN: 


On May 27 th 2018, at 2339 hours, Acting Detective Sergeant Christopher Leahy #5869 informed me there 
was an officer involved shooting case we were being assigned to investigate. He directed me to respond 
to 2300 Tocayo Avenue, and join other homicide investigators to assist with the investigation. 

I arrived on scene on May 28 th at 0035 hours, and parked my unmarked police vehicle on the north curb 
line of 2300 Tocayo Avenue. I exited my vehicle and met with other members of the San Diego Police 
Department’s Homicide Team 5. At 0122 hours, I attended a briefing conducted by Southern Patrol 
Acting Sergeant T. Bryan #5301. At 0149 hours, the briefing concluded. 

At 0307 hours, A/ Sgt. Leahy directed me to respond to Southern Division located at, located at 1120 27th 
Street. A/Sgt. Leahy directed me to interview Acting Sergeant Kristen Adams #5384 and Officer Max 
Verduzco #7409. 
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Acting Sergeant Kristen Adams #5384 was the first person I interviewed. A/Sgt. Adams was the first 
officer from the San Diego Police Department to arrive on-scene to the 9-1-1 call at 2300 Tocayo Avenue. 

My interview with A/Sgt. Adams took place in the sergeants’ office. The interview was audio recorded in 
its entirety. I later downloaded the interview onto a CD and impounded it as the original. I also made a 
working copy of the interview and put it onto a CD. I provided the working copy to Detective Kate 
Allison #5806. 


Statement of Acting Sergeant Kristen Adams (Witness); 

My interview with A/Sgt. Adams began at approximately 0323 hours. Acting Sergeant Adams essentially 
told me the following in response to the questions asked of him. 

I was at the second watch 10-17 (1330 30 th Street, the location where reports are reviewed and 
approved). I looked at the calls holding and saw there was a 415W (Disturbance involving a 
weapon) and started reading the details of the call. Two units had been dispatched to the call. 

Shortly thereafter, I responded to the call. I entered onto highway-905. The dispatcher updated the 
call and stated that Customs and Border Protection Agents were contacting the subject of the radio 
call, who at the time was said to be armed with the knife. 

I exited onto Tocayo Avenue and drove westbound towards the location. I was the first San Diego 
Police Officer to arrive on-scene. I stopped my car on Tocayo Avenue, just before the crosswalk at 
Hollister Street. I was about two to three car lengths east of the crosswalk. When I pulled up, I 
broadcasted my observations, informing dispatch that Border Patrol Agents had one at gunpoint. 

The way the vehicles were parked, I only saw one Border Patrol Agent with his gun un-holstered. 
The Agent was on the south side of their van. The van was stopped in the northbound lanes of the 
intersection, just south of the (north) crosswalk. 


A/Sgt. Adams then drew a diagram of the intersection and told me where he initially saw the border 
patrol agent and Rivera when he first arrived on scene. (See below)

I believe I parked my patrol car in the #2 lane of traffic. When I walked over here, I saw the other 
Border Patrol Agents. There was minimum of five agents there. I believe additional agents 
responded as the event progressed. 

The other agents were north of the van facing south towards where Rivera was positioned. I walked 
towards the front of the Border Patrol vehicle. Rivera was constantly moving. The Agents were 
yelling commands at him to get on the ground and to put the knife down. Rivera was advancing 
towards them and had an aggressive, over the shoulder, challenging stance. As I was standing here 
(indicating) on the sidewalk, (northeast corner of the intersection) I heard Rivera yell, “Come on, 
just shoot me, just shoot me.” Rivera was telling the Border Patrol Agents to shoot him. He 
continued advancing. 

There was one point when a Border Patrol Agent was within arm’s length of Rivera. That was too 
close for me. I got on the radio and requested to have a K-9 respond Code-3 (lights and sirens) to our 
location. 

Rivera was holding the knife and he was not letting go of it. He was saying, “Shoot me, shoot me, I 
don’t give a fuck.” He was aggressive and continued to advance towards Border Patrol Agents. The 
Agents were backing up while he was advancing on them. Personally, I was surprised Border Patrol 
Agents didn’t shoot him. Things seemed to be deteriorating. 

I think it was Southern Division Patrol Officer Joel Mendoza #5555, who drove southbound on 
Hollister Street. He armed himself with his less lethal bean bag shotgun. I believe Officer Mendoza 
was the first officer who deployed bean bag rounds directed at Rivera. I believe Officer Mendoza 
fired his bean bag shotgun 1 or 2 times. Every time Rivera was impacted with a bean bag round, his 
grip never released that knife. 
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Rivera then ran westbound on Tocayo Avenue. Someone attempted to deploy their Taser on Rivera. I 
want to say there was two or three Taser attempts. The first Taser deployment may have missed 
Rivera. The other two had no effect on him. 

Rivera was running all over the place on Tocayo Avenue. He ran down close to the next intersection 
(Gayo Court), west of Hollister Street. Rivera then ran eastbound (towards the southeast corner of the 
Tocayo Avenue and Hollister Street intersection). He didn’t pass the (east) crosswalk (north/south 
cross walk on Hollister Street at Tocayo Avenue). Rivera then ran this way (northwest to the center of 
the intersection). I was yelling out “crossfire.” The officers were backing up away from Rivera. The 
Border Patrol Agents were out of it, it was all members of the San Diego Police Department at this 
point. The officers were giving commands, directing Rivera to drop the knife and get onto the ground. 
We were backing up because he still had the knife and was coming towards us with it. The knife was 
a folding knife. The knife was down to his side. The knife was on his right side and I was on his left 
side so I couldn’t see exactly where it was. Rivera was moving around like a boxer. He had the knife 
out with the blade extended out. Then gunshots were fired. 

I asked A/Sgt. Adams where he was at when the shots were fired. He drew on the map of where he, the 
officers and Rivera were standing before the shooting. A/Sgt. Adams told me the officers were 
approximately ten feet away from Rivera and he was approximately eighteen feet away from Rivera. 



I didn’t fire my gun. I heard approximately ten gunshots fired. Three officers shot Rivera. I 
observed Rivera go down onto the ground. Rivera still had the knife in his hand. It looked like his 
grip was frozen on the knife. We kept telling him to let go. I directed an arrest team to move 
forward and try to kick the knife out of his hand. We started to take a couple steps towards Rivera, 
who was still on the ground. 
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We gave orders of Rivera to let go of the knife. Eventually Rivera released his grip on the knife. 

One of the guys got up there and got it out of the way. We then turned Rivera over and handcuffs 
were placed on him. 

The officers who deployed less lethal bean bag rounds were Joel Mendoza #5555 and Daniel 
Castellanos #7329. The officers who fired their handguns were Sam Rodriguez #6941, William 
Carter-Torres, and Michael Martinez #7591. 

-The interview concluded at 0353 hours.

I made a working copy of the photograph and provided the copy to Detective 
Allison.

WITNESS STATEMENT: 


On May 27 th 2018, at 2339 hours, Acting Detective Sergeant Christopher Leahy #5869 informed me there 
was an officer involved shooting case we were being assigned to investigate. He directed me to respond 
to 2300 Tocayo Avenue, and join other homicide investigators to assist with the investigation. 

I arrived on scene on May 28 th at 0035 hours, and parked my unmarked police vehicle on the north curb 
line of 2300 Tocayo Avenue. I exited my vehicle and met with other members of the San Diego Police 
Department’s Homicide Team 5. At 0122 hours, I attended a briefing conducted by Southern Patrol 
Acting Sergeant T. Bryan #5301. At 0149 hours, the briefing concluded. 

At 0307 hours, A/ Sgt. Leahy directed me to respond to Southern Division located at, located at 1120 27th 
Street. A/Sgt. Leahy directed me to interview Acting Sergeant Kristen Adams #5384 and Officer Max 
Verduzco #7409. 

My interview of Verduzco began at approximately 0416 hours. 

Statement of Officer Max Verduzco fWitness): 

Officer Verduzco essentially told me the following in response to the questions asked of him. 

When the radio call came out, I was in beat 725.1 heard the 415-Weapon call aired and responded 
towards the scene. While listening to the radio dispatch, I heard “step it up.” I drove down 25 th Street to 
Iris Avenue, then onto Tocayo Avenue. I continued driving westbound on Tocayo Avenue. 
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When I arrived on scene I noticed other Officers arrived prior to me. I believe about five other Officers 
arrived before me. I don’t know how many Border Patrol Agents were already there. 

I parked my patrol vehicle on Tocayo Avenue, east of Hollister Street, in the #2 lane of traffic. I was 
about three car lengths east of the intersection. I ran up to the group of Officers to assist. 

I drew a diagram of the intersection. I asked Officer Verduzco to mark the area where he believed 
everyone was standing before the shooting. Officer Verduzco drew an X where he believed everyone was 
positioned and described who was where. See below drawing. 



When I approached the scene, Officer Casteallanos #7329 and I asessed what we needed, in terms of 
resources to help the officers. I could see the man holding a black knife in his hand. It looked like a flip 
blade knife. I heard the Officers giving the man commands to drop the knife. Officer Castellanos asked if 
I had any more bean bag rounds. He then asked for a unit to block off the northbound lanes of traffic at 
Hollister Street because those vehicles were down range of the Officers, who at the time were pointing 
their firearms in that direction. One of the Border Patrol Agents volunteered to block off the northbound 
lanes of traffic. Simultaniously, I ran back to my patrol car to retrieve additional bean bag shotgun 
rounds. That is when I heard the gunshots being fired. I was at my vehicle and unable to see what had 
happened. 
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When I returned to the scene, the Officers were giving the subject on the ground additional commands to 
drop the knife. I could see the man was still moving a little and he was continued holding onto the knife. 
The man wasn’t saying anything at the time but he was still holding onto the knife. 

I told the other Officers around me that I was going to go hand on. We then began moving forward 
towards the man. Eventually he dropped the knife onto the ground and we advanced forward towards him. 
I was behind Officer Castellanos. The knife was within reaching distance of the man so I think I kicked 
the knife away from him. We turned the man onto his belly so we could handcuff him. 

-End of Statement- 

The interview concluded at 0426 hours.

On May 28, 2018, at approximately 0003 hours, Sergeant Steve SHEBLOSKI #5317 informed Homicide 
Team I that an officer involved shooting had just occurred. According to Sgt. SHEBLOSKI, there were 
multiple law enforcement and civilian witnesses at the scene and Team V needed assistance. I was 
directed to respond to the scene, located at 2300 Tocayo Avenue, to assist Homicide Team V with witness 
statements. I arrived on scene at approximately 0100 hours. 

At 0122 hours, A/Sergeant T. BRYAN gave the briefing of the incident. During the briefing we learned at 
approximately 2252 hours United States Border Patrol Agents were flagged down regarding a male armed 
with a knife in the intersection of Hollister and Tocayo Avenue. San Diego Police Communications 
received a call from a passing motorist at 2252 hours, regarding a man in the street armed with a knife and 
immediately dispatched patrol officers to the scene. San Diego Police Officers arrived on scene and found 
numerous Border Patrol Agents had Raul RIVERA at gunpoint in the intersection of Tocayo Avenue and 
Hollister Street. RIVERA refused the verbal commands to drop the knife and was threatening officers and 
agents with the knife. San Diego Police Officers deployed bean bag shotgun impact projectiles and Taser 
deployments at RIVERA in an attempt to subdue and apprehend him. The use of non-lethal force options 
were not successful and had no apparent affect. RIVERA continued to act in a threatening manner and 
charged towards Officer M. MARTINEZ while armed with a knife. RIVERA was shot by Officers M. 
MARTINEZ, W. CARTER TORRES, and S. RODRIGUEZ. RIVERA was hit by the gunfire and dropped 
the ground. Officers began examining RIVERA to render first aid. SDFD Medics #30 arrived on scene 
and RIVERA was ultimately pronounced deceased at 2322 hours.

During the briefing I learned there were at least 12 Border Patrol Agents present and none of them 
claimed to have fired their service weapon during this incident. I was also told these Agents were no 
longer at the scene and had returned to their station located at 1802 Saturn Boulevard. The briefing ended 
at 0149 hours. 

At 0200 hours, I cleared the scene along with the rest of Homicide Team 1 and responded to 1802 Saturn 
Boulevard to conduct interviews with the Border Patrol Agents. I arrived at the Border Patrol Station at 
approximately 0205 hours. 

Each Agent we spoke to had a representative present during their interview with us, with the exclusion of 
Supervising Agent PINOT, Agent’s LUNA, PAIR, PORTER and ROLLINS who did not have a 
representative. The representative present during these interviews was Agent Christopher ROLLINS. 

Detective J. ZALDIVAR #5516 and I interviewed the following Border Patrol Agents who were present 
on scene during the shooting:

Each interview was audio recorded for accuracy. On May 28, 2018 at 0218 hours, Detective ZALDIVAR 
and I interviewed Agent Eugene O’NEILL. Also present during this interview was Agent ROLLINS 
(representative), Detective WEAVER and Detective TAYLOR from Homicide Team 1. 
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STATEMENT OF BORDER PATROL AGENT EUGENE O’NEILL: 


I was south of Tocayo and Hollister returning to the station to turn in my keys. Just before I 
reached the intersection. A civilian flagged me down in their vehicle and told me there was a 
gentleman with a knife scaring people. As I approached the intersection I got on the radio and tried 
to put out information. I hit the intersection and put my lights on. The guy saw me and started to 
approach me. I was still inside my vehicle. 

The guy was about 5’7” wearing an “Army” t-shirt, shorts and holding a knife with a silver blade 
and black handle. I believe the knife was in his right hand. When I was on the radio trying to 
explain what was going on, he started coming towards the vehicle. I immediately pulled my 
weapon out. I told him to stop and drop the knife. I stepped out of the vehicle and he told me, 
‘You will have to kill me to make me drop this knife”. At this point I believe it was just me on 
scene. My vehicle was in the intersection and I was facing northbound. There was a row of 
civilians stopped in their vehicles at the intersection. 

I believe the guy (with the knife) came within 3-4 feet of me on my driver side of my vehicle. I 
was able to step out and step back. I pointed my weapon at him and he was probably about 10 feet 
from me. He was clearly distraught. He seemed to be impaired by some sort of drug or alcohol. He 
kept saying, “Kill me, kill me, kill me!” That whole process seemed to take 3-5 minutes. 
Somehow we switched positions, which I could see all the people behind the guy so if I had to 
shoot him I didn’t want collateral damage that way. 

I am not sure what race this guy was. He was wearing a black baseball hat. I believe he had dark 
hair. He spoke to me in English. I did not fire my weapon. I remember trying to calm the guy 
down and then Agent PANIAGUA came up to my left side. He started talking to this guy. So it 
was approximately 2-5 minutes before PANIAGUA arrived. 

(At this time I had O’NEILL draw the intersection and his location during the incident) 

So when I exited the vehicle, the guy approached me. Maybe he wasn’t as close at 3-4 feet. I 
walked to the left and he kept walking towards me. Lie was maybe 10 feet away. He kept walking 
towards me with the knife in his hand and he would swipe at me. I left my vehicle at the scene. 

I kept telling him to drop the knife. He was still 5-10 feet away from me. He wasn’t coming at me 
aggressively at that time. I carry an I was trying to get my OC spray out, 

which probably wasn’t the right thing to do. He did get more aggressive, but I kept backing up. I 
was waiting for someone with less lethal. He wanted a confrontation, but he wasn’t fully 
committed to attacking me with the knife. 

The shooting happened a good 5-10 minutes after the initial contact. I was backed up to a light 
pole located on the north east corner of the intersection. At that time PD showed up and they were 
able to start engaging him with less lethal force. They shot him with bean bag rounds and they had 
no effect on him. They shot him with Tasers. At that time he ran from the police to Tocayo on the 
western side. At that time I disengaged from the guy because several police were there and they 
engaged with the guy. I didn’t have less lethal. He ran to the middle of the intersection. 
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I didn’t see what happened, but I heard shots fired. I heard maybe 10 gun shots. At that time I was 
in front of my vehicle. I drive a marked Chevy Tahoe. My vehicle did not take any rounds. By that 
time there were a ton of BP Agents. I did not see the shooting. I saw him fall down. The officers 
and (the subject) were about 25 yards away from me. I know the police were giving him 
commands to, “Drop the knife!” He kept resisting. 

I did see them deploy the bean bag rounds on the subject. At that time I was in front of my vehicle. 
There was one cop to my left and two cops to my right. An officer shot him with the bean bag 
rounds. I was in the middle of everything so at that time I pulled back. They hit him just beside the 
driver side door of my vehicle. I believe someone may have tried to Taser him at that point. It did 
not seem to affect the subject at all. All I could see was a group of police engaging the guy. 

As far as I know no one had a prisoner in their vehicle. After the shooting, I maintained my 
position north of my vehicle. There was still a lot of people there and was trying to keep them out 
of the scene. I let PD take control of the situation at that point. 

For the record, O’NEILL was wearing his full duty uniform and in a marked vehicle during the time of 
this incident. 


The interview ended at 0236 hours.

INTERVIEW OF OFFICER RODRIGUEZ: 

On May 27, 2018, at approximately 2300 hours, I was informed an officer involved shooting just 
occurred. I directed other members of Homicide Team V to respond to the scene of the shooting, located 
at 2300 Tocayo Avenue. 

I arrived on scene at approximately 0020 hours. At 0122 hours, A/Sergeant T. BRYAN gave a briefing 
on the incident. 2252 hours, United States Border Patrol agents were flagged down regarding a male 
armed with a knife who was standing in the middle of the street at 2300 Tocayo Avenue. The armed male 
with the knife was reportedly acting in a threatening manner. Almost simultaneously San Diego Police 
Communications received a call from a passing motorist at 2252 hours regarding a man in the street 
armed with a knife and San Diego Police Officers were dispatched to the scene. 

San Diego Police Officers arrived on scene and found numerous uniformed Border Patrol Agents had 
Raul RIVERA at gunpoint in the intersection of Tocayo Avenue and Hollister Street. RIVERA refused 
verbal commands to drop his knife and was threatening officers with the weapon. San Diego Police 
officers deployed bean bag impact projectiles and multiple Taser deployments were directed at RIVERA 
in an attempt to subdue and apprehend him. The use of less-lethal force options were not successful and 
had no apparent affect.

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RIVERA continued to act in a threatening manner and charged towards Officer Michael MARTINEZ 
while armed with the knife. RIVERA was shot by Officers Michael MARTINEZ, William CARTER 
TORRES, and Samuel RODRIGUEZ. RIVERA was struck by gunfire and dropped to the ground. 
Officers began assessing RIVERA’s injuries and rendering first aid. S.D.F.D. Medics arrived on scene 
and RIVERA was ultimately pronounced deceased at 2322 hours. 

The briefing concluded at 0149 hours and the scene was turned over to Homicide Team V. Detective 
Kate ALLISION, Crime Scene Specialist Alyssa CARBONE and Criminalist Adam DUTRA began to 
identify evidence and process the scene. 

At approximately 0545 hours, the shooting officers returned to the scene for the purpose of providing a 
recorded safety/walk-through statement. Present with the officers at this time was their PEER Support 
members and Police Officer Association Attorney Nory PASCUA. The safety/walk'-through statements 
were conducted one at a time. 

Beginning at 0551 hours, Officer RODRIGUEZ provided us with a voluntary safety/walk-through 
statement. Officer RODRIGUEZ stated he fired his Glock 17 handgun approximately four to five times 
from a standard shooting platform with his left leg forward and right leg set back. Officer RODRIGUEZ 
estimated his general position was near evidence placard #50 and his rounds were fired towards a 
southwesterly direction. Officer RODRIGUEZ further stated the subject was moving at the time of the 
shooting in a northwesterly direction. 

At approximately 0655 hours, A/Lieutenant SHEBLOSKI and I sat with Officer RODRIGUEZ and his 
attorney, Nory PASCUA, in the conference room of the Homicide Office. We conducted a recorded 
interview and I have documented the statement below. The statement is in a word for word, question and 
answer format. The statement was typed by word processor, Rebecca AGUILAR, and I have reviewed 
the statement for accuracy. Any minor deviations from the audio recording are inadvertent and do not 
take away from the meaning or context of the statement.

CL: All right. Today’s date is May 28 th , 2018. The time is 0655 hours. We are located in the 

Homicide Office at 1401 Broadway which is San Diego Police Headquarters. In the room 
with me is:

SR: Sam RODRIGUEZ 

NP: Nory PASCUA, POA Attorney 
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CL: Okay. And again my name is Chris LEAHY. San Diego Police Department, Homicide 

Team 5. And then just to go over the checklist real quick. Last name is RODRIGUEZ. 
SR: Yes sir.

SR: Negative. 

CL: And then how many Taser deployments did you...? 

SR: One. 
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CL: So Officer RODRIGUEZ. How did you become involved in this evening’s event? Were 

you dispatched or? 

SR: No I volunteered for it. 

CL: Okay. 

SR: The call. 

CL: Can you tell us how you, how you came to leam about this incident? 

SR: We were driving southbound coming back from jail. We were going to go to the 10-17. 

We were southbound 5, approximately I want to say maybe Palomar or Main Street area 
when we heard the call “415 Weapon”. As we continued to drive we heard I believe it 
was Acting Sergeant ADAMS air over the radio that a BP agent had someone at gunpoint 
and he asked for the Canine to roll Code 3. At that point that’s what I told my trainee 
that we were going to this call and I activated my overhead lights. There was no, there 
was no cars. Kept them on. When cars that I encountered, vehicles, and then I’d turn on 
my wail, my siren and continued to the call. 

CL: And were you driving? 

SR: I was driving because we had a D.V. at around eight o’clock. I said, “We’re getting out of 

here on time today. So, yeah. You ride, I drive.” 

CL: Okay. 

SR: So I was driving. 

CL: So you volunteered to respond to the call and as you were responding to the call, you said 

you heard Acting Sergeant ADAMS advise that he was on scene? 

SR: Yeah. We weren’t on the call yet when that happened. Once he, he stated, you know, he 

had broadcast it over the air that he was 97 and that a Border Patrol had one at gunpoint. 
And then he asked for Canine to roll Code 3. And then I told my trainee we were going 
to this. I activated my lights and my trainee was waiting to get on the, on the, on the air. 
On the radio. I told him, “No. Press the hot route button en-route button. And then he did 
that and we just continued on. 

CL: Okay. And then about how many minutes did it take you to get to the call from roughly 

the area of Palomar and Main Street. 

SR: No. By that time it was probably like Palm area. 

CL: Okay. 

SR: Palm and 5, when he broadcasted that. 

CL: And how long did it take you guys to get at the scene? 

SR: Maybe like a minute. 
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CL: And when you arrived on scene how did you guys do your approach? 

SR: I saw.. .when we were getting to the scene, I could see a lot of police vehicles, overhead 

lights activated. So I positioned, I turned my vehicle sideways to block off the two 

westbound lanes, in case any other vehicles came in our area. Because I know sometimes, 

you know, pedestrians, when people...civilians will drive around our vehicles. So I 
wanted to make sure they knew that this was blocked off. So I turned my vehicle. Then 
we exited the vehicle and we started approaching the scene. 

CL: And where did you guys stop the car at? 

SR: I want to say maybe like a hundred yards east of the intersection. 

CL: Okay. On Tocayo? 

SR: Yeah on Tocayo. 

CL: Okay. 

SR: West, the westbound lanes we, I blocked off lanes number one and two. 

CL: Okay. And as you exited your patrol car were you and your trainee engaged in any 

conversation or? 

SR: No. He got out of the right side and started going...cause he was obviously closer and I 

had to go back around and we started walking towards it. 

CL: And what did you see or hear as you were making your approach? 

SR: As I was approaching I heard what I thought were gunshots at the time. But then I saw 

that they were actually bean bag rounds cause I see the white flying in the air. The white 
casings flying. 

CL: Okay. And if you could just tell me what you were seeing and hearing as this was 

unfolding? 

SR: As I was approaching, I could see a male running around and several officers were 

around him. As he began to run westbound, and myself and my partner, my trainee, 
began to...we were about to walk eastbound back to our vehicle to kind of catch up to 
them. But then we decided not to continue to press forward. As we got into the 
intersection I could, I heard several other shots fired. I can’t tell you how many. But they 
were bean bag rounds. Then as I approached and I got into the intersection, the male 
started running towards me, in my direction. And what I perceived as, he made kind of a 
like a slight left turn towards me, I took out my Taser. At the time I thought he was 
approaching me and I felt like my life was in immediate danger. I even considered 
dropping my Taser and taking out my gun and shooting him. But I deployed my Taser. It 
was ineffective. He just through it off. 

CL: You say he through it off but then you indicated that you kind of pulled your hands from 

your chest and opened them out above your head. 

SR: Yeah. 

CL: Were you trying to say that he removed the Taser bars? 

SR: He used his hands to kind of push away the wires. 
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CL: Okay. 

SR: He had, he had a knife in his right hand and he was holding it very tightly. 

CL: Can you describe this, this individual to me? 

SR: Yeah. He was a Hispanic male, approximately late 30’s, early 40’s. Maybe 5’ 10”. 

Between 210 pounds and 240 pounds. He was wearing a gray shirt and blue jeans I 
believe. 

CL: Did the shirt say anything on it? 

SR: I believe it had something to do with the Army. I don’t remember if it was the letters or 

just that big block “A” that they use on it. 

CL: And then can you describe the knife that was in his hand? 

SR: Uh I just saw a silver metallic knife coming out of his hand. I couldn’t see the handle. It’s 

probably maybe four inches long, about an inch and a half wide to two inches. 

CL: And do you know which hand he used holding it? 

SR: Yes the right hand. 

CL: Now when you exited your car and you said you were hearing and seeing some bean bags 

being deployed on him, had you...at what point did you decide to transition to arming 
yourself with a Taser? 

SR: When I started walking towards him and he double...he basically, he was in the northwest 

comer of the intersection, a little bit west of the west curb line up on Hollister. From 
there he started running towards me in my direction, cause I’m kind of in that northwest 
portion of the intersection. 

CL: Um hmm. 

SR: At that point he made, he even turned his head kind of towards me real quickly. And I 

had my Taser out when I saw him turning my way already. That’s when I literally 
thought he was going to come at me and that I was in immediate danger and he might 
harm me. So I really considered taking out my...dropping, just dropping my Taser and 
withdrawing my firearm and just firing a shot at him. And then um, but I used my Taser 
and deployed it. It was ineffective. He used his hands to kind of swat away the wires. 

CL: Okay. And then what happened? 

SR: From there my trainee deployed his Taser almost simultaneously with mine. I don’t have 

an extra cartridge cause recently one of my doors fell off. 

CL: Um hmm. 

SR: He then and went back on, put another one back on his Taser. I even asked him about it, 

if he had another one. 

CL: If he had another cartridge? 

SR: Yeah. Another cartridge. And then the suspect continued south, southbound towards the 

southwest portion of the intersection. 
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CL: So is he now moving away from you? 

SR: Yeah. Moving away from us. He’s just standing there facing all the officers. And he has 

his hands kind of like mid abdomen, both hands balled up with the knife...holding the 
knife very tightly and just kind of taking an aggressive stance towards us. 


CL: Now where is your trainee in relation to where you are when you deployed Taser? Was 

he to your right or to...? 

SR: To my left. 

CL: He was to your left? 

SR: Yes. 

CL: When the person was holding the knife, was he saying anything at any point during this 

interaction? 

SR: I never heard him say a word. What I did hear from him is making like grunting noises 

and just aggressive sounds coming out of him. Couldn’t make him out. There was a lot of 
noise going on. But I hear him go “Waaa” and making noises like that. 

CL: Did you ever give him verbal instructions? 

SR: At that point I didn’t. Or not that I remember. 

CL: At any point? 

SR: Cause there was plenty of other people just telling him, “Drop the knife! Drop the knife!” 

CL: And you heard that? 

SR: Yes. 

CL: Okay. So now we’re at the stage where you said he had his fist balled out. He had just 

kind of run away from you? 

SR: Yeah. 

CL: And now he’s planted himself? 

SR: Yeah. 

CL: What happens next? 

SR: I believe I heard another shot, a bean bag round ineffective. From all the rounds and 

when he was tasted nothing effective him. He was not slowing down. He was not...not 
only was he not complying, he just wasn’t reacting to anything that we were telling him. 
He wasn’t being receptive. 
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CL: And then what happened? 

SR: And then he stood there several seconds in an aggressive stance. Then he continued. He 

began to run eastbound, towards the southeast comer of the intersection. At that point 
somebody aired (on the radio) to block off traffic. I saw other vehicles.. .oh no. I’m sorry. 
That was prior. When he was just standing there in that, in that portion where I told he 
just stood there, there were other oncoming vehicles, coming, going northbound from 
Hollister, coming from Sunset Avenue. I began to flash my light at them kind of to, to 
stop because they would be in the crossfire if they came towards our direction. 

CL: And were these civilians that you were alerting? 

SR: Yes. I could just see headlights. 

CL: Okay. So you were alerting the civilians? 

SR: Yeah. I was just kind of moving my flashlights toward them and from there they turned 

and I didn’t see them come towards any longer, any more. He continued...then the 
suspect continued eastbound. Officer CASTELLANOS...I heard him. I don’t remember 
the exact words, but I heard some, “Somebody get lethal.” When I walked up to him I 
could see that his he had Taser in his hand. 

CL: When you walked up to Officer? 

SR: CASTELLANOS. 

CL: Okay. 

SR: And he ended up being on my left hand side. 

CL: Okay. 

SR: From there.... 

CL: And he asked for? 

SR: A lethal. 

CL: Lethal cover? 

SR: Yes. Lethal, lethal cover. So I went over to cover him and I said “I got you. I got you.” 

CL: So you were his lethal cover? 

SR: Yes. I was his lethal. From there, the suspect.. .there’s another BP agent just east of him, 

in the intersection kind of mid-intersection, between the south, the south curb line and the 
north curb line on I believe 2200 Tocayo. The suspect the whole time he looks back 
towards us. Towards the west of the intersections at all the officers, and there’s plenty of 
other officers. And then he begins to take like, take large strides towards us, well in the 
west direction. And then he does like hesitation moves. He has the knife in his right hand 
which is closest to us. And we’re kind of lined up. It’s myself and then uh my trainee, 
Officer CARTER. 

CL: To your? 

SR: Right. To my right. 
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CL: Okay. 

SR: And then Officer MARTINEZ. He begins to move very quickly towards us. Then he 

takes like a hesitation move, kind of towards the officers. Kind of like a, that he’s going 
to, just make a movement towards them. He does it once and then he does it... 

CL: And you were just kind of indicating like throwing your shoulders forward almost like a 

jerk or a juke? 

SR: Yeah. 

SR: And he had his, his hands real tight, holding, still holding onto the knife real tight, both 

hands balled up. Kind of like, just kind, kinda like when somebody flexes. 

CL: Yeah. 

SR: Walking towards, walking very quickly. He kind of holds like a running pace towards the 

officer. And then he took another stride and I thought he, he was going towards Officer 
MARTINEZ. I thought his life was in immediate danger and he could be harmed. And 
that’s when I decided to fire my weapon. 

CL: And how many rounds did you fire? 

SR: Approximately four. 

CL: And you fired your rounds because you believed that the subject was going to hurt or 

harm Officer MARTINEZ? 

SR: Yes. I believed that his life was in immediate danger. 

CL: And if you had to estimate how many feet away from the subject were you when you 

fired your weapon? 

SR: I would say like maybe ten or, like ten or fifteen. 

CL: After you fired your weapon can you tell me what happened? 

SR: After I fired my weapon, the suspect went down and he was on his back. He still had his 

hands, his hand holding on tightly to the knife. I could see it. And it wasn’t even...the 
knife, his hand wasn’t on the ground. It was up. Just slightly up. Maybe like four or five 
inches off the floor. 

CL: And the subject was lying on? 

SR: On his back. 

CL: On his back? 

SR: His back. His feet were facing towards us I believe. Well towards me. And then he was 

just holding it tight. They were telling him to “Drop the knife! Drop the knife!” I heard I 
believe it was Officer MARTINEZ. I heard him say, “Drop the knife. We need to give 
you medical care.” And a couple of seconds passed. He started moving around and then 
he dropped the knife. 
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CL: Um hmm. 

SR: We approached him. I told Officer VERDUZCO. I holstered my weapon. I told Officer 

VERDUZCO that I would be part of the arrest team as we approached. We walked up to 
him, turned him over and then Officer VERDUZCO I believe, Officer MENDOZA put 
handcuffs on him. 

CL: And you assisted with the arrest? 

SR: Yeah. I just turned him over. 

CL: Okay. 

SR: And... 

CL: Go ahead. 

SR: I’m sorry. At that point we flipped him back over to his stomach. I took out my knife and 

I started cutting open his shirt to see if there was any injuries where just blood was 
gushing out, where we needed to provide immediate care. I didn’t see anything. I did see 
blood but nothing was gushing out. 

CL: And where was this on his? What part of the body was? 

SR: Stomach, abdomen. I just ripped open his shirt. I could see that there was a wound on his 

right leg and somewhere on his abdomen. I don’t recall where. 

CL: Okay. 

SR: And then from there we were just monitoring his breathing. Making sure he was okay. He 

was breathing. He was kind of twitching around. Then we put him in the recovery 

position. From there I told Officer CASTELLANOS that, I asked him, “Is he still 
breathing?” He said...I believe it was him or maybe Officer VERDUZCO. They said, 
“Yes.” I said, “If he stops breathing, I’ll go on compressions, you know, to get any air.” 
And then we just monitored him until Fire went 97. 

CL: Okay. 

SS: Just a couple of questions. 

SR: Yes sir. 

SS: When you were with the Taser and you were observing all this stuff, did you end up 

giving him any commands or try to communicate with him? 

SR: No. I don’t believe so. 

SS: And when you arrived on scene, you tried using the Taser. You saw, I’m trying to 

summarize a little bit. 

SR: Yes. 

SS: And this will lead to my question. 

SR: Yes. 
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SS: Tried using the Taser. You saw a bean bag being used? 

SS: Yes. 

SS: These less lethal means of force that you or other officers are trying to use, did they 

appear to be ineffective? 

SR: Yes. 

SS: So when you used, when you ended up shooting the suspect, did you feel at that point 

that was the only option left based upon the lesser means of force you’ve seen being 
used? 

SR: Yes sir. 

SS: And you did that to protect Officer MARTINEZ’ life? 

SR: Yes sir. 

SS: That’s all I have. 

SR: So from, when I deployed my Taser. 

SS: Um hmm. 

SR: After that I just. I was like, “Oh my God. This is not going to be good.” Because 

nothing’s working on this guy. And he’s running, he’s being very aggressive. Someone’s 
life’s in danger or even a civilian. I didn’t see any at the time. 

SS: Sure. 

SR: There probably was but I didn’t see them. But just, and especially when he ran eastbound. 

I was, “Oh my God. We’re going to be chasing this guy all over the city.” And especially 
even when I (unintelligible) and I saw the bean bag being deployed by other officers, and 
the proximity that they were, I was surprised that he hadn’t been shot already. 

SS: And did you hear the initial radio call? 

SR: Yes. 

SS: And what was the, what was the initial radio call? 

SR: Just a 415 weapon knife. 

SS: And so was that a citizen calling in? 

SR: I don’t know who called it. 

SS: Okay. 

SR: I don’t know who called. 

SS: But somebody called in to say...? 

SR: Yeah. Somebody called in. 

SS: And what was basically said in...? 

SR: Just some guy walking around the street with a knife. 
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SS: Was he threatening people with a knife? 

SR: I don’t recall. 

SS: Okay. That’s all I have. 

CL: Okay. Thank you Officer RODRIGUEZ. 

SR: Thank you. 

CL: Nory? Do you have anything? 

NP: No. Thank you. 


CL: Okay. 

SR: Thank you. 

CL: And then we will conclude the interview at 7:18.

VEHICLE PROCESSING: Border Patrol Vehicle #M94257. CA license #209299 

On May 27, 2018, at approximately 2330 hours, A/Sergeant LEAHY informed Homicide Unit Team V 
that an officer involved shooting just occurred. We were directed to respond to the scene of the shooting, 
2300 Tocayo Avenue. At 0122 hours, A/Sergeant T. BRYAN gave a briefing on the incident. During the 
briefing we learned at approximately 2252 hours United States Border Patrol agents were flagged down 
regarding a male armed with a knife in the street 2300 Tocayo Avenue acting in a threatening manner. 
San Diego Police Communications also received a call from a passing motorist at 2252 hours, regarding a 
man in the street armed with a knife and immediately sent patrol officers to the scene. San Diego Police 
officers arrived on scene and found numerous uniformed Border Patrol Agents had Raul RIVERA at 
gunpoint in the intersection of Tocayo Avenue and Hollister Street. RIVERA refused the verbal 
commands to drop his knife and was threatening officers with the knife. San Diego Police officers 
deployed bean bag shotgun impact projectiles and taser deployments at RIVERA in an attempt to subdue 
and apprehend him. The use of non-lethal force options were not successful and had no apparent affect. 
RIVERA continued to act in a threatening manner and charged towards Officer M. MARTINEZ while 
armed with a knife. RIVERA was shot by Officers M. MARTINEZ, W. CARTER TORRES, and S. 
RODRIGUEZ. RIVERA was hit by gunfire and dropped to the ground. Officers began examining 
RIVERA to render first aid. SDFD Medics arrived on scene and RIVERA was ultimately pronounced 
deceased at 2322 hours. After the briefing I was assigned to conduct the scene investigation. 

During the scene investigation, I located a Border Patrol SUV vehicle (#M94257) which had an impact 
mark from a bullet in the front windshield. At the conclusion of the scene investigation, I directed Officer 
M. RODRIGUEZ #7672 to have the vehicle impounded as evidence. Officer RODRIGUEZ impounded 
the vehicle and followed the tow truck to Northwestern Division where he had the vehicle stored. 

On June 1,2018, at approximately 0600 hours, I arrived at the Northwestern Substation Evidence Garage 
and met with Crime Scene Specialist CARBONE and Criminalist DUTRA to process the vehicle. 

The vehicle is registered to Border Patrol. On May 30, 2018, Frank CRUZ, Director Of Logistics, for San 
Diego Sector Border Patrol gave me permission to search/examine the vehicle.

Crime Scene Specialist CARBONE took over all photographs of the vehicle, both interior and exterior. 

EXTERIOR: 

The vehicle is Chevrolet Tahoe, marked Border Patrol Vehicle. It was white in color with a green vertical 
stripe on the rear passenger doors. There was a license plate, 209299, affixed to front bumper and to the 
rear gate of the vehicle. The vehicle number, M94257, was in green on the front quarter panels over both 
front tires. The words “Border Patrol” were in green over the rear tires on the rear quarter panels. On 
each of the front doors were the words, “US Customs and Border Protection” with a US Customs and 
Border Protection seal. The words, “Border Patrol” were on the rear gate of the vehicle. On the upper 
right side of the rear gate of the vehicle were the letters, “IMB”. On the upper left side of the rear gate 
was the vehicle number, “M94257”. There was a tow hitch on the vehicle. The paint on the vehicle was 
cracked and fading in places. There was a thin overhead light bar on the vehicle. All of the windows to 
the vehicle were closed. The front windows had a light tint on the windows. The rear passenger 
windows, cargo area windows and rear window had a darker tint on them. 

There was an apparent bullet defect (approximately the size of a quarter) in the driver’s side headlight 
towards the outer portion of the headlight. Crime Scene Specialist CARBONE labeled this defect, “A”. 
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There was a second apparent bullet defect in the front windshield of the vehicle on the driver’s side near 
the top of the windshield. The hole in the windshield was approximately the size of a dime and the 
impact/shattered area around it was approximately the size of a baseball. There were cracks radiating 
from the impact mark in all directions. Crime Scene Specialist CARBONE labeled this defect, “B”. 



Crime Scene Specialist CARBONE, Criminalist DUTRA and I removed the driver’s side headlight from 
the vehicle. We located a misshapen circle defect on the back side of the headlight. Crime Scene 
Specialist CARBONE labeled this defect, “Al”. Inside the front quarter panel behind the headlight we 
located a single bullet and four additional strike marks. Crime Scene Specialist CARBONE marked the 
bullet with label number 56. She then photographed and collected the bullet. Crime Scene Specialist 
CARBONE labeled the first three strike marks, “A2, A3 and A4.” The fourth strike mark we were unable 
to reach inside to label. However on the outside of the front quarter panel where the fourth strike mark 
was the metal was dented outward and the paint was chipped. Crime Scene Specialist CARBONE labeled 
the outside of the front quarter panel, “A5” where the strike mark was. 
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Crime Scene Specialist CARBONE photographed each of the defects and strike marks. 
(See above photos.) 
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INTERIOR: 

The interior of the vehicle was in good condition. The interior was a dark gray cloth. 

The odometer reading was 68,679 miles. The gas gage registered full. The vehicle doors and windows 
were automatic. There was broken glass on both front seats, the center console/ radio area and the front 
seat floorboards. There were no floor mats in the vehicle. The two front seats of the vehicle were 
separated from the rear bench seat of the vehicle by a cage in the upper portion and plastic molding below 
it. There was plexiglass covering the portion of the cage behind the driver’s seat. 

On the portion of the cage facing the front seats of the vehicle I located a strike mark towards the middle, 
lower section of the cage. Crime Scene Specialist labeled this strike mark, “B2”. 

Crime Scene Specialist CARBONE took photographs of the strike mark inside the vehicle. 



Inside the vehicle on the front passenger side floor board I located a metal fragment. Crime Scene 
Specialist CARBONE marked the metal fragment with placard number 57. She took photographs of the 
metal fragment and collected it. 
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Criminalist DUTRA placed a trajectory rod through the defect in the front windshield to the strike mark 
on the cage. See his report for further details. Crime Scene Specialist CABONE took photographs of the 
trajectory rod when it was in place. 

At approximately 0830 hours, a tow truck arrived to transport the vehicle to Traffic Division. We left 
Northwestern Division at approximately 0900 hours. I followed the tow truck to Eastern Division. 

At approximately 0940 hours, I released the vehicle to Border Patrol Agent/Vehicle Control Officer, 
Ricardo DE ANDA and Border Patrol mechanic Mark DICKEY. 

I left Traffic Division at approximately 0945 hours.

During the briefing we learned at 
approximately 2252 hours United States Border Patrol Agents were flagged down regarding a male armed 
with a knife in the intersection of Hollister and Tocayo Avenue. San Diego Police Communications 
received a call from a passing motorist at 2252 hours, regarding a man in the street armed with a knife and 
immediately dispatched patrol officers to the scene. San Diego Police Officers arrived on scene and found 
numerous Border Patrol Agents had Raul RIVERA at gunpoint in the intersection of Tocayo Avenue and 
Hollister Street. RIVERA refused the verbal commands to drop the knife and was threatening officers and 
agents with the knife. San Diego Police Officers deployed bean bag shotgun impact projectiles and Taser 
deployments at RIVERA in an attempt to subdue and apprehend him.

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STATEMENT OF BORDER PATROL AGENT FRANCISCO GRACIA JR: 


My truck is in the intersection. I was heading southbound on Hollister and Gino was heading 
northbound. He was heading into the station and I was leaving. I was in my POV. The Ford 
Ranger is my vehicle. My vehicle is pointing south on Hollister. I was not aware of the call. The 
first thing I saw when I was at the intersection is I saw Gino with the subject with the knife. I saw 
the knife in his hand. Gino’s back was towards me. I exited my vehicle. I wanted to give 
assistance to Gino but he was already “drawing down.” 

Gino is Eugene O’NEILL. Gino was already giving commands to drop the knife. The guy kept 
saying, “No, just shoot me. I am not dropping the knife.” I was out of my uniform and did not 
have my weapon. I tried to flank him by going around my truck. I was trying to get behind him, 
but he wouldn’t let me. He kept backing up. In my mind I was going to try and tackle him. He 
kept trying to dupe Gino. It looked like the guy wanted suicide by cop. It was very obvious from 
the get go. Gino played it cool and kept telling the guy to, “Drop the knife! Drop the knife!” I 
think at one point Gino told him no one was going to shoot him. The guy kept probing and 
coaxing Gino to shoot him, but he never did and then everyone started to show up. 

I remember someone yelling that SDPD was already called and they were on their way. I 
remember Paniagua trying to talk the subject down. He said, ‘I see you are wearing an Army shirt. 
Are you prior military?” The guy kept getting agitated. By this time SDPD showed up. I was near 
the rear of my vehicle because I didn’t want to be flagged by any weapons. I was facing south and 
an SDPD officer came from my north and said, “I have non-lethal”. I yelled, “Non-lethal” and the 
officer put bean bag rounds down range. It appeared the subject was hit several times. He took off 
running westbound. It didn’t appear the bean bags phased him all that much. He then staxted 
running back eastbound on the same street and there was an attempt taser. It appeared to be that he 
tore the probes off or the probes did not attach. SDPD deployed the taser. He appeared to just walk 
right through the taser. They ran out of bean bag ammo. I think some of the SDPD were trying to 
get more ammo or reload. I think a second taser was deployed. The subject just walked right 
through that. He came back to the middle of intersection where he was originally in front of the 
Ranger and next to Gino’s vehicle. I think there were three SDPD officers directly in front of him 
and several flanking. He kept doing the same thing. He kept “deking” towards the officers. 

At this point, the SDPD officers were in front of the subject and I was behind them. I was looking 
at the SDPD Officer’s backs. They were facing southwest direction. They kept yelling commands, 
“Put down the knife.” His response was always the same, “No, I am not going to put down the 
knife. Shoot me.” At that point the guy was becoming more aggressive. At some point, I did not 
see it but shots were fired. It’s hard to say how many because it was multiple shots from different 
officers. 

After the gunshots the guy was on the ground and the officers were still yelling at him to let go of 
the knife. Even in that state he would not let go of the knife. They had to go and kick it out of his 
hand. I was behind my truck when the gunshots occurred. They called for paramedics. 
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The subject was heavy set, 5’10”, appeared to be brown skin, wearing and “Army” shirt, a hat, 
jeans and white tennis shoes. The knife was about a 4” blade. It looked like a folding knife. He 
was holding it in his right hand. 

My duty weapon is the .40 cal standard issue, but I did not have it with me. I was dressed down to 
my black t-shirt and uniform pants. 1 was second on scene. It was Gino out of his vehicle. I was at 
the stoplight and Palafox was behind me. Palafox was in his POV. Someone had waved Gino 
down about the knife yielding subject. I didn’t have my radio so I didn’t really know what was 
going on. It wasn’t until I saw Gino’s car in the middle of the intersection it registered what was 
going on, I wasn’t going to leave him. 

No one was helping this guy out. It seemed from my peripheral vision there were spectators. 

The interview ended at 0318 hours.

The guy went on the otherside 
of the van and I did not see what happened (indicated on the westside of the intersection west of the 
stopped Border Patrol vehicles). 
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I initially heard the Border Patrol officer telling the guy to drop the knife, he was about fifteen feet 
from him. 

I did see something in the guy’s hand that looked pointy and shiny. I am not sure which hand he had 
the knife in. 

I did not really look at the details of what happened. The guy had in his hand what looked like a little 
pocket knife. 

Once the guy went on the other side of the van, more cop cars started showing up. I did not see much. 

I did not see what happened on the other side of the Border Patrol cars, and I could not hear 
anything. 

The next time I saw the guy with the knife he was at the back of the Border Patrol vehicle (indicated 
north side of intersection). I observed the man running and I think they shot him with BB’s. The 
guy was just taking the impacts and he was still standing. 

I saw him run south and then west. It looked like the officers were shooting him with something like 
BB's. Because he just kept on moving around. Then eventually he was down. I heard the sound of 
BB’s. It was a low noise sound, not like a bullet. I don't know. I see the guy is down, but I only 
heard BB's. 

My mom's car window was up and my window was up, but cradled open slightly. I was talldng to my 
mom most of the time about the quinceanera we just came from. My brother’s are home alone right 
now. That is what I and my mom were talking about when this was going on. I was not that nosey to 
see what was happening outside of the car. I noticed things, but when the guy with the knife 
disappeared I was just talking with my mom. 

When the officers were all out of the cars I could not tell the difference between the Border Patrol 
and the San Diego Police Officers. 

I was unable see who was shooting at the guy. I could not tell and I did not see the flash from the 
guns. I only heard the shots. 

I was unable to hear if the officers were saying anything to the guy as he was running around. 

Our car is now in the same spot and has not been moved since this happened. 

I did see the fire department and paramedics arrive, but I did not see them tending to the guy. There 
was a lot of police cars and their lights were on. 

When this happened there were a lot of police cars stopped behind my mom’s car, but not in the 
middle of the intersection. The police cars that were previously parked behind us have now left. 
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I completed the interview at approximately 0212 hours, and provided^^^^^^l with my business card. 
I told to contact me if she recalled any additio nal information about the incident and escorted 

her to her mother’s vehicle. I then introduced myself to mother, and had her 

follow me back to my unmarked patrol vehicle. I instructed to sit in their car while we 

interviewed her mother. I escorted to my unmarked patrol car, and she was interviewed 

by Detective A. TAFOYA. Refer to Detective TAFOYA’s report statement.

I obtained statement and captured the conversation on a digital recorder. Refer to audio 

recording for full details. 

Statement of 

essentially told me the following: 

We were visiting my mom. She lives on which is like two streets down To cay o Avenue 

(west of Hollister Street). We left her home around 10:35 pm and we were going home and my home 
is maybe five blocks away. So we are very familiar with the area and it is a quiet area. Not much 
happens. 

. As we were heading towards home. We went east on Tocayo Avenue to the traffic light at Hollister 

Street. We were going to make a left on Hollister Street. My husband was driving and as we were 
approaching the traffic light I saw this man coming from Tocayo Avenue and he walked across the 
intersection. Not like normal in a crosswalk from corner to corner. 

He was on the south sidewalk of Tocayo Avenue walking towards Hollister Street and he walked into 
the intersection. 

I drew a diagram of the intersection of Tocayo Avenue and Hollister Street on my note book and had 
indicate on the diagram their location and the suspect’s path of travel. indicated the 

suspect walked westbound Tocayo Avenue on the south sidewalk towards Hollister Street and then 
walked from the southeast comer of the intersection in the direction of the northwest corner of the 
intersec tion. I used the letter “X” for the suspect on the diagram and placed it in the location where 
noted she first saw the suspect. 

He walked towards the northwest corner, but he did not go there. He walked towards us and went to 
the driver side of our car. He was walking like this (indicated hands balled up into fists and out to his 
sides in an aggressive demeanor). His aggressive behavior is what grabbed our attention as we were 
getting closer to the intersection. 

He walks maybe two feet away from our car (indicated they were in left turn lane of Tocayo Avenue 
to go north on Hollister Street). I am in the front passenger seat, and my two kids and my aunt are in 
the back seat. The man walked up looking to see who or what was inside our car. He had what I 
thought was a screwdriver at first in his right hand. He looked like this (indicating a mean/angry 
facial expression).

He came up to my husband’s side of the car very close to us. He was about two feet away and he 
circled our car. I told my husband to run the red light. The light was red, but I told him to go. I don 7 
think my husband was hearing me and he wanted to see who this man was and what he was up to. 
The man then continued to walk west on Tocayo Avenue. 

As we are at the traffic light a Border Patrol was at the light too and across from us (indicated 
westbound Tocayo Avenue and set up to go south on Hollister Street). The Border Patrol was going 
to go left (south) on Hollister Street down towards the ranches. My husband was flashing our car 
headlights to get the attention of the Border Patrol, but they did not see us or know we were trying to 
get their attention. The Border Patrol continued through the intersection and we went north on 
Hollister Street on the green light. 

We went to our house and dropped off our kids. I was concerned about the man in the neighborhood. 
I told my husband to call my mother. When we left her home, she was mopping the floor and had her 
doors open. My sister was also there and just had a baby. I was concerned for them and wanted my 
husband to call them. My husband said let’s just drive back to my mom’s house. I did not want my 
husband to go back alone so I went with him. We left my aunt and the kids at our home, and drove 
back to my mom’s house. 

We got back to the intersection (Tocayo Avenue and Hollister Street) and the man was still there in 
the intersection. I could see him from far away and he was chasing cars, as if trying to scare them. 
He had the same aggressive stance and cars were driving around him. He was walking from corner 
to corner of the intersection. He was not respecting any crosswalks or anything like that. 

We were going to make the right turn onto Tocayo from Hollister to go back in the direction of my 
mother’s house. The man was in the intersection (indicated in the southbound lanes of Hollister 
Street). My husband stopped the car right here (indicated the west curb line of Hollister Street north 
of Tocayo Avenue) and told me to call the police. I did not want to call the police. I did not know 
what to say or what to think about what was happening. I didn 7 call right then. 

My husband then turned right onto Tocayo to go towards my mother’s house, but we did not go to her 
house. My husband then made a u-turn on Tocayo to go back towards Hollister Street. He wanted to 
see a Border Patrol or a police officer. At that hour the Border Patrol changes shifts so there were a 
lot of Border Patrol around going back and forth and nobody saw him. 

As this point I decided to call the police, and we made a right turn onto Hollister Street (to proceed 
south) from Tocayo Avenue. Then my husband made a u-turn on Hollister Street to go back north 
towards Tocayo again. We waited for the traffic light at the intersection. The man was still there in 
the intersection scaring cars. 

I was on the phone with the police and my husband was trying to find someone (Border Patrol or 
police) to get their attention about the man in the intersection.

We saw the whole thing happen. 
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When we were close to the man I could then see he had a Imife in his hand. I noticed it was a Imife 
with rigid teeth, like a Rambo type of knife. 

We saw Border Patrol drive through the intersection and the man was chasing Border Patrol. My 
husband did not have time to get their attention because we were watching the man with the knife. 

The first Border Patrol that did stop is the one that my husband did get to pull over. We stayed there 
at the intersection. The Border Patrol did not want to draw his gun on the man. The man was going 
like this to him (indicated pointing the knife at him). The Border Patrol was telling the man to stop 
and drop to the floor. We had our car windows down. At that point the Border Patrol was going to 
grab his gun, but he dropped something. I then told my husband that this was none of our business 
and to just leave. 

Then within seconds another Border Patrol arrived. It was a van. The Border Patrol stopped in the 
middle of the intersection and then turned on his lights. The Border Patrol got onto like the side of 
the sidewalk (indicated the northeast corner of the intersection). It was the first two Border Patrols 
and then a lot more Border Patrol cars started coming.

We were in the left hand lane of traffic (#1 lane) when we first pulled up. There was at 
least two other vehicles with us. When we came to a stop up there, someone pulled in 
behind me. That is how I ended up on the wrong side of the road over there, I tried to 
back up to get some distance. It didn’t look like it was going to go very good. 

(So you are driving up the street and what do you see?) At first I saw the police overhead 
lights. I pulled up a little ways behind them and we could see all of the commotion; the 
officers standing on the comer with the dude. 

(When you say see a commotion, what are you seeing?) I saw the guy standing there, 
surrounded by police officers. Well I don’t know how surrounded he was. They were all 
kind of shouting, I can’t really say what I heard them saying. 

(Were the officers in uniform?) From what I remember seeing, yes. I know I saw there 
was the black uniforms (S.D.P.D.) and there were also Border Patrol agents. 

(And you said there was someone they were kind of surrounding?) It was all the same 
guy, all the one guy.

The following 
is an in essences summary of this statement. For complete details of the interview, refer to the audio 
recording. 

Statement of Agent Hector LUNA - USBP: 

I work for the United States Border Patrol. I have been employed by Border Patrol for 
approximately 11 years. My current assigmnent is the Strike Team, a plain clothes assignment 
working along the coast, and I was working tonight. The attire I have on now was the same at the 
time of the incident. 

It was noted LUNA was wearing blue jeans, a flannel shirt, had a beard, and wearing his badge 
around his neck. UJNA ’S badge was unobstructed and visible. LUNA was carrying 


I was getting my vehicle ready to go out into the field here at the station. I heard someone get on 
the radio and say there was a man with a knife on Hollister Street and Tocayo Avenue. At that 
point I did not know who the agent was who was requesting additional units to respond. I was 
driving an unmarked I drove to the intersection and saw it was already surrounded 

by police and Border Patrol vehicles. As I approached, I could see about half a block away, a 
crowd of San Diego Police (officers) in the middle of the intersection. I could see them 
surrounding someone. I assumed it was the man with the knife, but I could not actually see the 
person they were around. 

As I approached, there was another San Diego Police officer who was blocking traffic. The officer 
told me to stop because he did not recognize me as a Border Patrol Agent. I showed him my badge 
and he let me through. I pulled over to the side and put my vehicle in park. As I was putting my 
vehicle in park, I heard gun shots. I was approximately 30 yards north of the intersection on 
Hollister Street facing the intersection. My window was down at the time. I did hear the officers 
yelling commands to drop the knife twice. It was as I pulled over to park, when I heard the gun 
shots. I was not looking directly at the intersection when the officers fired. I did look up when I 
heard the shots, but the male was already on the ground. I went to the perimeter of the intersection. 
I did not see the knife but I could hear the officers commanding him to drop the knife. I did not 
hear anything that sounded like a non-lethal weapon. 

When medics arrived I moved my vehicle closer to the intersection because it was blocking traffic. 
My vehicle was in the crime scene after the shooting so I was told to leave my vehicle. 

The interview was completed at approximately 0253 hours. Detective Weaver and I provided LUNA with 

our business cards.

WITENSS STATEMENT: 

On May 27 th 2018, at 2339 hours, Acting Detective Sergeant Christopher Leahy #5869 informed me there 
was an officer involved shooting case we were being assigned to investigate. He directed me to respond 
to 2300 Tocayo Avenue, and join other homicide investigators to assist with the investigation. 

I arrived on scene on May 28 th at 0035 hours, and parked my unmarked police vehicle on the north curb 
line of 2300 Tocayo Avenue. I exited my vehicle and met with other members of the San Diego Police 
Department’s Homicide Team 5. At 0122 hours, I attended a briefing conducted by Southern Patrol 
Acting Sergeant T. Bryan #5301. At 0149 hours, the briefing concluded. 

After the briefing, A/Sgt. Leahy directed me to interview two of the civilian witnesses, 
and 

I introduced myself to and spoke briefly with her. agreed to be interviewed and I 

obtained her statement inside of my unmarked police vehicle. During the interview I was seated in the 
driver’s seat and sat in the front passenger seat. The interview was digitally recorded. I later 

downloaded the interview onto a CD and impounded it as the original. I also made a working copy of the 
interview and put it onto a CD. I later turned the CD over to Detective Kate Allison. 
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My interview began at 0219 hours. 

Statemen t I V\ ilm | 

essentially told me the following statement. 

I was driving my charcoal colored this evening. My daughter, was seated 

in the front passenger seat next to me. We were returning home from Tijuana, Mexico. 


We were traveling westbound on Tocayo Avenue in the far right lane of traffic. I was driving my daughter 
to her home. We were preparing to make a northbound right turn onto Hollister Street. I slowed down 
because I saw the two Border Patrol trucks in front of us. There was a guy walking and running around 
with a knife. The man was in the crosswalk. I tried to back up in my vehicle, but there was a car directly 
behind me. Another car was directly in front of mine just before the intersection. 


I saw two or three border patrol officers on the opposite side of the truck, but it was difficult to see. They 
were all just north of the Tocayo Avenue intersection, on Hollister Street. The Agents were trying to talk 
to the guy. Rivera was yelling, “No! No!” The man wasn’t going to drop the knife. I saw the man was 
holding a knife in his hand. We were pretty close to where this was all happening so I saw a lot. 

It looked like a kitchen knife. I’m pretty sure the knife was in his right hand. He was waving it around 
while holding it. Initially the Border Patrol Agents were talking to the man and he was just holding the 
knife. The Agents kept telling him to drop the knife and he responded by saying, “No” and was advancing 
towards them. The Agents were telling him to put the knife down. The man wasn’t complying. I think he 
was kind of threatening the Border Patrol Agents. The Agents were backing away. At one point, I saw the 
man walking towards one of the Agents and the Agent was backing up. The Border Patrol Agent had a 
gun, all of the Agents had guns drawn. I think the man was on drugs. He did not seem to care. 

About a minute later, San Diego Police Officers began arriving. They responded to the scene quickly. 
When the San Diego Police Officers arrived the man with the knife was approaching them. They were 
still at the northeast comer of the intersection. 


I heard the Police Officers telling the man with the knife to drop the weapon. At this time I would 
estimate there were about seven Police Officers on-scene. I saw the man with the knife walk west through 
the crosswalk. He walked approximately twenty to thirty feet beyond the crosswalk. I saw the Officers 
following the man. Then the Police Officers fired about ten to fifteen rounds, but I don’t believe it was a 
gun because it sounded softer like a pellet gun. I remember the gun was big, similar to a shotgun. I heard 
the shots being fired, but didn’t see it. 

The man with the knife sort of fell, but he didn’t fall. Instead, the man with the knife began running 
westbound on Tocayo Avenue westbound, in the center lanes. He ran west about two car lengths, then he 
turned around and ran back, eastbound on Tocayo Avenue towards the intersection at Hollister Street. 
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The man was still armed with the knife in his hand. At this time, there were approximately ten Police 
Officers and three Border Patrol Agents at the scene. I remember Officers next to my car and more 
officers were on the northeast comer of the intersection. Rivera was in the center of the intersection. The 
man with the knife was yelling something like, “No! No!” 

Additional Police Officers arrived and told the man to put the knife down and to get down, ..to stop. This 
went on for about twenty to thirty seconds. The man with the knife was acting like he was under the 
influence of drags. He didn’t stop. Then the Police Officers shot him. He tried to run, but instead fell to 
the ground. The officers handcuffed the man. To me, it looked like the man’s arm was broken. 

Before the shots were fired, the man with the knife was looking at the Police Officers and yelling 
something, but I could not understand what exactly he was saying. The man was holding the knife in the 
air a lot, off to the side, and above his shoulders. When the Officers were giving the man orders, the 
closest Officer to him was about a car length away from him. Everything happened too quickly, I don’t 
remember what happened immediately before the shooting. I heard a lot of shots, more than ten. After the 
shooting the man with the knife fell to the ground. 

I would estimate the man with the knife was about six feet tall, he appeared overweight, and Caucasian. I 
would estimate his age to be between forty and forty-five years old.

The interview concluded at 0244 hours. 

At the conclusion of the interview I escorted to the location where her vehicle was parked. 

was parked in the #2 westbound lane of 2300 Tocayo Avenue, 
approximately 4 car lengths east of the crosswalk. The license plate on her vehicle was 

im vehicle was facing westbound. told me her vehicle was closer towards the 

intersection when the incident occurred. She told me she drove her car in reverse after the shooting. 

I asked to point out the loca tion on th e street where the front driver side bumper of her vehicle 

was when she witnessed the incident. pointed to the ground where her front bumper was during 

the shooting. told me her vehicle was closer to the curb, as she described she was preparing to 

turn right onto Hollister Street. D etective A llison used her measuring wheel and measured the distance 
from the curb line to the location ^^^^Jestimated her vehicle was positioned at the time of the 
shooting. Detective Allison told me the distance was thirty-five feet east of the east curb line of 1800 
Hollister Street. 

I then assisted with driving her vehicle out of the scene. left with her daughter,

On May 27, 2018, at approximately 2330 hours, A/Sergeant LEAHY informed Homicide Unit Team V 
that an officer involved shooting just occurred. We were directed to respond to the scene of the shooting, 
2300 Tocayo Avenue. 

I arrived on scene at approximately 0030 hours. At 0122 hours, A/Sergeant T. BRYAN gave a briefing 
on the incident. During the briefing we learned at approximately 2252 hours, United States Border Patrol 
agents were flagged down regarding a male armed with a knife who was standing in the street (2300 
Tocayo Avenue) acting in a threatening maimer. San Diego Police Communications also received a call 
from a passing motorist at 2252 hours, regarding a man in the street armed with a knife patrol officers 
were dispatched to the scene. 

San Diego Police officers arrived on scene and found numerous uniformed Border Patrol Agents had Raul 
RIVERA at gunpoint in the intersection of Tocayo Avenue and Hollister Street.

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Officers began assessing RIVERA’s injuries and rendering first aid. S.D.F.D. Medics arrived on scene 
and RIVERA was ultimately pronounced deceased at 2322 hours. After the briefing, I was directed to 
conduct witness interviews. 

On May 28, 2018, at 0310 hours, I was directed by A/Sergeant C. LEAHY to go to Southern Division to 
interview witness officers that deployed bean bag impact rounds or used a Taser. I arrived at Southern 
Division and interviewed Officer M. MUNIZ at 0403 hours in the investigations conference room. I 
captured the conversation on a digital recorder. Refer to audio recording for full details. 

Statement of Officer M. MUNIZ 


Officer MUNIZ essentially told me the following: 

My unit designator this evening was 712K3. My partner is Officer Michael MARTINEZ #7591. 

My partner and I were in the San Ysidro area on another call we had just finishing up and we heard 
the radio call come out about a disturbance involving a weapon. We were at the Motel 6 on Calle 
Primera. We started driving in the direction of the weapons call. 

As we were driving, we heard some updates that Border Patrol had agents at the scene and a guy 
was waving a knife around. That was actually the radio call. There was a guy walking in the street 
and approaching cars and waving a knife around. They didn’t say if he was doing a 417 
(brandishing a weapon in a threatening manner), like waving or brandishing the knife at them. 

Sergeant ADAMS was on scene and he advised Border Patrol had the suspect at gunpoint. Sergeant 
ADAMS requested a police K9 to respond code-3. We then rolled code-3 to the scene. 

We arrived at the intersection of Tocayo and Hollister. We arrived at the scene on Tocayo Avenue 
on the east side of the intersection. We saw Border Patrol had the guy at gunpoint and some of our 
(S.D.P.D.) officers were there. Officer D. CASTELLANOS was there and had the bean bag shotgun. 
My partner, Officer MARTINEZ, elected to draw lethal force and I elected to arm myself with non- 
lethal force. I didn ’t get the bean bag shotgun, I instead upholstered my Taser. 

The guy was yelling something. I don’t know remember what he was yelling. The Border Patrol 
Agents were yelling at him to “drop the knife. ’’ He was just saying, “No!” He was refused to put the 
Icnife down. 

I could see the Icnife in his hand. I couldn’t tell what kind of Icnife. It looked like a pocket Icnife or a 
kitchen Icnife. I don’t remember which hand he was holding the Icnife in. He was holding the knife 
with blade down extending past his pinlcy finger (indicated holding knife for a downward stabbing 
motion). After about thirty seconds of him not complying with Border Patrol Agents commands and 
not putting down the knife, the bean bag shotgun was deployed. It was mostly ineffective. It 
appeared they were making contact but had little to no effect. The guy was on his feet the entire 
time. The first bean bag impact he might have possibly said, “ow. ” The next ones were bouncing off 
him. He turned around and took off running westbound across the intersection. It was like the 
impacts made him flinch and that was it. 
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Me and the other officers there began to run after him. The guy maybe went about forty to fifty feet 
down Tocayo Avenue from Hollister Street and then he stopped and came back towards us. I don’t’ 
know what made him come back towards us. I don’t think there were officers on that side yet. 

Officers were still giving him commands to stop and put the Imife down. I could not see if he still 
had the Imife at that point. It was dark and there are no street lights there. The guy was still not 
complying with commands. I am not sure which officer it was, but the officer deployed his Taser at 
the suspect. I could not tell if the Taser probes made contact or if it was just ineffective. It had no 
effect on him and he continued to walk eastbound and walk fast back to the middle of the 
intersection. The Taser did not drop him and had no effect. 

The guy was going east and went back to the middle of the intersection. 

He turned back towards officers and made several thrusting or lunging movements with his body. I 
don’t remember him doing it with the knife, but it was more with his upper body. He was still 
holding the knife in his hand, and he was thrusting towards officers. At that point I deployed my 
Taser. It was ineffective. I could not tell if the Taser probes attached to him. 

Officer VERDUZCO was telling the suspect to stop and put the knife down. I was about fifteen to 
twenty feet from him when I deployed the Taser. About this time is when the officers fired their 
handguns at him. The suspect was doing like a pump faking, like in football. It was like he was 
going to come at us eventually, but he never really did. At that point the officers were close to him, 
like ten feet. I Imow my partner fired on the suspect. He was to my left. I don’t know who else fired 
their handguns. 

There were several shots. I don’t know how many. The suspect fell down and officers continued to 
give him commands to let go of the Imife. He would not let go of it. I think someone kicked the knife 
from his hand. The group of officers closed in on him and we got the knife away from him. He was 
handcuffed and rolled over to the recovery position and we waited for medics to enter the scene. 
The suspect was not talking at that time. I had no contact with the suspect. I wasn 7 talking to him. 

I used my notebook and drew out a sketch of the intersection and indicated the streets Hollister and 
Tocayo. I asked Officer MUNIZ to indicate where he parked his patrol car at the intersection and where 
he first confronted the suspect. Officer MUNIZ drew a rectangle on the diagram to indicate were they 
parked their patrol vehicle. I labeled it as “712K.” He put three dots on the north east comer of the 
intersection to indicate the location of Border Patrol Agents that had the suspects at gun point. I labeled 
the dots as “BP.” Officer MUNIZ placed a letter “X” on the diagram for the suspect and used dash lines 
to indicate the suspect’s path of travel. The suspect went westbound through the intersection on Tocayo 
Avenue and back eastbound Tocayo Avenue to the center of the intersection. Officer MUNIZ used dots 
to indicate the location of SDPD officers when they confronted the suspect. Officer MUNIZ identified 
himself as one of the officers in the intersection. I wrote his name “MUNIZ” on the location where he 
placed himself on the diagram when he deployed his Taser. 
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Officer MUNIZ indicated he did not have an opportunity to review his BWC video. 

At hours, 0430 hours, I concluded the interview with Officer MUNIZ and provided him with my business 
card. I informed him to contact me if he recalled any further details of the incident.

On May 28, 2018, at approximately 0003 hours, Sergeant Steve SHEBLOSKI #5317 informed Homicide 
Team I that an officer involved shooting had just occurred. According to Sgt. SHEBLOSKI, there were 
multiple law enforcement and civilian witnesses at the scene and Team V needed assistance. I was 
directed to respond to the scene, located at 2300 Tocayo Avenue, to assist Homicide Team V with witness 
statements. I arrived on scene at approximately 0100 hours. 

At 0122 hours, A/Sergeant T. BRYAN gave the briefing of the incident. During the briefing we learned at 
approximately 2252 hours United States Border Patrol Agents were flagged down regarding a male armed 
with a knife in the intersection of Hollister and Tocayo Avenue. San Diego Police Communications 
received a call from a passing motorist at 2252 hours, regarding a man in the street armed with a knife and 
immediately dispatched patrol officers to the scene. San Diego Police Officers arrived on scene and found 
numerous Border Patrol Agents had Raul RIVERA at gunpoint in the intersection of Tocayo Avenue and 
Hollister Street. RIVERA refused the verbal commands to drop the knife and was threatening officers and 
agents with the knife. San Diego Police Officers deployed bean bag shotgun impact projectiles and Taser 
deployments at RIVERA in an attempt to subdue and apprehend him. The use of non-lethal force options 
were not successful and had no apparent affect. RIVERA continued to act in a threatening manner and 
charged towards Officer M. MARTINEZ while armed with a knife. RIVERA was shot by Officers M. 
MARTINEZ, W. CARTER TORRES, and S. RODRIGUEZ. RIVERA was hit by the gunfire and dropped 
the ground. Officers began examining RIVERA to render first aid. SDFD Medics #30 arrived on scene 
( and RIVERA was ultimately pronounced deceased at 2322 hours. 
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During the briefing I learned there were at least 12 Border Patrol Agents present and none of them 
claimed to have fired their service weapon during this incident. I was also told these Agents were no 
longer at the scene and had returned to their station located at 1802 Saturn Boulevard. The briefing ended 
at 0149 hours. 

At 0200 hours, I cleared the scene along with the rest of Homicide Team 1 and responded to 1802 Saturn 
Boulevard to conduct interviews with the Border Patrol Agents. I arrived at the Border Patrol Station at 
approximately 0205 hours. 

Each Agent we spoke to had a representative present during their interview with us, with the exclusion of 
Supervising Agent PINO, Agent’s LUNA, PAIR, PORTER 
representative. The representative present during these interviews

Each interview was audio recorded for accuracy. On May 28, 2018 at 0450 hours, Detective ZALDIVAR 
and I interviewed Agent Francisco MARTINEZ. Also present during this interview was Agent ROLLINS 
(representative). 
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STATEMENT OF BORDER PATROL AGENT FRANCISCO MARTINEZ: 


It was right before 11 (2300 Hours) when I heard the call on the radio about a subject with a knife. 
The transmission wasn’t too clear. It was kind of broken up. I am plain clothes, wearing a grey 
long sleeve shirt and b lack pants, badge, radio and gun. My duty weapon is I drive a 

It I s unmarked with lights. 

I was responding from just north of the station. There was another unit in front of me. It was 
Agent Julian Hernandez. I was southbound on Hollister when I arrived. The subject was already 
between the Tahoe and white Ranger. There was other Agents on scene. There were a lot of guys 
telling him to drop the knife. I did see the knife in his right hand. I saw the blade that was 3 !T”-4”, 
black and serrated. 

Everyone was telling him to drop the knife, which he did not. He started walking towards us. We 
stayed back. I started asking if anyone had a Taser. A second later as PD or Sheriff came from 
behind us with a bean bag shotgun. I heard the racking of the shotgun. I saw the subject get hit 
with the (bean bag). It did not seem to affect him at all. He did not go down at all. I heard about 10 
shots from the shot gun. Both Officers shot their bean bag shot gun at about the same time. The 
subject kept saying, “Just shoot me”. He started running 100 yards on Tocayo. I know it was me, 
Agent Hernandez and Agent Shook. Everyone kept yelling at him to, “Drop it, and drop it”. The 
subject kept yelling, “Just shoot me.” PD deployed two Tasers. I saw the Tasers hit him and there 
was no effect. He just pulled them out. 

The only thing he kept saying was, “Just shoot me, just kill me, just shoot me.” He was moving 
towards the intersection when he was tased. Everyone was telling him to “drop it” but he would 
not comply. There was about 7 PD officers north of him. There was for sure myself and Agent 
Shook on the west side of the intersection. I was probably 10-15 yards from the PD officers. The 
guy started looking around and started advancing on the officers. He got pretty close, about under 
7 yards from the officers. The officers opened fire. I think I heard close to 10 shots. After the shots 
they were ordering him to drop the knife. The officers moved in and handcuffed him. I had my 
weapon out, but I never fired. I did not deploy non-lethal. 

The subject was white, 36-38 years old, 5’8”, 210-220 pounds, Army PT shirt (silver with black 
“A”), blue pants. 

There did not appear to be anyone with him. 

The interview ended at 0502 hours.
